Preparing Campaign 
For Waban Library 

Meal Slt«* Opposite Waban Neigh- 
borhood Club 


An intensive campaign to acquire a 
fund of $(50,000 to complete plans for 
the erection of a branch of the Newton 
Library in Walmn will be instituted by 
the citizens of that village within the 
next two weeks. 

The Waban Public Library Associa- 
tion, Inc. already has an ideal site for 
the building, consisting of 46,000 square 
feet of land at the Junction of 
Beacon, Woodward street and Pine 
Ridge road. The building is to be 
constructed of Harvard brick with 
limestone trim, and will have a slate 
roof. It will contain separate reading 
rooms for adults and children, maga- 
zine and newspaper racks and space 
for 4000 volumes. The 150,000 volumes 
on the shelves of the Newton Public 
Library will also be at the disposal 
of the residents of Waban. 

All costs of maintenance and opera- 
tion of the library, when completed, 
will be assumed by the City of New- 
ton. 

The association has recently pub- 
lished a circular which reads as fol- 
lows: — 

“There are 794 reasons why we need 
a public library in Waban. Your 
family is one of them, the remaining 
793 reasons are the other families in 
town. 

“At present there is no adequate li- 
brary room where we, the people of 
Waban, can go or send our children 
to enjoy quiet and comfort while read- 
ing: 2450 books now on deposit in the 
Angler School are ready to graduate 
into a higher class — a place especially 
prepared for them, and this is compul- 
sory as well as expedient, for there is 
no longer room at the school for the 
library. It must move. Except for 
a $600 mortgage, the library already 
owns 46,000 square feet of land on an 
ideal site at the junction of Beacon 
street, Woodward street and Pine 
Ridge road. The Newton Public Li 
brary stands back of our venture, 
recognizing this as a branch library, 
and it will place at our disposal the 
150,000 volumes in its stacks. The 
city of Newton has also agreed to as- 
sume all costs of maintenance and 
operation. The building itself — with 
space for 4000 books, with reading 
rooms for both children and adults, 
thoroughly equipped, thoroughly mod- 
ern — that is the Waban community 
affair.”

Through Newtonville in Afternoon

Several Committees quest for Fire Escape 


Two thousand players comprising 
the members of thirty Massachusetts 
High School bands and orchestras will 
play together under the leadership 
of Arthur Pryor and Francis Findlay 
on Claflin Field at Newton High 
School May 11. This monster con- 
cert will be the climax of the annual 
State Band and Orchestra contest. 
Governor Frank G. Allen is expected 
to be present and he will make a 
short speech. Mayor Edwin O. Childs 
will extend the city’s greetings to 
the visiting musicians. “Big Brother" 
Bob Emery will be master of ceremon- 
ies. A program of classical music, 
consisting of six pieces, will be played 
by the entire group of musicians. The 
stringed instruments and the band will 
each offer a separate selection. There 
will also be a selection by the winner 
of the Class A bands. This concert 
begins at 2:30, immediately follow- 
ing the parade. 

Fox News will make Vitaplione 
sound moving pictures of the affair. 
Thus it will be possible for cities and 
towns all over the state from which 
bands have come to the contest to 
see and lienr their organizations. 

Immediately after lunch the vari- 
ous organizations will form in line 
and march from Elm street down Low- 
ell avenue to Watertown street. From 
here the parade will go hack up Wal- 
nut street through Newtonville square 
to the High School. A reviewing stand 
will probably be set up on the grounds 
of the Newton Club. This parade will 
lie under the direction of Fortuno Sor- 
dillo, director of Boston public school 
hands. Prizes are being offered for 
tile best playing band in the parade 
and also for the best girl and boy 
drum major. 

Last year the affair was held on 
Boston Common and was marred by 
rain. If rain should fall this year on 
the day of the contest the only thing 
which will be cancelled is the parade. 
Arrangements have been made to 
stage the festival playing in t lie High 
School gymnasium and auditorium. 
This can be easily arranged as an 
iron fire screen which separates the 
gym from the stage can be raised. 
Thus the audience can sit comforta- 
bly in seats of the auditorium and 
listen to the music from the gym and 
stage. 

The contests will begin at nine thir- 
ty and last till twelve thirty. They 
will be held at various parts of the 
grounds and in case of rain they can 
he held indoors.

A committee was appointed to watch , 
sidewalk displays in front of the | 
various stores, especially where there 1 
are narrow sidewalks, so that the 
rights of pedestrians will not be in- 
terfere with. This committee was also 
asked to take note of the erection of a 
block of stores that might create a 
‘blind corner” traffic hazard, especial- 
ly dangerous to children walking to 
and from an adjoining school, and to 
take measures, if possible, to lessen 
this hazard. 

The proper maintenence of several 
of the City parks in Newtonville was 
discussed, and several minor improve- 
ments were recommended to a com- 
mittee for action.

TO SPEAK AT OUR LADY HIGH 
SCHOOL 

Mr. Floyd B. Risley. Vocational Ad- 
viser of Burdett College, Boston, will • 
speak before the members of the Our : 
Lady Parochial High School, on Wed- 
nesday, May S. at 12:30 o’clock. The 
talk is entitled “Choosing a Career” 
and contains much sound advice.

A regular meeting of the Newton 
School Committee was held on Mon- 
day night. By a vote of three to two 
the committee turned down the re- 
quest of Alderman Fred Woodcock 
for an outside fire-escape on the Hor- 
ace Mann School. The Ward 2 aider- 
man, who for many years was a mem- 
ber of the Winthrop School Commit- 
tee asserts that such a fire-escape is 
needed to properly protect the lives 
of the pupils attending this school. 
Mrs. Helen Hutchinson of the com- 
mittee reported that Fire Chief Rand- 
Iett states that there are sufficient 
exits in this school building and that 
it is as safe as the other school build- 
ings in the city. A letter from Build- 
ings Commissioner Chadwick to Mayor 
Childs gave the Information that a 
State Inspector has reported the Hor- 
ace Mann School building safe. Com- 
miteeman Joseph Lockett urged the 
granting of Alderman Woodcock’s re- 
quest and said he will later advocate 
the erecting of outside fire-escapes on 
a number of school buildings in this 
city. 

The committee was informed that 
Comptroller Daniel White has ruled 
against the payment of the expenses 
of Assistant Supt. of Schools. Miss 
Mabel Bragg, and Principal Irving 
Palmer of the High School for a jour- 
ney to Cleveland to attend a conven- 
tion of school officials. Mr White 
made this ruling because the law 
states that a special appropriation 
must be made to cover the expenses 
of city officials when *hey take trips 
outside the confines of tuls Common- 
wealth to conventions, or for similar 
purposes. He commented that the 
School Department cannot be treated 
differently from other departments in 
this respect. He suggested that the 
Aldermen make a special appropria- 
tion to defray this bill, as a sort of 
retroactive budget appropriation. It 
is probable that Mayor Childs will re- 
quest that this appropriation be made: 
alson an appropriation to defray the 
cost of a trip which Supt. of Schools 
Wheeler may make to New Jersey to 
interview a teacher who may be ap- 
pointed to a position in the Newton 
schools.

The first Interscholastic outdoor 
track meets of the season are sched- 
uled for tomorrow with that of Wor- 
cester Polytechnieal Institute and 
Boston College starting things off.

The school that scores thirty points 
at Worcester should win the meet and 
on paper it would seem that Newton 
and Brockton are the only two schools 
entered that can score that total. The 
orange and black apparently has a 
stronger outdoor team than the indoor 
one captained by Dick Reynolds the 
past winter. There is no outdoor cap- 
tain but it is expected that Coach 
Donald Enoch will appoint one before 
the events start at Worcester. 

The Newton mentor will depend up- 
on Ills two sprint stars Ewing and 
Pescosolido to give Newton a big start 
in the point scoring. In the indoor 
season it will be remembered that 
they finished one, two in nearly every 
meet. If they can repeat outdoors it 
will aid the team materially. Dick 
Reynolds is the best quarter-miler in 
the Newton high school but the 
chnnces are he will run only in the 
220-yard low hurdles, his best event. 
Richard Gibbs is another good quarter- 
miler who will bear the burden in that 
event. Burton and Hall are good lialf- 
milers while C’hamberlain and Vincent 
Signore should take care of the mile 
in fine shape. 

Carl Tinker, a senior, is a likely 
looking lad in the broad jump. He has 
been getting out over nineteen feet 
which Is not bad for a beginner. Jim- 
mie Brown, who broke the Newton 
high record at Worcester last year is 
still in school but recently passed his 
20th birthday. 

In the discus throw Coach Enoch 
will enter Clapp, Ham and Gill who 
have bet n tossing tin* plate around 
for the past week. All have been get- 
ting out over 90 feet in practice and it 
is possible that they will puss the 100 
foot mark tomorrow. 

In the pole vault Newton’s best ath- 
lete is Jimmy Silley. He Is good for 
about nine feet, six inches. Of the 
twenty-four athletes, nearly t ho entire 
squad, that the Newton coach has en- 
tered in the meet tomorrow others who 
may place besides those mentioned 
are Kilburn Adams in the 220, Quigley 
in the 440, and Fine In the high jump.

EDITORIAL 

1939 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


At least two of Governor Allen's 
recommendations have been fultilled. 
It will be remembered that in bis 
inaugural address be said that the 
State House was not an appropriate 
place for the storage of confiscated 
liquor and urged that more suitable 
quarters be provided. For years and 
vears liquor seized by the State Po- 
lice lias been stored in tlie basement 
of the State House. The idea start- 
ed long before prohibition and lias 
been continued until this week. It 
will be remembered that it was the 
cause of scandal and other mischief. 
Furthermore, the practice of destroy- 
ing liquor in the courtyard of the 
State House extension always 
provoked comment. The fumes would 
fill tlie entire capitol on warm days 
when the windows were open. On the 
whole it bad a depressing if not a de- 
moralizing effect. When Governor Al- 
len came out in his address last Jan- 
uary and said what be did there were 
not a few laughs in the gathering. The 
subject seemed to strike some people 
as funny. But the Governor was in 
earnest and be found that bis sugges- 
tion was taken seriously, too. This 
week the State Police took over a 
huge storehouse on Columbus avenue, 
Boston, where proper fittings have 
been established to safeguard the con- 
fiscated liquors. The best part of it 
is that the State House is free from 
what is really a necessary but an un- 
pleasant feature of police work. 

The other reform urged by the Gov- 
ernor was that affecting tin- operating 
license of an ‘automobile driver in- 
volved in a fatal accident while under 
the influence of liquor. In his inaug- 
ural address the Governor said that it 
might he well if such a driver, after he 
had been found guilty by the court, 
was permanently deprived of a license 
to drive. The Legislature agreed with 
the Governor that something should 
he done, although it was not willing 
to go as far as he had suggested. 
Therefore, a bill was passed providing j 
that an operator convicted in connec- 1 
tion with a fatal accident while under 
the influence of liquor should lose his ! 
right to drive for 10 years. On second ! 
conviction the license can never he 
restored. That bill was signed this j 
week by Governor Allen. 

If Newton were interested in the 
subject of municipal lighting plants 
it might view with satisfaction the 
hill reported by the House Ways and 
Means Committee to authorize cities 
and towns to take over privately- 
owned plants. That measure has re- 
ceived considerable publicity of late 
but does not concern Newton at the 
present time. 

The usual thing happened in the 
case of the Commission on tlie Neces- 
saries of Life. As is customary the 
bill extending its existence another 
year did not reach the Governor until 
the last day. Had he failed to sign 
it Tuesday the commission would have 
automatically passed out of existence 
at midnight Tuesday. It is now to 
function for another year. 

The bill to increase from 2S feet to 
33 the length of auto trucks and buss- 
es and their width from 96 to 102 inch- 
es is one of the most important mea- 
sures of the year. Senator Hollis was 
one of its opponents in the upper 
branch which passed the bill to be en- 
grossed by 24 to 4. Senator Hollis 
contended the need of more safety 
measures should have precedence over 
anything that would allow larger 
busses and trucks on the highways. 
Friends of the bill argued that neigh- 
boring States have already permitted 
larger vehicles than Massachusetts 
and sought to point out that the 
changes in methods of transportation 
demand larger conveyances. 

Boston ha sa traffic commission due 
to an act of this year's Legislature. 
If the experiment proves a success a j 
rush of bills for local traffic commis- 
sions may be looked for next year 
from cities and towns throughout the 

■ ■ 

An indication that the presiding of- 
ficers of the two branches feel that 
prorogation is at least iu sight is 
found in the adoption Wednesday by 
the House of an order that next week 
be considered the last week of the ses- 
sion. Prorogation can not possibly be 
reached by that time hut the order 
makes it necessary to move reconsid- 



erntior of a vote at the same ses- 
sion at which a vote is taken. This 
means that the General Court is be- 
ginning to speed up matters in the 
hope of accomplishing the final ad- 
journment about the middle or latter 
part of this month. 

The fact that the Charles River Ba- 
sin improvement bill as redrafted by 
the Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs omitted the extension of the boul- 
evard along the Charles River from 
Maple street, which is now the Wa- 
tertown end. to Galen street, Water- 
town. caused considerable disappoint- 
ment. Representative Arnold Leon- 
ard of Watertown got speakers at tlie 
hearing before the House Ways and 
Means Committee to admit that there 
was no objection to having this pro- 
vision restored. Senator Fish of the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs 
said it had been letf out of the redraft 
because it was felt that it was not 
essential. 

The Senate on Wednesday referred 
to the next annual session the hill pro- 
viding for the construction of a park- 
way from the junction of Newton and 
Hammond streets in the town of 
Brookline to Beacon street, Newton. 
Senator Hollis tried to get the Senate 
to overide the report of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means which recom- 
mended reference to next year. He 
said that the construction of the park; 
way would relieve a dangerous situa- 
tion. By a rising vote of 15 to 6 the 
hill was referred to next year. This 
is one of the few bills of vital local 
interest to Newton presented this year.

He 
showed one set of eight pictures of 
tlie same man, disguised in various 
ways, which to the ordinary observer 
were as dissimilar as could be but 
which to crime officials were much 
easier to detect as tlie same person.

That the General Traffic Regulations of 
the City of Newton, as amended to April 
1. 1929, be and are hereby further amended 
as follows: 

By striking out Section 3 of Article II 
and Inserting in place thereof as follow.-,: 

Section 3. Directing traffic, park- 
ing and standing. 

Police officers may direct vehicular 
traffic when necessary to avoid con- 
gestion or to promote safety and con- 
venience; drivers shall stop or pro- 
ceed when so directed and .shall place, 
stand or park vehicles as directed. 
Official traffic signs may be erected by 
the Street Commissioner at any place 
or places In the streets of the City for 
the purpose of dividing and directing 
traffic, for the purpose of indicating 
safety zones and for the purpose of 
indicating the method and manner of 
parking where permitted. 

STANDING REGULATIONS NO. 91 

B. it ordained l»y the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Newton as follows: 

That the General Traffic Regulations of 
the city of Newton, as amended to April 
1, 1 929, ' be and are hereby further amend- 
ed by adding a new article to said Regu- 
lations. numbered and described as Ar- 
ticle IVa. as follows:

Prof. John Marshall. Dean of the 
Masie Department of Boston Univer- 
sity. will he the speaker at the vesper 
service on Sunday evening, May 6. 


Prof. Klrtley F. Mather was hack 
last Sunday morning, after a week's 
absence, at the Mather Hass at its 
regular weekly meeting at the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. 

Prof. Mather concluded his reading 
of selected portions of tile modern 
epic poem, “John Brown’s Body.’ 
This very modern poem is rather a 
stupendous work. Prof. Mather felt 
that it was so important as well as 
so remarkable a piece of literature 
that he lias devoted a total of three 
full regular meetings of the Class to 
a consideration and detailed analysis 
of the poem. The treatment of the 
subject was largely by means of a 
•ending by Prof. Mather of such pas- 
sages as brought out the high lights 
and emotional thrills of the poem. 

At last Sunday’s session he read I 
several selections of great human in- 
terest, whicli made those dark Civil 
War days live again in vivid style. 

A particularly fine pen portrait of 
Stonewall Jackson at the time of his 
death showed the man and the Gen- 
eral as he appeared to his men and 
his commander. General Lee wrote 
that Jackson had lost his left arm hut 
he had lost his right arm. This beau- 
tiful tribute was well brought out in 
the poem. 

The terrible conditions of life were 
shown in livid style, like eating cats 
and mice and drinking tea made from 
bark. 

There was a delightfully human 
touch when Pickett’s son was born. 
The Southerners burned a long line of 
brushwood bonfires by way of cele- 
bration. When General Grant heard 
the news, he ordered bonfires for the I 
little Pickett. Later, when Richmond j 
fell and Abraham Lincoln visited the | 
city, he stopped for a brief call at j 
Pickett’s home. He introduced him - 1 
self to Mrs. Pickett merely as an old 
friend of George Pickett. 

The terrific slaughter of those aw- 
ful times was dramatically contrasted 
with the reckless abandon of the 
youthful combatants. A Southerner 
came out from his lines to get the 
chaplain’s hat that had blown off. He 
nonchalantly told the Yanks not to 
shoot him and explained his errand 
in debonair fashion. They refrained. 
A lieutenant swam a river and en- 
joyed an evening of fun and frolic 
with friends on the other side. Then 
he swam back. Next day he went 
gaily into battle with his hosts of the 
night before. The topsy-turvy world 
of war had full opportunity to show 
all its vagaries in our Civil War, and 
here the author has gathered together 
a multitude of straws which show 
how fitfully t lie wind blew through 
those tangled times. 

An aide-de-camp is shown passing 
along and noticing General Lee alone 
in his tent. Lee had some papers hut 
his thoughts were far from them. 
Long and silently the young officer 
watched his beloved leader and finally 
went on his way with the remark to 
himself, "It doesn’t seem as if a cause 
could lose when it is believed in by 
a man like that”. 

At another time, when things got 
very desperate indeed, Lee started to 
lead the charge in person and was 
met by a perfect hurricane of shouts 
from his men to go to the rear. 

The sombre picture of a terrible 
war is varied by a light and lilting 
hit of poetry which might lie called 
a negro melody — Jubilee, juhilow — re- 
joicing over Sherman’s triumphal 
march from Atlanta to the sea. when 
every darky should own a mule and 
freedom should come to all. It really 
should be sung by a big hunch of rol- 
licking, hilarious negroes just bub- 
bling over with good spirits and joy- 
ful abandon, as only the southern ne- 
gro can do it with the full, rich 
flavor of the Southland. 

In contrast with all this cheerful 
fun comes the dread picture of desola- 
tion in the Shenandoah Valley. This 
had been the granary of Lee’s army 
for years. Sheridan went through 
there and destroyed everything of the 
least use to an army. Where once 
there had been smiling plenty, now 
there was utter ruin. 

Sheridan said that if a crow wanted 
to fly through the valley after he had 
finished, that bird would have had 
to carry his own provisions. 

The war ended, for all practical 
purposes, when Lee surrendered. This 
is the great dramatic climax. Nothing 
could have been staged with a finer 
setting than the brief and simple 
scene of the actual surrender when 
Lee and Grant met. The description 
of this event is excellently done in the 
poem. The physical, emotional, and 
spiritual contrasts of men. of causes, 
of everything, were startlingly re- 
vealed when those two men came face 
to face. The great conflict was over, 
save for the sporadic tragedies while 
the last tag-ends of the war were 
being gathered in. 

And out of it all, emanating, ns it 
were, from John Brown’s Body, al- 
most apotheosized, have come the 
marvels of our modern times and 
modern civilization. 

The next Sunday Evening Round 
Table of the Class will come next Sun- 
day, May 5, at Hasseltiue House, 40 
Chase Street, Newton Centre. This 
is the student dormitory for women at 
tlie Newton Theological Institution. 
Each lady will bring sandwiches 
enough for two. 

The Class will bring the season to 
u close with a banquet on May 15. 
This advance notice is given thus 
early, so everybody will he sure to 
reserve the date. As usual, there will 
be an excellent dinner and an elabo- 
rate entertainment. A very good time 
is assured to all. 

We are still hearing echoes from 
’Saint Claudia,” the religious drama 
which the Mather Class presented so 
splendidly as its contribution to the 
Community activities during the 
Easter season. Great praise is 
bestowed upon the participants by 
those who had the privilege to attend 
this notable event. The success of 
the performance was due not only 
to the sifyerlor quality of tin* play but 
also to the ability with which the 
players identified themselves with 
their purts and the fine spiritual qua 
i it y of tin* rendering

tngraph is a photograph. At least 
that is what I discovered by 
reading one of the most inter- 
esting books that has come into 
my possession for a long time. It is 
“Reminiscences of an Ex-Detective” 
and written by Francis Carlin, former 
Superintendent of Scotland Yard. 
Now if you share with me the thrill 
that comes at the mere mention of 
the name “Scotland Yard” and hold 
the same eagerness to devour an ac- 
count of the work of some investiga- 
tion conducted by these famous crime 
investigators— well, as I say. if you 
like a detective story that Is based on 
fact you won’t find a more entertain- 
ing book on the shelves of the New- 
ton Free Library. 

I used to think there was nothing 
to equal Conan Doyle’s stories of 
"Sherlock Holmes” but that was fic- 
tion and when my mind began to de- 
mand “something truly true" I sort 
of lost interest in fictional accounts of 
murderers because it represented 
nothing more than the ingenuity of 
an imaginative writer. 

But to get back to the old family 
picture album and its collection with 
the rogues gallery. The former Scot- 
land Yard superintendent doesn’t ex- 
actly tie them together — I have done 
that for him — but there is a connec- 
tion as you will observe. The best of 
it is we learn something that is worth 
knowing and which really doesn’t 
have the slightest bearing on crime. 
It is good, wholesome information for 
folks of all ages. 

In his book Mr. Carlin says that 
it is an everyday occurence that peo- 
ple who have been victimized and 
have complained to the police are re 
quested to go to Scotland Yard and 
asked to examine a number of photo- 
graphs with a view to recognizing the 
individual who defrauded them. 

“Let me give you a piece of Informa- 
tion not merely hearing on the sub- 
ject of criminal indentiftcation, but 
one which may provide you with an 
vening's entertainment”, says the ex- 
detective. 'No matter how long a

homes use of books arid magazines. 
In 1927, the record showed 55S.870 
issues; in 1928, 041,221, a gain of 
82,344, or about 15 percent. This in- 
crease is larger than the combined in- 
creases of the preceding three years. 
Estimating the city’s population at 
57,300 our circulation per capita is 
now 11.2. Altho Newton ranks thir- 
teenth in population among Massa- 
chusetts cities, in public library cir- 
culation it is fifth.” 

I believe the above should he prin- 
ted in this column because this high- 
ly interesting piece of information is 
worthy of every reader’s attention. 
My recollection is that it answers a 
charge made by at least one person 
that the people of Newton fail to ap- 
preciate good reading. Newton fifth 
in public library circulation of all 
cities of Massachusetts! Surely there 
is no doubt of the attitude of mind of 
our citizens. Moreover, we must have 
a pretty good assortment of books to 
make people desire them. Not so bad 
for Newton. 

So many of us regard our free li- 
brary as a place "to get a good book 
to read” or “to look up something” 
that we take it for granted that the 
library just runs itself. Such is 
likely to be the view of the av -rage 
person, if he or she has any views on 
that point. But how many stop to 
reflect on the advantages provided 
through the Newton Free Library? I 
am willing to wager that most patrons 
give the matter no further thought 
after their individual wants are sup- 
plied. 

Let ine point out that we all of us 
owe more than we realize to the li- 
brarian, his stuff and the trustees us 
well. I speak as an occasional patron 
and one who enjoys no special favors, 
if such are dispensed. As far as I 
have been able to observe the plain 
citizen, be lie young or old or in be- 
tween, receives excellent service 
What more could be asked? 

If a personal allusion may he per 
mitted I think our library has one of 
the best collections of dramatic vol- 
umes, meaning plays and books of the 
theatre.

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Aldermen Let Down Bars On Granting 
Licenses To Open Stores Sundays 

Considerable Discussion Before Voting to Grant License to 
Newtonville Variety Store 


The Bonrd of Aldermen on Monday 
night by a vote of 10 to 7 refused to 
accept the decision of the Licenses 
Committee and granted a common 
victualler license lo Lawrence Ames 
Winslow at 3115 Walnut street, New- 
tonville. Winslow, who formerly con- 
ducted a Htore in Watertown cnme 
to Newtonville about December 1027 
and started a variety store. Soon 
afterwards he petitioned for a com- 
mon victualler license, desiring to 
keep the store open Sundays. The 
Licenses Committee of the Aldermen 
last year adopted the policy of grant- 
ing common victualler licenses only 
to lunch rooms, and shops which con- 
fined their business exclusively to the 
sale of ice-cream, beverages and 
candy. The committee refused to 
grant new licenses to variety stores, 
fruit stores, or stores selling groceries. 
Winslow’s petition was turned down 
by the committee and the Board sus- 
tained the committee. Later in 1028, 
Winslow again petitioned and the 
committee a second time refused to 
recommend a license to him. 

Alderman Woodcock of Ward 2 
championed Winslow’s cause and 
when another petition was presented 
this year, Woodcock and Alderman 
Smith of Ward 4 voted that it be 
granted. The other live members of 
the Licenses Committee, Aldermen 
Hawkins, Harte, Powers, Prior and 
Temperley, voted against the granting 
of the petition. At the meeting of 
the Board on Monday night Alderman 
Woodcock argued for the granting of 
the license to Winslow. He asserted 
that the petitioner is a credit to the 
community, runs a high grade store, 
has the necessary equipment to serve 
lunches, and the opening of his store 
on Sundays will he a great accommo- 
dation to the neighborhood. Mr. Wood- 
cock said that James C. Irwin of the 
Newtonville Improvement Association, 
and Drs. Howard and Thayer favor 
the granting of the license. The Ward 
2 alderman contended that Winslow’s 
store is similar to those which have 
bad common victualler licenses for 
years and that he should be granted a 
license since the other stores have 
been given renewals on their licenses. 

Alderman Powers in defence of the 
action of the majority of the Licenses 
Committee told of the policy adopted 
by the committee this year and last 
year in restricting common victualler 
iieenses to bona fide lunch rooms and 
ice-cream parlors. He stated that 
other types of stores want such li- 
censes principally to enable them to 
keep open Sundays and sell articles 
which are not supposed, according to 
law, to be sold on the Sabbath. Such 
stores take an unfair advantage of 
merchants who close their places on 
Sundays and use Sunday as a day of 
rest for themselves and their em- 
ployees. The Ward 1 alderman told 
of Winslow’s friction with the Select- 
men of Watertown over their refusal 
to renew his common victualler license 
before he came to Newtonville, tak- 
ing the matter to law and being de- 
feated. Powers stated that the issue 
is clear; if the aldermen should de- 
feat the recommendation of the com- 
mittee and grant the license to Wins- 
low, it means that Newton will join 
those communities where many stores 
are allowed to open Sundays. He 
said if the license would be granted, 
the aldermen in the future should 
grant similar licenses to any appli- 
cant who obtained a certificate of 


proper character from the Chief of 
Police as it will be unfair to dis- 
criminate. 

Alderman Smith stated that variety 
stores have as much right to be open 
on Sundays as have drug stores. Al- 
derman Gallagher also spoke in favor 
of granting the license to Winslow. A 
vote was taken and the petition was 
granted. Those voting to grant the 
license were: — Aldermen Bail, Collins, 
Gallagher, Grebenstein, Gordon, Mur- 
ray, Smith, Woodcock, Pratt and 
Worth. Those voting to refuse the 
license were Aldermen Hawkins, 
Harte, Floyd, Bowen, Powers, Tem- 
perley and Jamieson. Aldermen Earle, 
Prior and Holbrook were absent. 
President Weeks was not recorded. 


BOSTON & WORCESTER ENTER- 
ING THE ELECTRIC POWER FIELD 

At a Directors’ meeting of the Bos- 
ton and Worcester Street Railway Co., 
held Monday of this week. May 6, it 
was voted to renovate the present 
power house and secure estimates on 
changing one of its big machines to 
deliver tiO-cycle current. The location 
of the Boston and Worcester plant 
was selected at Framingham, with 
railroad and water connections, at a 
time when sites were obtainable any- 
where and it is said that this is the 
best location for a large steam power 
plant between Boston and Worcester. 

A committee was appointed consist- 
ing of Paul T. Bahson, Chairman, now 
President of the Boston and Worcester 
Street Railway Co.. Mr. William C. 
Hotchkin, President of Hotchkin & 
Co., bankers of Boston, and Mr. 
Buchanan of Buchanan & Layng, elec- 
trical engineers of New York City to 
prepare a plan for segregating this 
power plant from the street railway 
and organizing a new electrical com- 
pany. This company will at once be 
in a position to supply power to 
Shrewsbury and certain adjoining 
towns. It will also apply for fran- 
chise to supply power to the large 
state institutions in Westlmro and 
vicinity and certain other large plants 
along the line of the Boston & Wor- 
cester using 300 horse power or more.

The Boston Elevated public control 
hill which has gone through the Sen- 
ate and which is soon to come up in 
the House vitally affects the city of 
Newton. The hill reported by the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs, 
of which Senator Hollis is a member, 
provided that Wards One and Seven 
of Newton would he included In the 
proposed Metropolitan Transit Dis- 
trict. The separation of these two 
wards from the rest of the city was 
made because they are the only sec- 
tions of the city with a 10-cent fare 
to Boston. It was felt that if any 
benefit was derived by Newton a 
share of the cost of extensions should 
bo borne by the taxpayers of Wards 
One and Seven. 

As reported in redraft by the Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee and 
advanced in the upper branch the 
hill makes the entire city of Newton 
a part of the proposed transportation 
district. In substance, the old bill 
meant that taxpayers of Wards One 
and Seven were liable to have an ad- 
ditional amount on their tax bills as 
high as 35 cents per $1000 for new 
subways and other extensions. Now 
tiie taxpayers of all Newton will 
share the same burden. Naturally, 
the inclusion of the entire city means 
that t lie apportionment on Newton as 
a whole will he much larger than it 
would have been on Wards One and 
Seven. 

Just what the bill provides in this 
connection Is shown by the following 
excerpt from the new hill: 

“The territory within and the in- 
habitants of the following cities and 
towns, to wit, Arliaigton, Belmont, 
Boston, Brookline, Cambridge, Chel- 
sea, Kverettt, Malden, Medford, Mil- 
ton, Newton, Revere, Somerville and 
Watertown, shall constitute a district 
or incorporated municipality, and for 
the purposes of this act shall be a 
body politic and corporate under the 
name of the Metropolitan transit dis- 
trict, with power to take and hold 
property, sue and he sued in law and 
in equity, to prosecute and defend in 
all actions relating to the property 
and affairs of the district, and of 
contracting and doing other necessary 
acts relative to its property and af- 
fairs and said territory and its in- 
habitants shall he jointly and sever- 
ally liable for the debts and obliga- 
tions thereof. Said city or town shall 
pay its annual pro rata share of 
amounts levied and collected from 
the several cities and towns in the 
Metropolitan Transit District and 
shall also pay its pro rata share of 
any other taxes or assessments which 
may thereafter he collected from the 
Metropolitan Transit District.” 

Senator Hollis voted for the hill in 
the Senate and against the so-called 
public purchase hill. An unsuccess- 
ful attempt to substitute the latter 
for the public control bill was made 
by the friends of public ownership. 


ONE WAY STREETS 

Newton, May 9, 1929.

Dear Sir: 

Yesterday noon the police ambu- 
lance came down Washington street 
and was speeded through t lie one way 
section (going the prohibited direc- 
tion) by the Newton Trust Company 
building at a speed estimated to he 
about 30 miles an hour. Supposing 
some automobile was coming around 
from Centre street at this time and 
made the turn onto Washington 
street to pass the Trust Company 
building just as the ambulance 
whirled by. The city would refuse, 
in all probability, to pay any dam- 
ages either for a smashed car or for 
killing or maiming whoever might be 
in the car, had it been hit. It is not 
impossible, if precedent were followed, 
that the city might bring suit against 
the driver of the car hit, should a col- 
lision have occurred. 

Does the couple of seconds in time 
gained, warrant city owned vehicles, 
whether they he fire or police auto- 
mobiles, ignoring our traffic laws, en- 
dangering the lives and property of 
others, not to mention endangering 
city-owned property? This sort of 
driving may be spectacular, hut it is 
neither necessary nor to he tolerated.

Modern Equipment Installed in New Building With Greatly 
Increased Accommodations For Sick 


The new Newton Hospital at New- 
ton Lower Fall? will be open for pub-, 
lie Inspection on Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoons from I to 5 o’clock, j 
Every conceivable equipment and ap- j 
pliance for use in a modern hospital 
has been or will be installed in the 
new building which has been In 
progress of construction for some 
time following a building fund drive 
of two years ago. 

Late this afternoon there will he 
a private inspection by invitation by 
the Board of Trustees to the medical 
itaff and consultants. School of Nurs- 
ing Committee, officers of the Hos- 
pital. officers of the Alumnae Associ- 
ation. the Wellesley Committee and 
special guests including, Miss Mary 
Riddle, former superintendent. Dr. 
Washburn, superintendent of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital and 
consultant to the architects and the 
latter, Mr. Gifford LeClear and Mr. 
Henry C. Robbins. The inspection 
will be followed by a dinner in the 
main dining room. 

The new structure is a T-shaped 
building of which the main portion is 
of six stories and the wing of three. 
It stands about a 100 yards back from 
Washington street near the corner of 
Beacon, and its combined Jacobean 
and Tudorarochitecture make it an 
unusually handsome and imposing 
building. Construction was begun 
in October of 1927, and erected at as 
cost of $1,500,000. There are 130 
adult beds and 46 infant beds in the 
new building which will provide for 
a considerable larger number now 
being cared for in the present quar- 
ters which are now greatly crowded 
and overtaxed. A corridor and sub- 
way connect the new and the old 
buildings. The laboratories. X-ray. ! 
operating rooms, dining rooms, kitch- 
ens and laundry are now equipped to 
accommodate twice the number of ) 
patients should the new arise to in- ( 
crease the bed capacity. At the pres- 
ent time the laundry and refrigera- 
tion plant in the basement of the 
wing are in operation and service. 
Clean linen and other store rooms are . 
being equipped and put in order. 

On the ground floor of the wing is j 
the kitchen with all the latest appli- 1 
ances for hygienic and efficient care 
of food utensils, dishes and such. 
The ambulance entrance is close to 
the accident ward, also on the ground 
floor of the wing, as well as two , 
small rooms for emergency, eye and j 
other cases. The accident division 
of the building has been arranged 
so that such emergency cases can 
be taken care of promptly without 
upsetting any part of the hospital 
routine. Ou this floor in the wing are 
also the pharmaceutical and physio- 
therapy divisions, the locker and 
dressing rooms for graduate special 
nurses, rooms for sterilization of sur- 
gical gauze, mattresses, etc. There 
is also a rug cleaning room and a ! 
room for the storage of hospital rec- ■ 
ords. 

At the southerly end of the main f 
building, on each floor, are closed in i 
Solariums and open porches which 
with their southern exposure are 1 
ideally situated. At the rear of the 
main building, on the third, fourth, 
and fifth floors, above the wiug. are 
open porches, providing additional 
out-of-door space for convalescing pa- 
tients. I 




The first floor of the main building, 
which is reached through a handsome 
doorway at the head of a flight of 
broad steps leading to the automobile 
driveway is provided with an an en- 
trance lobby opening into an attrac- 
tive lounge room. Here a hostess Is 
always in attendance. OfT the lounge 
and across the corridor are rooms 
providing offices for the superinten- 
dent of the hospital, the school of 
nursing, admitting offices, staff library, 
doctors’ rooms and meeting room for 
the trustees’ committees which meet 
monthly A system of lights and flash 
boards connecting with all parts of 
the hospital will enable attendants 
to locate any physician in the build- 
ing at the time without any buzzer 
or noise. Beyond the general offices 
is a 24-hour telephone service sys- 
tem with connections with all floors 
and in all rooms where needed. There 
are also telephone booths on the dif- 
ferent floor corridors for use of the 
friends of patients. 

At the southerly end of the first 
floor of the main building are four 
four-bed wards and four rooms for 
private patients. On the first floor 
wing are four dining rooms. The 
largest will accommodate one hund- 
red student nurses, another will be 
used by the hospital staff of 65 and 
a third is for graduate special nurses 
numbering 85. Another small dining 
room is provided for the use of rela- 
tives of patients. 

The building has three sets of ele- 
vators. one for service, one for pa- 
tients. and one for guests. 

Four rooms for major operations 
and four for minor operations are lo- 
cated on the second floor wing. 
There are also rooms here for used 
and clean instruments. dressing 
rooms, sterilization and supplies, doc- 
tors' rooms with lockers, shower 
baths, etc., in addition to rooms where 
anaesthesia may be administered to 
patients about to undergo operations, 
and rooms where patients may re- 
cover from the effects of the anaes- 
thetic before returning to their room. 

The laboratory and X-ray rooms 
are located on the second floor of the 
main building at the northerly end, 
while at the southerly end, similar 
to the first floor, are four four-bed 
wards and four private rooms. Here 
also is a treatment room where pa- 
tients will be taken for changing of 
dressings, etc. 

The third floor of the main building 
is taken up with private rooms. 24 
single-bed rooms and live two-bed 
rooms. The fourth floor is likewise 
given over to private rooms, princi- 
pally for maternity cases. The fifth 
floor is also given over to work of 
the maternity division. There are 
rest rooms for the private nurses 
with light and buzzer connections 
with their respective patients' rooms. 
On the fourth floor is a nursery with 
a large plate glass window through 
which the babies may be seen with- 
out entering the room. On the fifth 
floor is another similar nursery and 
also two others, one windowed with 
"vita glass’’ panes for premature ba- 
bies aud one for sick infants. Here 
also are a labor room and three de- 
livery rooms, and one for caesarian 
operations. The top floor is reserved 
as the public maternity section.

The members of the Massachusetts 
Legislature believe their services are 
worth more money than they have 
been receiving. A bill has been intro- 
duced to increase their salaries from 
$1500 to $2000 per annum. In all 
probability it will lie passed. In our 
humble opinion tiie salaries of the 
members of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature should he changed from $1500 
to $500— or less as a result of the ac- 
tion they took within the past few 
days in changing the laws pertaining 
to the size of vehicles allowed on pub- 
lic highways. Heretofore the greatest 
length allowed for a vehicle on a pub- 
lic highway (except by special per- 
mit) lias been 2S feet; the greatest 
width 8 feet. Ill the future, assum- 
ing that Governor Allen signs the Hill 
passed by both branches of the Legis- 
lature, trucks and busses 32 feet long 
and 8% feet wide will he common on 
our highways. To the credit of Sen- 
ator Hollis of this district he was one 
of the 4 Senators who voted against 
this bill. How the Representatives 
from Newton voted, we do not know. 
There was no roll-call in the House 
and the 1)111 was passed there by an 
overwhelming vote, even as it was 
in the Senate. 

Any person who has operated an 
automobile on the highways, particu- 
larly on the main highways of the 
State knows the difficulties caused, 
the hazards occasioned by huge 
trucks which impede traffic and ob- 
struct one’s vision. A large percent- 
age of accidents on roads are occa- 
sioned by such trucks. 

Any person who has operated a car 
on the highways realizes the danger 
caused by the operation on our princi- 
pal highways of big buses which 
speed along 50 or more miles an hour 
and which have repeatedly crowded 
ordinary automobiles off the roads 
causing fatal accidents. Notwithstand- 
ing this, our august legislators have 
decided to increase these menaces by 
allowing them to be considerably 
longer, and wider. And tills in the 
face of all the pleas and campaigns 
to make our highways safer and les- 
sen the uppalliug death rate. 

The argument offered in favor of 
tiiis bill was that "many other States 
allow vehicles 32 feet long and 8M* 
feet wide to lie operated on highways.” 
Massachusetts lias won an enviable 
reputation in the past by enacting 
progressive legislation. The present 
Legislature apparently believes in re- 
trogressive legislation, in making 
our highways less safe for humanity. 
Probably some day it may occur to 
a future Legislature that tho proper 
thing to do is to legislate “freight 
cars” and “express trains” off our 
trunk line highways and compel them 
to have their own right of ways. The 
railroads, against which these buses 
and big trucks are competing are 
compelled to operate their vehicles 
on private ways. 


U. S. A. It will make this country a 
better and a happier place In which 
to live. 

Employees of the Street Department 
are busy erecting poles at street in- 
tersections along Washington street 
in preparation for making that street 
a through thoroughfare. Tiie poles 
are striped yellow and black In bar- 
ber-shop effect and will support re- 
flecting signs which will order auto- 
ists to “Stop.” It is quite probable 
that a number of drivers will be 
hailed into the Newton court and 
fined before the signs will be gener- 
ally obeyed. This was the experience 
at Waltham and most other places 
when this system was first installed. 
Following tho installation of tiie signs 
along Washington street, Common- 
wealth avenue and Centre street will 
be similarly marked.

The lending Jesuit college debaters j 
will have for their subject, “Resolved: 
That the jury system should be abol- ; 
ished in the United States." Holy 
Cross College will uphold the afllrma- j 
tive and Boston College the negative. ( 

The subject is far in the lead for de- | 
tinting popularity this year having 
been selected by the Western Confer- 
ence on Intercollegiate Debating for 
the 1929 season because of the funda- J 
mental importance of the topic in legal ; 
circles as well as the editorial sec- ; 
tions of the leading newspapers for ] 
some change in the administration of , 
justice. Such striking examples as 
criminal privilege in Chicago, Detroit 
and racketeering gangs in general 
have brought a great deal of criticism 
out against the present jury stem. Be- 
sides, the new school of criminologists 
seem anxious to place the whole ! 
power of the courts in the hands of 
persons whom they call experts. I 
Against these arguments, the jury 
stem is admitted to be one of the old- 1 
est and most sacred institutions in 
the development of democratic and 
constitutional government. It Is of : 
the utmost importance that the peo- 
ple be stirred to a realization both ! 
of the corruption of the present jury 
system and the danger of losing the j 
jury stem entirely. 

Boston College teams have debated ■ 
both sides of this question with Uni- 1 
versity of Pittsburg. New Hampshire. 
Colby College and New York Univer- 
sity. The Holy Cross team on the 
other hand has debated the affirma- 
tive side five times within the last 
few weeks on their western tour. 
They lost only once and victories were ; 
recorded over such able teams as I 
Marquette and St. Louis University. | 
It was the most successful tour ever 1 
taken by a team from the Worcester 
college. 

Both Boston College and Holy 
Cross will present their veteran de- 
baters. The Boston College team reg- 1 
istered wins over Oxford University 
of England. Sidney University of 
Australia and Harvard University this 
year an undefeated record. 

Leo P. O’Kefe, ’29. Brighton, will 
lead the Eagles. He has been very 
prominent in debating at the Heights 
for four years. He is a past President 
of the Marquette Debating Society 
and Vice President of the Fulton.

All rooms have running water, bath 
or shower, lavatory toilets, and closet 
and telephone equipment. Th«*iv are 
smaller diet kitchens on the different 
floors, flower rooms, and vacuum and 
dry mop systems. 

Beginning May 20th the patients in 
the present hospital will be trans- 
ferred to the new building, and when 
the transfer is complete the old quar- 
ters will be renovated. Later the old 
hospital will be used to accommodate 
patients if the new quarters are filled 
to capacity. Founders, the present 
maternity division will be used for 
medical patients. Eldredge, as at 
present for women surgical cases, 
and Mellon Bray, as at present for 
men’s surgical cases. Porter will be 
used as private rooms for children 
and the Elizabeth IVnnison ward will 
be retained as at present for chil- 
dren. Leeson ward which is now 
used for women medical patients will 
be used in connection with the Out 
Patient department. Coburn ward, 
which is entirely private rooms, will 
be used to house some of the addi- 
tional nursing force which will be 
required to care for the increased 
number of patients. Thayer ward, 
now used for men medical patients, 
will be discontinued because the cor- 
ridor connecting with the new build- 
ing passes through it The old oper- 
ating rooms will be discontinued. 
The present quarters for nurses will 
be the same as at present for the 
time being.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The redraft of the bill to Improve 
the Charles River basin as reported 
by the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, provides for the building of 
“a section of parkway or boulevard 
beginning at a point in Nonantum 
road in the city of Newton at or near 
Hyde Brook, thence over public or 
private lands and public or private 
ways in said city of Newton and in 
the town of Watertown to a point 
on Galen street in said town of Wa- 
tertown at or near its intersection 
with California street”. All of tills 
is interesting to Newton and would 
be highly gratifying but for the fact 
that the bill contains the following 
provision: 

“$25,000 of the cost of the work 
herein -authorized shall be paid by 
the city of Newton, of which $12,500 
shall be paid in 1930 and the balance 
in 1931 and the amounts thus received 
from said city of Newton shall be as- 
sessed and collected by the State 
Treasurer in the apportionment and 
assesssment of the annual State tax". 

On rollcall Representatives Baker. 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted 
against the bill to provide for old age 
pensions. The same members, on 
rollcall, voted against the bill, which 
the House substituted for an adverse 
committee report, to limit the issu- 
ance of injunctions and to legalize 
strikes for closed shops. Senator 
Hollis was also recorded against the 
measure . when it was considered In 
the upper branch. 

On roilcall Representatives Baker, 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted 
against the bill to permit cities and 
towns to appropriate money for the 
purpose of employing citizens on 
public works in times of business de- 
pression. 

Through the energetic efforts of 
Senator Hollis the hope of a parkway 
from Newton street, Brookline, 
through Hammond Woods to Beacon 
street, this city, has not been aban- 
doned. After the Senate had re- 
jected a bill for such construction 
Senator Hollis secured the substitu- 
tion of a resolve which provides that 
land may be acquired for a right of 
way. 

In order that the situation may be 
made clear the first bill and then 
the substitute are printed herewith. 
The rejected bill was as follows: 

“The metropolitan district commis- 
sion is hereby authorized to lay out 
and construct, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter ninety-two of 
the General Laws relative to the lay- 
ing out and construction of parkways 
and boulevards, a parkway or boule- 
vard from a point at or near the junc- 
tion of Newton street with Hammond 
street, in the town of Brookline, to 
Beacon street, in the city of New- 
ton, at or near Hobart road, follow- 
ing substantially the course de- 
scribed as ‘Route 1' in the special re- 
port of said commission, filed with 
the general court December first, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-eight, 
printed as current house document 
number one hundred and thirty-four. 
The commission may expend for said 
purposes such amount, not exceeding 
four hundred and fifteen thousand , 
dollars, as may hereafter be appropri- 
ated, and ulso any balance of a sum ' 
not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, 
the expenditure of which was author - 1 
ized by chapter two hundred and 
thirty-one of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-seven, which may 
not be needed for the purposes of 
said chapter, and said sum shall con- 
tinue to be available for expenditure 
as aforesaid by said commission for 
the purposes of said chapter and of 
this act as if hereby appropriated.” 

The resolve, passed this week by 
the Senate and which seems certain 
of possible action in the House, reads 
as follows: 

“Section 1. The metropolitan dis- ; 
trict commission is hereby authorized ! 
to lay out and construct, in accord- 

ninety-two of the General Laws rela- 
tive to the laying out and construction 
of parkways and boulevards, a park- 
way or boulevard from a point at or 
near the junction of Newton street 
with Hammond street, in the town 
of Brookline, to Beacon street, in the 
city of Newton, at or near Hobart 


road, following substantially the 
course described ns ‘Route 1’ in the 
special report of said commission filed 
with the general court December 
first, nineteeen hundred and twenty- 
eight. printed ns current house docu- 
ment number one hundred and thirty- 
four. 

"Section 2. For the purpose of 
acquiring the land required for said 
parkway or boulevard not now owned 
by the commonwealth and for pre- 
liminary survey and the clearing of 
the right of way, the commission may 
expend such sum. not exceeding 
twenty. five thousand dollars ns may 
hereafter he appropriated. 

One half of such expenditure shall 
be paid by the cities and towns of 
the metropolitan parks district as a 
part of the cost of maintenance of 
boulevards under section fifty-six of 
said chapter ninety-two. The re- 
remaining one half shall be paid 
from the highway fund of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-nine. 

“Section 3. The commission may 
also expend a sum. not exceeding 
fifty thousand dollars, the expenditure 
of which was authorized by chapter 
two hundred and thirty-one of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and twenty- 
seven. and said sum shall continue 
to he available for expenditure by 
said commission for the purpose of 
said chapter. 

"Section 4. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage."

FIRE CHIEF MAKES 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Among the recommendations made 
by Chief Randlett of the Newton Fire 
Department in his annual report for 
1928, which has recently been printed 
are— the appointment of four addi- 
tional firemen to bring the fire-fight- 
ing force to the proper degree of ofll- 
ciency; the completion of all construc- 
tion work on cables; installation of 
6 new lire alarm boxes and the re- 
placement of old type boxes; purchase 
of a new piece of apparatus; painting 
of several fire houses and laying of 
cement floors at houses of Engines 2 
and 3 and 9 and Hose Truck 7 ; alter- 
ation of fire house at West Newton 
to permit transfer there of Ladder 1. 

The four extra firemen asked for by 
the Chief were not allowed by the 
Board of Aldermen but $7000 was ap- 
propriated to permit the purchase of 
a combination pump and hose truck 
to replace the old hose truck at Au- 
burndale. The new apparatus is a 
Maxim and has a pumping capacity 
of 650 gallons per minute. The need 
of placing cement floors in the fire 
houses has long been recognized. Al- 
though the building laws of Massa- 
chusetts and Newton compel fireproof- 
ing of buildings where persons reside 
ami in which automobiles are kept, 
there has been a woeful diregard of 
these laws in the Newton fire stations 
The lives of the firemen have been 
endangered for years by the failure 
to alter the present inflammable con- 
struction of the fire houses. 

During 192S the Newton Fire De- 
partment answered 230 bell alarms, 
785 telephone calls and 63 still alarms. 
Of these alarms 20 were false and 60 
unnecessary. The department sent 
aid to Brighton 4 times, Watertown 
10. Waltham 15, Wellesley 7, Need- 
ham 11 and Brookline 3. The estim- 
ated fire losses in the city for the 
year totalled $112,270.82 and the in- 
surance losses paid were $93,106.75 
Of the total number of fires 497 were 
grass, rubbish or dump fires, 53 were 
in chimneys, 41 caused by careless 
smoking, 23 by short circuits. 22 by 
spontaneous combustion, 16 by mat- 
ches. 15 by sparks from locomotives, 
13 by defective oil burners. 6 by elec- 
tric irons, 5 by rags and clothes near 
heaters.

Scout Camp at Weston. Appropriate 
to the season and to the place of 
meeting the subject of this Confer- 
ence was "Recreation.” 

After an informal luncheon, served 
by leaders of the Scouts, the Chair- 
man. Mrs. Marshall, introduced Mr. 
Bruce, Executive of the Boy Scouts. 

Since the pressure of school work 
and tlie tendency of the times are so 
tiring to the youth of today, the Scout 
ideal is to provide relaxation to the 
nerves through out-door life. Their 
two week-end reservations at Dover 
and the Nobscot Reservation, recently 
acquired at Sudbury enable the boys 
to obtain this and April 1st to Decem- 
ber 31st last year the equivalent of 
2500 days enjoyed and 1500 nights 
there. A summer camp at Mashpee, 
Cape Cod. also gives opportunity for 
outdoor life and healthful recreation. 

Miss Freeman. Girl Scout Executive, 
told of the work at Camp Mary Day. 
Originally given by Mrs. F. A. Day 
for week-ends for the girls, it has 
developed into two week periods with 
i trial of a four week period this year. 
This camp is for younger girls. 10 to 
13 years old, excepting for the last 
two weeks when leaders come for a 
training course. Each patrol of five 
girls lias its own cabin, patrol leader, 
and bird emblem, and so great is the 
interest in the daily flight of the lit- 
tle wooden bird as he progresses along 
the moulding of the comfortable liv- 
ing room, advancing as merits are won 
by his patrol, that there is no dis- 
cipline problem. 

A daily program of inspection, rest, 
swimming, craft work, hikes and 
games in the evenings all tends to the 
same ideal as with the boys — relaxa- 
tion of the nerves through knowledge 
and enjoyment of outdoors and when, 
at the end of the season t lie beautiful 
Candle Light Service is held, where- 
in the girl who has best typified camp 
ideals, lights her candle and then 
those of the others, to guide them 
on their way, the symbol also kindles 
« something which will remain with 
the girls always. 

Mr. Hermann, of the Newton Play- 
ground Department, gave a most in- 
feresting talk on wlmt is being done 
to give the Newton children an oppor- 
tunity for play. Nearly 1,000,000 used 
New* ton playgrounds last year and 
over 10,000 permits were granted for 
various games such as baseball, 
hockey, football, etc. 

Land for a new playground at 
Thompsonville, recently purchased by 
i lie city, will give an opportunity for 
recreation in a crowded section and 
its development will be carried out 
to preserve the natural beauty of 
some fine old trees. As this is near 
the Bowen School it can be used In 
connection with it and will lie along 
the line that school yards afford an 
excellent place for play, especially for 
small children who cannot go long 
distances for this purpose. 

With the bath-house, which will be 
ready for use tills summer at Crystal 
Lake, and the intelligent restriction 
of bathing privileges, an opportunity 
for bathing in sanitary conditions will 
he offered. Residents near the? lake 
will also appreciate the more orderly 
conduct on the street which will re- 
sult.

ALDERMEN MEET 


The longest docket of the year was 
before the Board of Aldermen at the 
meeting on Monday night. The most 
important matter before the Board 
was the re-zoning of much of Auburn- 
dale. A number of districts in that 
village were changed from private anil- 
general zones to single residence 
zones. 

Tlie first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the Stuart 
Chevrolet Company for a permit to 
conduct a tilling station adjoining its 
garage on Washington street. Through 
error this petition was advertised as 
asking for a permit to install addi- 
tional pumps and tanks at 431-437 
Washington street when it should 
have been advertised as asking for a 
permit to conduct a new filling station 
on Hovey street. Miss Katherine 
R. Flood, owner of adjoining property 
at 21 Hovey street, protested against 
the holding of the hearing on the 
ground that it had been improperly ad- 
vertised. Ex-Alilerman William Ball 
of Waban street objected to the peti- 
tioi^hecause of the congestion on Hov- 
ey street caused by automobiles being 
parked on both sides of this highway. 

George Littlefield of Oak terrace, 
Newton Highlands, appearing for Wil- 
liam Kaklamunus, asked that a permit 
he granted for the conduct of a dry 
cleansing and dyeing business at 13 
Hawthorne street, Nonantum, one un- 
derground tank to be installed with a 
capacity of 500 gallons and a pump to 
he connected therewith. He stated 
that the nearest building, a garage, is 
50 feet distant, and tlie nearest dwell- 
ing 135 feet away. The liquid to be 
used in the business is known as 
“varnelene,” and according to Mr. Lit- 
tlefield this liquid, while inflammable, 
is less dangerous than gasoline. He 
told the Aldermen that the location is 
ideal for the purpose sought, that 
there will tie no objectionable odors 
and that Fire Chief Randlett and 
Buildings Commissioner Chadwick ap- 
prove of the use of the building for 
such a purpose. Last year a petition 
for the use of this building for a dry 
cleansing business was refused. 

The New England Telephone Com- 
pany asked for permission to lay an 
underground conduit on Boylston 
street for a distance of 1000 feet west- 
erly from the Brookline line. 

Hearings announced for tlie laying 
of sewers in private and public ways 
included locations on Commonwealth 
avenue from Wimbledon circle to 
Temple street. Langdon and Temple 
streets, private land on Allerton road 
and White avenue. No persons ap- 
peared to oppose tlie taking of land 
at Nevada street, Newtonville, for 
school purposes, or the taking of land 
on Rogers street near Crystal Lake 
for a bathing beach. 

Hearings were also announced for 
tlie laying out, grading and accepting 
tlie following streets under the Bet- 
terment Law: Bow, Collins, Fenwick. 
Bolton anil Calvin roads, Fairfield and 
Walden streets. Highland street exten- 
sion, and Concolor avenue. Ten resi- 
dents of Fenwick road, headed by 
Thomas Mahoney, were present to ad- 
vocate their petition. George MacDou- 
gal pleaded for tlie improving of Con- 
color avenue and stated ttiat all prop- 
erty owners on this street want it ac- 
cepted. When hearings were an- 
nounced on tlie construction of side- 
walk curbings on both sides of Water- 
town street from Pearl street to be- 
yond Cook street, no opposition de- 
veloped.

HAMMOND STREET PARKWAY 


To The Editor of the Graphic. 

In the state house story of your last 
weeks issue reference is made to the 
Parkway from the Junction of Ham- 
mond street and Newton street, 
Brookline to Beacon street opposite 
Hobart road, Newton as being referred 
to the next General Court. It is to 
be regretted that this action was 
taken this year. Probably the multi- 
plicity of hills asking for funds in- 
fluenced the decision or perhaps the 
proponents were not strenous enough 
to convince the committee and the le- 
gislature of the need for such connec- 
tion. 

This matter has been before the 
public for some time and needs con- 
tinued application of the public spir- 
ited organizations and individuals to 
see that it does not die of sleeping 
sickness. To put a bill to rest for 
the next General Court sometimes 
does not mean that it will go through 
next year. It means a polite way of 
saying come again if you think your 
cause is justified and worthy of public 
support. It did seem that this was 
a good year to take advantage of the 
generous offer of somo land owners 
oil tliis route to exchange land to fa- 
cilitate the location so much desired. 
It will be carofully noted that this

politan District Commission in their 
report House 134 of this year and 
asked for a smaller sum than was pro- 
posed in the bill before the Senate. 

The people interested should put 
this on their calender to be suro that 
we do not revert to the proposed ex- 
tension through Langley road to New 
ton Center squnre over the Langley 
road railroad bridge nor to the cir- 
cuitous route advocated to go under 
the Glen avenue bridge of the rail- 
road. Or some other equally bad route 
that would make congestion of traffic, 
damage to property and that would 
not be to the advantage of the public 
or of the City of Newton. 

This matter should receive the con- 
tinued action of the City officials, the 
Improvements Associations and the 
various clubs that stand for the wel- 
fare of the City. 

If in December next the matter is 
taken up and a new hill entered after 
consultation with our representatives 
perhaps we will have better fortune. 
It often happens that a good bill must 
go before them for a year or so to 
he sure that it is the public need. Let 
us not forget hut continue to press 
for this needed relief and development 
of a park that is not now known to 
many of the inhabitants of Newton. 
Watchful waiting may be the word 
but progressive thinking and action 
will do better.

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather started the 
consideration of a recent book at the 
regular weekly meeting of the Mather 
Class, last Sunday morning, at the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club House. 

This hook Is entitled “A Preface to 
Morals,” by Walter Lippman. 

The author, Mr. Lippman, is not a 
religious moralist, hut rather a news- 
paper man, a reporter, and man of 
affairs. He brings unusual ability to 
hear on his survey of the subject of 
morals. 

Prof. Mather used this hook as the 
basis for his address. He read por- 
tions of significant importance, ex- 
plained and interpreted what was not 
quite clear, and corrected what needed 
corrections. 

In a discussion of morals the initial 
study is naturally concerning God. 
What do men believe about God? What 
we do depends on what we believe. 
Some people have abondoned their 
old beliefs. Some are indifferent. 
Others have cast out their old ideas 
and now realize that there is a va- 
cancy in their lives that needs filling. 

When people lived under a mon- 
archy, it was most natural to think 
of God as a King on high, with a 
throne, a crown, a sceptre, and a 
seraphic retinue. From this lofty 
eminence he handed down rewards 
and punishments. This celestial 
background beyond the clouds is re- 
ceiving some modification, for man’s 
spiritual life demands a personal re- 
lationship in order to uphold goodness, 
truth, and beauty. 

Religion is founded on what the 
believers feel are undoubted facts 
which are not beyond human exper- 
ience. 

Another idea, quite different, is that 
God is unapproachable and unfathom- 
able and that man is altogether un- 
able to comprehend God. 

For desert people it was vivid and 
comprehensible to compare God to a 
rock, for a big rock cast a grateful 
shadow, where it was cooler than out 
in the blazing sunshine. This compa- 
rison does not have the same value 
with people far from a desert. Many 
people accept their beliefs on the say- 
so of some one else. They do not 
probe deeply into the foundations of 
their belief. We do not need a rock 
in a desert land, for we seldom visit 
the desert. That has no meaning for 
us except as we have inherited a mean- 
ing from ancestral nomadic shepherds. 
Electro-magnetism is a whole lot 
more important to us. We need elec- 
tricity just as, for a very different pur- 
pose, the desert people needed the 
great rock. We may, therefore, ap- 
propriately compare God to electricity 
in its various manifestations, because 
electricity has a meaning for us. We 
cannot see it hut we have seen it oper- 
ate. We believe in it and we have 
some information about it. It plays 
an important part in our jives. As a 
firmly established reality, any test 
which we can apply to electricity we 
can also apply to our concept of God. 
Both are realities, inherently unknow- 
able and quite mysterious, hut, never- 
theless, firmly established realities. 
Each man has a different idea of God 
Faith is, therefore, difficult for mod- 
ern man. 

It is hard for finite man to grasp the 
idea of an infinite and mysterious 
God. There are. accordingly, many dif- 
ferent ideas of God. This adds to the 
difficulty of having faith. 

An interesting discussion of the 
fundamentalist protest against the at- 
tenuations of modern doctrine brought 
out the point involved in the so-called 
weasel method of sucking the mean- 
ing out of words and presenting the 
husks as truth. The modernist starts 
off with an imperative, hut the funda- 
mentalist with a triumphant indica 
tive. Religion is a way of life. 

Civilization is shown to depend on 
an historical drama which actually 
occurred in the reign of Tiberius. To 
impugn the historical values reduces 
the story to mere poetry, symbolism, 
and ethics. It is natural for man to 
have an organic belief in an esta- 
blished fact. We rely on a concrete 
belief in God. based on an actual rec- 
ord of events, rather than a symbolic 
record of experience. 

It is sometimes said that man 
creates God in his own image. To get 
any religious devotion, man must be 
unconscious of that fact. 

Some people mix up Biblical record 
and mediaeval doctrine, and confu- 
sion results. Facts should ho the 
foundation for theory. There is danger 
in interpreting the facts in a wrong 
way and then putting the interpreta- 
tion down as a fact. 

In the past, religious teachers have 
performed wonders and miracles in 
order to prove that they knew God 
This made their teachings convincing 
and demonstrated that they had 
valid title to speak. An instance is 
the healing of physical disease. Now 
we are in the realm of spirit, because 
to-day religion is a spiritual matter. 
Can the modern religious worker per- 
form miracles in the realm of the 
spirit? If so, that will he the religion 
of the future. 

It is wrong to say that religion has 
its field and science has a separate 
and distinct field. They should work 
together. We ought to use the methods 
of science in our search for religious 
truth. The same attitude of mind 
should prevail in attacking the 
problems of both science and religion, 
and the same methods should ho used. 

The test of righteousness is found 
in human experience of good and evil 
Tho foundations of belief are in hu- 
man experience. 

Tho religion of Jesus was not 
based on dogmas, creeds, or doctrinal 
expression, hut, rather, in His own 
personal experience. He was in- 
fluenced by His environment and 
His inheritance and by His new and 
true experiences. The test of ex- 
periences. whatever they may be, is 
whether or not they work. 

Like it or not, we have a problem 
as human beings. We must find a sa- 
tisfactory basis of governing ourselves. 
We are co-workers with God, not em- 
ployees, hut members of the firm.

It makes one feel proud of Massa- 
chusetts courts after reading of the 
vaudeville stunts that were recently 
pulled off before a magistrate in New 
York City. Instead of the dignity that 
Is expected to surround the adminis- 
tration of justice here was a regular 
show, with the defendant the central 
figure. It wasn't as much justice as 
it was a lot of stage business that 
provided splendid publicity for the 
person who if guilty should have been 
severely reprimanded through a fine 
or imprisonment. 

We heard at one time some hard 
things said in criticism of Massachu- 
setts judges. They were "too easy" 
in the minds of the people who ad- 
vanced their opinions. What seemed 
to be the trouble was failure to give 
stiff sentences or a disposition to al- 
low probation or some such mild cen- 
sure. Of course I don’t know where 
the fault lies — If there Is fault on the 
part of someone. It is a simple matter 
to run somebody’s business for him. 
There are more people qualified to 
tell a judge what to do than there are 
names on the voting list for many, 
too young to cast a ballot, can join the 
anvil chorus. 

But we were speaking of Massachu- 
setts courts. Whether their presiding 
justices make mistakes or not the 
courts are conducted with a respect 
for the law which they are supposed to 
uphold and after all that is more than 
may be said of the courts of some 
states. Take this New York case for 
instance. It was nothing short of a 
circus with flashlight photographs 
and other features that may have 
been harmless enough but which were 
far from dignified and which made 
the administration of justice look ri- 
diculous. I find I am getting into 
the class of those who, without au- 
thority. make comments on judges. 
But I submit that this New York per- 
formance has shown that the judges 
were willing to permit things to go 
on that in Massachusetts would never 
be tolerated. Then let us congratu- 
late ourselves on courts which main- 
tained a high standard of deportment 
regardless of the public taste for ex- 
hibitions of vaudeville or drama.

Judging from the program of acti- 
vities outlined by the Newtonville Im- 
provement Association there will be 
considerably accomplished for the 
benefit of that portion of the city. I 
say this with a knowledge that New- 
tonville citizens never tackle anything 
that they don’t finish. In the case of 
an improvement association, of 
course, its work is never done. 

It is evident that the executive com- 
mittee of the association is alert to 
the most vital matters affecting the 
welfare of its citizens. The condition 
of the sidewalks in the square, which 
it is proposed to watch, is something 
that cannot be ignored if an orderly 
and well-kept business centre is de- 
sired. How far the association can go 
in preventing the erection of a block 
of stores that may create a "blind 
corner” for traffic I do not know. In 
my opinion if it sees a condition 
threatened that will make for danger, 
especially to school children, it can 
demonstrate its feelings and that will 
no doubt have the desired results. 

An improvement association needs 
to keep an eye on all matters pertain- 
ing to the present and the future. It 
should have a large membership of 
men and women ready to stand back 
of the organization in whatever it un- 
dertakes. After all, there is nothing 
as important as organization. You 
may apply this to most anything and 
find it a wise principle. In the matter 
of an improvement association it is 
particularly sound reasoning. 

The failing that has characterized 
many improvement associations has 
been, according to my way of think- 
ing, the small number of meetings. 
In order to keep members posted on 
local matters they should be gathered 
together by their officers and ac- 
quainted with the subjects most in 
need of consideration and action. In 
that way each member feels that he 
is an important member of the organ- 
ization and not merely a contributor 
: of annual dues and the recipient once 
in a while of post-card notices. Every- 
body likes to feel himself or herself 
essential and under such circumstan- 
ces the greatest good is achieved for 
the greatest number. 


istonce. Amendments mny ho made 
from time to time. The administrators 
themselves are the first, ns I have ob- 
served, to advise changes to remove 
injustices. But the basic principle 
nnnot ho disturbed without causing 
great Injury to an important feature 
of our government. 

recall what a prominent man once 
said to me. He was and still Is a 
great politician and one to whom ap- 
peal is constantly made for influence. 
When he was in office he had strings 
of callers at his door asking for ap- 
pointments. I commented upon thnt 
fact and he replied, "You may hear me 
say that civil service is unjust but, 
honestly, I would go crazy if it weren't 
for this very system. These job- 
hunters show no mercy to a man in 
my position, but, thank heaven, I can 
truthfully tell them that I must abide 
by the civil service rules. Otherwise 
an executive job would be impossible.” 

It is too late for this year’s Legisla- 
ture to make any changes In the State 
laws covering the enforcement of the 
18th amendment to the Federal con- 
stitution but the "wets” will make an 
effort to have next year’s General 
Court act to repeal what is referred 
to as the “Baby Volstead Law.” They 
have chosen the strongest weapon that 
the constitution of Massachusetts pro- 
vides them and that is an initiative 
petition. 

This year has shown what an initia- 
tive petition may bring about. We 
have Sunday professional baseball 
which we would never have had if it 
had not been that the Constitutional 
Convention of Massachusetts of 10 
years ago put through, with the ap- 
proval of the voters, the so-called in- 
itiative and referendum amendment to 
the constitution. Under this the Legis- 
lature may decline to pass the act pe- 
titioned for but then, with the addition 
of more signatures, the question goes 
to the people. You saw what hap- 
pened in the matter of professional 
baseball . on Sunday. The General 
Court refused but the petitioners were 
able to have the question placed on 
the ballot at the State election last 
Fall and a majority of the voters ap- 
proved. 

The "drys" are going to have a tre- 
mendous fight on their hands. They 
may, and probably will, convince the 
Legislature of 1920 that the repeal of 
the "Baby Volstead Act” is not de- 
sirable, but there is no doubt but what 
the "wets” will be fully prepared for 
that and will manage to get the ques 
tion before the voters in the Fall of 
1930. The "wets” openly assert that 
they believe that the 18th amendment 
can be repealed by the refusal of the 
“State after State to longer assist with 
concurrent legislation.” That is an in- 
genious method. This means there 
will be no rest for those who want 
prohibition retained, as the campaign 
against it is to he intelligently and 
carefully conducted. Furthermore, it 
will he done within the law. Educa- 
tion of the people as to the value of 
prohibition will be the most effective 
means of forestalling the "wets" in 
their endeavors. The "drys,” there 
fore, cannot afford to let the grass 
grow under their feet as the old say- 
ing has it.

It usually has to do with 
some apparent injustice. Not long 
ago we read of a giant policeman who 
failed to pass the physical test in an 
examination for promotion to sergeant. 
Afterwards it appeared that he had 
some trouble with ills eyesight and 
hut the civil service rules permitted 
tills to he corrected and lie was passed 
on re-examination. 

Other examples of what might be 
thought at first an unreasonable atti- 
tude on the part of the Civil Servlc 
Commission are noted from time t 
time. If you stop to sift them you 
w,ill find that there is usually u pretty 
good cause for wlint may seem a dras- 
tic ruling. The fuct that only one 
side is told at first sort of throws one 
off the track and creates an impres 
sion that should never be allowed to 
exist oven for a time. 

One who isn’t familiur with what is 
going ou in political circles has no 
idea what might happen if it were not 
for the civil service system. Politi 
clans would he pulling and hauling In 
the lute rest of constitutents useful to 
them and importuning elective officers 
until the latter were excessively em- 
barrassed. Not but what that is done 
now to a very marked extent. Yet 
think of how widely it would be our 
riod on if there were no such thing 
us civil service. Life for office holders 
would be unbearable. Job-hunters 
now are always on the trull of our of- 
ficials hut without civil service condi 
• ions would he intolerable. 

It may seem that the civil service 
bars perfectly cupablo and competent 
people for cuuses thut muy bo trifling 
That Is no reason why there should

The youngest person to he con- 
victed in the Newton court on the 
charge of "driving while under the 
influence of liquor”, is Michael Farina, 
13 years of age, of 271 Rlndge avenue, 
North Cambridge, pleaded guilty be- 
fore Judge Weston last Friday to 
drunken driving.

Judge Weston placed the youth- 
ful drunken driver on probation for 
one year and warned him that he 
will be sent to the Lyman School if he 
does not behave himself during this 
period. 

Mrs. Louise Hale of 14 Wessex road, 
Newton Centre, was fined $100 In the 
Newton court last Friday when found 
guilty of furnishing a firearm to a 
minor under 15 years of age. Her 
son, Jesse Hale, Jr., was placed on 
probation for a year when found guil- 
ty of discharging a firearm across 
another person’s property. The police 
charged young Hale, who is 12 years 
old, with discharging a 22 calibre 
rifle across the yard of Charles Clif- 
ford of 21 Irving road. The bullet 
went through a garage window and 
smashed the windshield of Mr. Clif- 
ford’s automobile. 

Mrs. Hale testified that her family 
moved recently to this city from Phi- 
ladelphia where boys are allowed to 
use firearms and even have gun-cluhs.

A number of persons have com- 
plained to us about the failure of New- 
ton girjs to obtain appointments as 
teachers in the public schools of this 
city. A prophet is without honor in 
his own country; distance lends en- 
chantment: so, it is not extraordinary 
if girls trained in schools of this city

He pro- 
tests against the poor judgment evi- 
denced when films which are highly 
objectionable to people, who desire 
their children to see only clean, in- 
structive pictures, are run at the same 
performance. Barents take children to 
see films which show wild animals in 
their native habitat and as an added 
"attraction” the audience lias to wit- 
ness a film of “wild women” eavorting 
about. 

Moving pictures could lie one of the 
greatest agencies for improving the 
morale of the growing generation. Un- 
fortunately, they are, for the most 
part, lowering the morale. When chil- 
dren see films depicting murders, ban- 
ditry, moral perversion and other 
morbid subjects, it is too much to 
expert that they will grow better. Ac- 
cording to many sociologists much of 
the prevailing "crime wave” in this 
country can be attributed to the un- 
fortunate choice of subjects selected 
for the "movies.”

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Interesting Resume Of Central 

Council Work By Mrs. Palmer 

Retiring President Has Been Closely Identified With Organiza- 
tion Since Its Establishment in 1920 


Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, who for the 
imst nine years has been Identified 
with the Newton Central Connell as 
vice-president, acting president and 
president, gave the following summa- 
ry of the work accomplished by that 
organization during that time at the 
annual meeting of May lOtli. Her ad- 
dress was entitled “A Nine Minute 
Resume of the Nine Years of the 
Council's Life.” 

"For those who are still almost 
strangers to the Newton Central 
Council may we say n word first of 
its origin and development. The or- 
ganization of the Council came about 
because of a strong conviction on the 
part of many thoughtful people that 
the Social Agencies of our city needed 
to understand each other better and 
work in closer co-operation. In Jan- 
uary, 1920, a meeting was called by 
the Chairman of the Newton Chap- 
ter of the Red Cross, Mr. George M. 
Angler, to whose far vision, devotion 
and zeal the success of the Council 
through Its early years, was largely 
due, and whose loss has been deeply 
felt. Representatives of eleven agen- 
cies were present: School Department, 
Newton Federation, Board of Health, 
Newton Welfare Bureau, Newton Hos- 
pital, District Nursing Association, 
Hospital Aid. Red Cross, Music 
School, School Center and Newton 
Circle. 

It was decided to form not another 
organization but an advisory Council 
of all. At the next meeting the organ- 
ization was effected. The object was 
declared to be co-ordination of effort, 
elimination of duplication and joint 
action on matters pertaining to the 
social welfare of the city. The mem- 
bership was to consist of two dele- 
gates from each member agency, ex- 
offlcio members and delegates-at-large. 

The first three years constituted a 
period of growth (from eleven agen- 
cies to thirty-nine) and of acquaint- 
anceship. The agencies presented 
their work, aims and problems in 
turn, one or more at each of the 
monthly meetings: and the discus- 
sions brought about valuable results, 
broadening the scope of work, in 
some instances, to meet growing 
needs in the city. 

The Civic, Health and Welfare Divi- 
sions were next created and held 
group meetings. The Health Division, 
including 10 agencies, made a notable 
study of the health activities, under 
the leadership of William Claxton 
Bray, a second valuable member who 
has been greatly missed in recent 
years. 

At the end of the third year, in or- 
der to increase still further the effi- 
ciency of the Council, it was voted to 
engage a trained Executive Secre- 
tary, whose salary should be met for 
two years through the generosity of 
interested citizens, with the belief 
that later the organizations them- 
selves would wish to shure the finan- 
cial obligation. 

It would have been difficult to find 
a man better equipped for his posi- 
tion than the one selected. Arthur 
Dunham of Philadelphia. 

During his two years there were 
many outstanding achievements. 
First four valuable Community Stud- 
ies along the lines of Health, Family 
and Child Welfare, Recreation and 
Delinquency. On the Completion of 
these with their resulting recommend- 


ations, an All-Newton community con- 
ference with a valuable Exhibit was 
held in Players Hall, attended by 
over seven hundred people. On the 
day preceding. Come and See Tours 
carried over two hundred to our many 
welfare institutions. 

Other achievements were : Publish- 
ing a Social Directory, Collecting a 
Social Service Library, Making Wel- 
fare maps of Nowton, Holding classes 
in Administration Methods and Pub- 
licity, the latter furnishing material 
for the manual recently published for 
the agencies, "Making Friends of your 
Public.” 

And last came a very thorough 
study of the Community Chest plan 
and the advisability of adopting it in 
our city, a contribution of some of 
our ablest citizens assisted by Mr. 
Dunham. 

While a majority of the agencies 
wished to adopt the plan those with 
the largest budgets were not yet 
ready to do so and it was decided to 
defer further action for the present. 
With the valuable report already com- 
piled the Council is ready to reopen 
the subject at any time, at the wish 
of its constituent organizations. 

Because of the decision concerning 
the community chest and because the 
much needed social investigations had 
now been completed it was voted to 
continue the Central Council for the 
present on a part-time basis and on a 
small budget to be supplied by vol- 
untary gifts from the agencies them- 
selves. 

The Council has now been running 
upon this basis for four years, fortu- 
nately being able to retain the ser- 
vices of the same efficient, faithful 
Secretary. Miss’ Peloubet, who has 
been constantly on the look-oiTL for 
opportunities for the Council to serve 
the Community. 

Besides the Divisional and Open 
Meetings and the continuance of tile 
office as general Clearing House, the 
Council has also been able to con- 
tinue its research work to a certain 
extent, as shown in its recently pub- 
lished report of The Leisure Time of 
the Boys and Girls of Newton and 
the study of the work for the problem 
children just completed. 

And now in closing may I try to 
answer three questions often asked 
concerning such an organization as 
the Central Council. 

First: Why a Council where there 
is not Community .Chest? Our ex- 
perts are convinced that while the 
greatest and most spectacular activ- 
ity in Social Work Federation is joint 
financing, yet its greatest need is bet- 
ter interplay in the work itself, and 
this is becoming more and more gen- 
erally recognized. 

Second: What is a Council and 

what is it ndt? It is not a thing apart 
but its constituency organized for 
joint action. It* does not direct but 
serves its agencies. It is not a case 
agency but refers discovered needs 
to the proper existing agency only 
doing itself what cannot be done by 
any agency individually. It provides 
opportunity for conferences of simi- 
lar agencies, where the knowledge of 
the work and its needs is pooled. It 
is not a fifth wheel to a Welfare 
coach, but rather the hub of each of 
its four wheels to which the agency 
spokes are united.

Supt. Wheeler Asserts 
No Discrimination 

Newton Girls, If (Qualified, Are Ap- 
pointed School Teachers 


Supt. of Schools UlysseH G. 
Wheeler was the speaker at the 
weekly meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club at Auburndale on Tues- 
day. He spoke on thq building pro- 
gram of the Newton schools, and in 
the course of his remarks devoted 
some time to the matter of the ap- 
pointment of Newton girls as teach- 
ers in tiie Newton public schools. 
He said, "At least 50 per cent of all 
appointments made last year below 
the Junior high school grades were 
Newton girls. So far this year we 
have appointed eight. Newton girls 
either to regular positions or assistant 
positions, and we 'are considering 
other local candidates.” 

"Since tiie question of ‘home talent’ 
lias been raised I wish to say most 
emphatically that no candidate is 
discriminated against because she re- 
sides in Newton. On the other hand, 
teachers are not appointed simply 
because they live in Newton. Local 
candidates are not appointed to po- 
sitions unless, in our judgment, they 
are well qualified for that particular 
place. All, so far as we have oppor- 
tunity, are given careful considera- 
tion and the appointing officers are 
interested only in securing tiie best 
possible teachers for our schools, a 
matter which we think is vital to 
everyone who has children in our 
schools.”

An atmosphere of curiosity as well 
as interest could ba felt in the audi- 
torium of the Newton Y. M. C. A. on 
Friday evening.

Thousands Visit The 
New Newton Hospital 

M«> Begin Work On Nurses Home 
Within Twelve Months 


Several thousands of visitors from 
all over the state were attracted to the 
public Inspection of the new $1,500,000 
Newton Hospital last Saturday and 
Sunday. Automobiles lined Washing- 
ton and Beacon streets In addition to 
the hospital driveway while the occu- 
pants went over the new plant in small 
groups conducted by nurses and offi- 
cials. It is expected that before the 
first of June the new hospital will be 
In full operation with the transfer of 
all patients in the old buildings to take 
place in one day next week. 

Friday afternoon a private inspec- 
tion for invited guests was held fol- 
lowed by a dinner at which the hospi- 
tal trustees entertained. Dr. George 
L. "West, head of the hospital medical 
staff, presided over the addresses that 
followed the dinner in the dining room 
which will be used by the student 
nurses in the Nursing school. 

Mayor Childs spoke for the city and 
congratulated those who have brought 
about the completion of this new and 
modern centre for the care of the sick. 
Mr. Gifford LeClear spoke for the ar- 
chitects. Dr. Frederic A. Washburn, 
superintendent of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, who advised the ar- 
chitects and the building committee, 
congratulated the trustees on the com- 
pletion of the building but urged the 
construction of a nurses’ home befit- 
ting the new hospital as soon as it 
could be done. 

Dr. Edward D. Leonard spoke for 
the medical and surgical staff, to whom 
the new building means more than can 
he told in words. Edmund R. Dewey 
of Wellesley, in the absence of John E. 
Oldham, chairman of the Wellesley 
hospital campaign committee, told of 
what the committee hopes to do in the 
way of securing contributions from 
Wellesley residents. Leon B. Rogers, 
chairman of the building committee, 
spoke for that body, and Charles E. 
Kelsey, president of the hospital, as 
the last speaker, said that he believed 
that it is possible that within a year 
work may he begun on at least the first 
unit of a new nurses’ home.

Three of the major prizes in the 
annual state band and orchestra con- 
test which was held last Saturday at 
Claflin Field were won by the House 
of the Angel Guardian band.

TIE FOR SECOND AT 
INTERSCHOLASTICS 

The Newton high track team, 
through the efforts of Bob Ewing and 
Carl Pescosolldo, tied for second plnce 
In Class R of the annual state cham- 
pionship lnterseholastic meet at the 
Harvard stadium last Saturday. Brock- 
ton High, winner of the indoor title, 
annexed the outdoor honors with a 
well-balanced team scoring 20»i points. 
The Shoe City team did not score 
j one first place but had the team bal- 
I ance to figure in the point division 
in every event except the half-mile 
run.

Ewing’s best effort in the broad 
jump was 21 feet 4 inches which was 
good enough to win by a half foot. 

Pescosolldo tossed the shot 43 feet 
11 inches for a fourth which brought 
the orange and black total to four- 
teen points. 

Dick Reynolds qualified in the hur- 
dles by taking second in the fourth 
heat hut failed to get into the point 
division in the finals.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


On Sunday afternoon. May 12, when 
the New building was open for in- 
spection. more than three thousand 
people were shown through it by Trus- 
tees, Doctors, and members of the 
graduate staff, and pupil nurses who 
acted as guides. 

During the week ending May 11 
there were in the hospital 125 patients 
42 of whom paid as much as cost of 
care or more, 52 paid less than cost of 
care, and 31 including babies, were 
treated free of charge. S babies were 
born, 2 boys and 6 girls. 135 patients 
were treated by the out-patient de- 
partment. 2 visits were made in the 
homes by the social worker, and 7 
patients were transfered by the social 
service car. 13 accident cases were 
cared for in the operating room. 

Of the thirteen accident cases treat- 
ed in the operating room, five were au- 
tomobile accidents: three of them 
women, one with a fractured leg, one 
with a laceration of her arm, and one 
with abrasion over her right eye: the 
other two were girls, one with a dis- 
located collar bone, and one with a 
question of internal injuries. Six men 
were treated for accidents of various 
kinds: one for a puncture wound on 
his foot caused by a piece of metal, 
one for a scalp wound received when 
he fell from a staging, one for heat 
prostration, one for a dislocated finger 
the result of a boxing match, one with 
a laceration over his left eye, and one 
with a fractured skull. One woman 
was treated for an epileptic fit. and 
one girl was treated for a fractured 
arm caused when she fell from a sec- 
ond story window. 

Miss Miriam Stafford, who gradua- 
ted from the Newton Hospital last 
June, is now a member of the staff of 
Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfll’s mission hos- 
pital at St. Anthony, Newfoundland. 
Her letters tell of many interesting 
experiences. When Miss Stafford 
starts out for an afternoon stroll this 
is what she says she wears: “We 
start with >vooly fleezed-lined under- 
things, then two pairs of long wool- 
en stockings, two pairs of golf hose, 
and three pairs of vamps, or tennis 
socks, then our skin boots, which are 
made from sealskins, and reach to our 
knees. Two pairs of knickers, a heavy 
skirt, two or three sweaters, a big 
heavy sweater or jacket, a warm stock- 
ing cap, thick scurf, and over all our 
Equinuiux cossack. Two pairs of 
woolen mittens, and a pair of sealskin 
mittens reaching half way to our cl- 
hows complete the costume.” 

One day, so clad, a group of them 
started to walk to the “night.” After 
walking goose-step fashion through 
the snow for four miles they decided 
to build a fire and cook the supper 
they had brought witli them, but the 
eggs froze in the frying pan instead 
of frying: their sandwiches were like 
boards; and a bottle of olives, which 
had been brought all the way from 
the Newton Hospital, and saved for a 
special treat, were frozen solid. The 
appearance Just then of dog teams 


was hailed with enthusiasm, and a 
ride home on a dog sled made a hap- 
py ending to a wintry picnic. 

The hospital at St. Anthony is a 
modern building, but of course much 
of the nurses’ work takes them out in- 
to the homes: humble fishermen’s cot- 
tages, lacking all the comforts and 
conveniences which we consider 
necessities. But the visiting nurses, 
who are regarded as ministering 
angels, feel amply repaid for all the 
hardships of northern life by the grat- 
itude of the people, and the knowledge 
that this mission hospital means 
health, and oven life itself, to that 
part of the country. 


CHILDREN’S MUSEUM 


Buzz-zz-zz-zz! A hive of real honey 
bees in the Museum lecture hall of 
the Children’s Museum of Boston is 
attracting groups of interested observ- 
ers these days. In and out of the 
Museum window fly the busy little 
creatures, sometimes coming in with 
hind legs so loaded with pollen that 
one wonders how they can sustain 
tin* weight. Yesterday this pollen was 
brilliant orange in color, and Museum 
detectives are snooping around to see 
where it comes from. Today, the 
pollen brought in appears to be all 
pale yellow. Tomorrow, it may be 
pure white. 

Three small boys the other day 
hunted for the Queen Bee and found 
her. They discovered that she was 
the hub of a wheel, the spokes of 
which were composed of seven faith- 
ful attendants. Where she went, like 
Mary’s little lamb, they went also. 
Sometimes one of them would reach 
out and gently stroke her with his 
leg. From cell to cell she moved with 
her attendants, always in precise 
wheel formation. She tested each cell 
by curving her abdomen around and 
fitting it into the tiny opening. If it 
suited, she deposited an egg, and 
moved on. All summer she will lay 
eggs, sometimes 3000 a day. In the 
light of this accomplishment, it is 
small wonder that such homage is 
paid her, and that she is allowed to 
eat only royal jelly. 

A giant bullfrog and a sunfish are 
new additions to the “live Museum.” 
And then there is Vivian. Vivian is 
an albino rat, which means that she 
has sleek white fur and beautiful pink 
eyes. But, although lovely to gaze 
upon, Vivian, it must be admitted, is 
too unfriendly for a Museum exhibit, 
and those who would see her must 
come soon, for her days in the insti- 
tution are destined to he brief. 

“Soil Secrets” is the subject of next 
Saturday’s free Illustrated talk at 
three o’clock in the lecture hall. The 
best ways to prepuro the soil for the 
spring garden, and its composition, 
will lie discussed. 

"Mrs. House-Spider" will spin a tale 
for the tiny tots next Saturday morn- 
ing at 10:45. She will tell them how 
and where she builds her fragile 
house, and all about iter daily life. 

The regular Saturday morning bird 
walk will leave the Museum sharply 


at eight o’clock, and is open to young 
and old. Rubbers should be worn, 
and bird glasses, pencils and check- 
lists add to the interest of the trip. 
There is no fee of any kind. The walk 
lasts about two hours. 

Other regular Museum activities 
open to all interested, free of charge, 
include a class in memory drawing, 
held outdoors, weather permitting: 
Saturday and Monday stamp clubs, 
and “Our Hobbies,” the young peo- 
ple’s magazine group, which meets 
Saturday afternoons at four o’clock. 

The footprint of a dinosaur is an 
interesting addition to the prehistory 
case. It was presented to the Mu- 
seum by Dr. Moses J. Eisenberg, and 
is about 190,000,000 years old. Near 
It is a view of the Central Connecti- 
cut River Valley as it looked in the 
dinosaur period, with dinosaurs stroll- 
ing about, and a smoking volcano in 
the background. 

Other recent accessions include a 
carved ivory bullock cart and palan- 
quin for the India case, an Indian 
squaw doll for the doll room, a gold- 
en parrot of Mexico who cannot be 
coaxed to say even “Hello!” and an 
elaborate miniature drawing room set 
in the French manner, which was, ac- 
cording to the label, bought in China, 
but made in France, 1871. A collec- 
tion of articles from India is on ex- 
hibition in the lecture hall. A Japa- 
nese garden, made by a member of 
the Museum staff, is on exhibition in 
the Director's room. A pretty sight 
in the main hall is the flower table, 
which is renewed daily. Every speci- 
men is properly labelled, many of 
them the contributions of young vis- 
itors.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

— 

There Is no certainty ns to the date 
! of prorogation because there Is no cer- 
tainty as to the outcome of the hill 
to extend the public control of the 
Boston Elevated. That measure is the 
one stumbling block in the path of a 
speedy adjournment of this year’s ses- 
sion. Otherwise there Is little that 
cannot ho disposed of in a few days 
at the outside. Anybody's guess is 
good and most everybody agrees that 
there will sessions of both branches 
until the early part of June. 

One of the best things the 1929 Le- 
gislature does is to refer matters to 
a special commission for investigation. 
Instead of acting on certain highly 
important measures the Legislature 
has voted to create a special commis- 
sion to study this or that subject. The 
demand for an investigation of the ac- 
tivities of the so-called power interests 
has been answered with a resolve for 
a special commission to sit this sum- 
mer. The same has been done in the 
matter of amending the laws relating 
hours of continuation school study 
by employed minors between 14 and 
16 years of age. There Is to he a 
special commission to investigate 
automobile liability insurance, a spe- 
cial commission to investigate fish and 
game laws and a special commission 
to investigate grade crossings. And 
this is not all by any means as sev- 
eral more are contemplated and the 
session is still going strong. 

Governor Allen has signed the bill 
to increase the legal length of busses 
and motor trucks that may be oper- 
ated on Massachuetts roads from 28 
to 33 feet and their width from 92 to 
102 Inches. Representatives of the 
automobile interests were present 
when the Governor affixed his signa- 
ture. 

Representatives Raker. Luitwieler 
and Thompson voted against the bill 
of Mayor Nichols of Boston for an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000 with which to com- 
plete the cost of certain street im- 
provements already made. 

The Governor vetoed the bill for the 
appointment of an additional judge of 
probate in Hampden county. The mes- 
sage acompanying the veto said a 
second official for that work was not 
needed. The Governor was sustained. 
156 to 59. Representatives Baker. 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted to 
sustain the Governor. 

The bill authorizing the construc- 
tion of a parkway of boulevard from 
Newton and Hammond streets in 
Brookline to Beacon street this city 
has gone through the Senate and is 
now in the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House. 

The Senate rejected the House bill 
giving preference to labor of veterans 
and citizens in the construction, ad- 
dition to and alteration of certain 
public works. Senator Hollis, on roll- 
call. voted against this bill. 

Although passed by the House the 
Senate has referred to the next an- 
nual session a bill which would have 
affected home-owners in that it 
required the installation of a safety 
device designed to prevent explosions 
of hollers, heaters, tanks, etc., used for 
domestic purposes 

The interests of Middlesex county 
and therefore thnt of Newton are 
being ably protected before the spe- 
cial commission created to apportion 
the cost of the Cottage Farm bridge. 
Lowell A. Mayberry Is counsel for 
Middlesex county and is making a vig- 
orous fight to keep this county’s share 
just and proper. 

The attempt to have some legisla- 
tion passed whereby minor infrac- 
tions of the automobile law could be 
disposed of without court trial has 
gone the way of a number of other 
efforts for reform. A special commis- 
sion for further study of the subjecl 
is favored by the House Ways and 
Moans Committee. 

It looks as if the bill to increase the 
annual compensation of members of 
the General Court from $1500 to $2000 
could become law. Even if vetoed by 
the Governor which Is not unlikely, 
there is a disposition to override him 
as the Legislature did when Ex-Pre- 
sident Coolidge vetoed the bill increas- 
ing their pay from $1000 to $1500.

This means that most tax- 
payers in this city will, for many 
years be assessed for transportation 
improvements which will not he en- 
joyed by other cities of the Metro- 
politan District, but which will not 
benefit the City of Newton. 

The proposed extension of the sub- 
way from Kenmore Station to War- 
ren street at Commonwealth avenue 
at Allston, will not make the running 
time from Newton Corner to Boston 
much, if any less than at present. 
It is more than probable the Boston 
Elevated tracks will not be extended 
to other parts of Newton. Certainly 
not for n number of years. It is also 
quite probable that should tho serv- 
ice be extended extra zone fares will 
be charged. It is also well within

A LETTER ON BUSSES 

To the Editor 
Newton Graphic: 

Mr. Edw. H. Powers’ recent articles 
in the Newton Graphic, regarding pro- 
posed extension of Massachusetts bus 
length, were, no doubt, intended to 
be constructive and are probably re- 
presentative of a large number of 
private car owners who have no need 
for bus transportation, therefore have 
not kept informed of the rapid ad- 
vancement of the organized, respon- 
sible transportation companies’ efforts 
to supply needed transportation to 
those who are not in position to drive 
their own cars. 

The incompetent and irresponsible 
bus operators have been rapidly re- 
placed by the State Public Utility 
Commission Regulations for Common 
Carriers, and the electric and steam 
railways’ entry into bus transporta- 
tion in a big and constructive manner, 
using modern buses of low centre of 
gravity and better maneuver-ability, 
with trained help for maintenance) 
and operation, with critical in- 
spection and observance of the 
rules for safety, convenience and cour- 
tesy, which, it is logical to assume, 
Insure a greater percentage of safe 
and courteous drivers than in cars 
owned and operated by private indi- 
viduals who are under less supervi- 
sion and have not, in the majority of 
cases, been selected for their driving 
skill or knowledge of the rules of the 
road, some of whom resent any inter- 
ference that does not give them the 
right of way under all conditions and 
practice dangerous resentment when 
a bus driver unconsciously prevents 
them from doing a thing they should 
not have attempted. 

Buses have proven better and safer 
for specific purposes because they can 
load and discharge their passengers 
from the curb. This condition has 
been recognized and met in the ma- 
jority of states by granting buses of 
32-foot or greater length. Therefore, 
believe it is obviously as unfair to 
place all bus operators in a selfish, 
dangerous class as it would be to place 
all private owner-drivers in that same 
class and, no doubt, both are in the 
minority. 

The rail companies are seeking to 
improve the increasing street and 
highway congestion by permission to 
use busses of larger seating capacity 
which will enable them to use fewer 
in number, operate at a profit and 
eliminate duplication of service 
wherever possible of obsolete unwar- 
ranted rail equipment that takes up 
space in the streets and roads, res- 
tricts and hinders safe passing of 
other motor vehicles.

A store in a neighboring city which 
sells materials with which to make 
home-brew, advertises that with each 
purchase of a can of malt costing 
$ 1 . 00 . a 59 cent mop and inop-Htlck 
will he given free. Have the custom- 
ers of this store Jieen bothered by 
bottles of “home-brew" exploding? 

According to the report of the Bos- 
ton Finance Commission there was 
some exchanging of money in the ac- 
quiring by Boston of land to widen 
Exchange street. "A fair exchange 
is no robbery.” The Finance Commis- 
sion asserts that the Exchange street 
deal was not fair. And some Boston 
boosters and politicians would have 
Newton. Brookline and other suburbs 
annexed to Boston. 

New England’s lending industry, 
textile manufacturing, has been near- 
ly ruined by the change In styles 
as regards wearing apparel for the 
female sex.

Somobody recently alluded to the 
gay character of men's intimate at- 
tire and nought to disparage the wear- 
ing of bright colors even though such 
were not intended for public gaze. I 
prefer not to discuss that but to come 
out in the open and talk of the get-ups 
thnt the world may look upon without 
a blush. Personally. I have no ob- 
jection to colors providing they do not 
clash. In fact I would rather encour- 
nge them If they furnished an en- 
gaging harmony and gave pleasure to 
the eye. 

One thing In which I have never ap- 
peared Is a Jazz sweater. The chief 
reason la that I do not own one. 
Should I adorn myself thus I would 
no doubt have to answer many ques- 
tions, some of which would he asked 
by myself for I would he puzzled to 
know just what I was doing in such a 
make up. However it may yet occur 
to me that a jazz sweater Is a neces- 
sary part of my wardrobe and if the 
fates are with me I shall seek to pos- 
sess one. I make no promises. 

Now that Summer Is approaching 
we are bound to see more colors in 
the dress of both women and men, 
with no age limit established. White 
will he predominant, I suppose, 
touched off with delicate pink and 
blue for the girls (again no age limit) 
and louder and more mixed shades of 
green and red and orange for the men. 
My preference is for blue and if I can- 
not, under the rules of good taste for 
men, wear a dainty blue I try to find 
a companion who does. I can admire, 
and do, much more than if I wore it 
myself. 

Proof of my theory that colors are 
worth while is found in an article I 
read the other day which dealt with 
people walking on roads at night and 
their danger of automobile accidents. 
It. I believe, was the answer to the 
custom of wearing colored garments. 

The writer took up the case of those 
who must traverse unlighted tho- 
roughfares. If the problem is not 
one for Newton I know not where it 
may be encountered. Once we are off 
the main thoroughfares of the Garden 
City we find that many a street is 
dark, due in part to the lighting sys- 
tem and to the presence of the leaves 
on the numerous trees. Not for one 
instant would I consent to the cutting 
down of a single tree. If there is any- 
thing more rarely beautiful it is a 
street lined with trees and the older 
and larger the trees the more entranc- 
ing the spectacle. 

But Newton has never wasted 
money on street lamps. No one can 
truthfully say that there are too many 
of them on the side streets. One may 
say, and many do, that there are not 
enough. And I challenge anybody to 
deny that an occasional street light 
surrounded by leafy trees accentu- 
ates the darkness of the other part 
of the road. 

We were dealing with pedestrians, 
at least that was the subject of the 
article to which I referred a moment 
ago. People in dark clothing are the 
cause of great anxiety to an observant 
motorist when he is obliged to do 
night driving. These folks may not 
know it but they cause themselves to 
be almost invisible because even in 
the bright rays of an automobile lamp 
they do not show-up too clearly. 

The article states that a discovery 
has been made by industrial engineers 
that a white hankerchief tied about 
the arm of a night pedestrian gives 
the automobile lights something to 
work on. Consequently as a measure of 
safety it is urged that wearers of 
dark clothing bear this fact in mind 
when compelled to walk on dark 
thoroughfares. I agree with the be- 
lief that it will save many lives. 

Why not go further and advise 
taking off one’s coat? No, I am not 
joking. The matter is far too serious 
for that. This idea of white Summer 
clothes is more than a fashion or a 
fad. Light colors would have the same 
result, of course. Therefore, let us not 
laugh at gay get-ups. The wearers 
may not know it but they are safer 
than their friends who insist upon 
wearing sombre clothing. 

"Take a day off in the country” is 
the advice often passed along to some- 
one who has complained of feeling a 
bit weary or perhaps “completely 
played out”. This need of recreation 
is pretty generally recognized and the 
wise man is he who indulges himself 
witli a holiday or a week-end and re- 
turns to the job refreshed and reju- 
venated. I wonder how many of us 
have realized that with an increase in 
the State's population the number of 
recreational opportunities in parks 
and woodlands is gradually diminish- 
ing. 

Come to think of it. you may say, it 
isn’t to be wondered at. Well, what is 
being done to stop it? The question, I 
firmly believe, is answered by the re- 
port of the Governor’s Committee on 
j Needs and Uses of Open Spaces. That 
document is enlightening and since its 
circulation is not wide I feel that my 
readers will appreciate such extracts 
as space in this column may permit.

tee. "There are many Instances of 
the development of State reservations 
which have already commenced to 
show a cash return in excess of money 
needed for their maintenance Irres- 
pective of the material side, however, 
as trustees of posterity we should plan 
for the future, and it is our duty to 
make it possible for generations to 
come to enjoy outdoor recreation". 

I think it Is a fortunate thing for 
those of us whose time is demanded 
by a variety of matters that there is 
this movement. I believe in the state- 
ment that the greater use of automo- 
biles and airplanes, year by year, will 
place large areas within the reach of 
the people. Also I am convinced that 
the “temporary spread of the popula- 
tion of cities into the country along 
highways on all week-ends, holidays 
and vacation periods will increase”. 


You cannot blame the owner of an 
attractive piece of property from liar- 
ring visitors. He may be the best- 
natured man In the world — a philan- 
thopist, an altruist and ail those 
things, but the chances are that he has 
had his generosity and good will 
abused and is “sick and tired of try- 
ing to do something for those who 
seem not to appreciate it”. Such a man 
may be looked-upon as stingy or with- 
out compassion for the “other fellow”, 
but it is a fairly safe bet that he has 
reason for setting-up a "No Trespass- 
ing” sign. 

It may he that there are hundreds 
who would make a picnic ground of 
an estate and at the close of the day 
carefully remove all signs of the pic- 
nic, all papers, strings and empty 
bottles and boxes. But it is equally 
true that there is one hunch in a hun- 
dred who are careless, who do not clean 
up the litter of a basket lunch and 
who may carelessly destroy a fence or 
start a fire or do something in the 
way of mischief. These few have so 
performed in the past as to make land- 
owners unwilling to allow the use of 
their grounds even by the most cir- 
cumspect. That being the case, as 
the committee says, “an alternative 
must be provided for those who can- 
not afford or do not wish to patronize 
holdings of hotels and amusement 
parks”. 

Without further discussion may I 
plunge into that section of the com- 
mittee’s report most vital to Newton 
and neighboring places. “As 3,500,000 
of 4,150,000 people of Massachusetts 
(1925 census) live within forty miles 
of the State House, we give emphasis 
to a series of connected reservations 
in a semicircle about midway between 
Worcester and Massachusetts Bay, and 
suggest a wide parkway beginning 
with Duxbury Beach on the South, 
via Charles River Narrows, Walden 
pond, Bedford Meadows and Boxford 
to Plum Island and Salisbury Beach 
on the North. 

This would provide an Eastern 
Massachusetts circuit of parks, and as 
it utilizes chiefly land of comparative- 
ly low value it is our judgement that 
it can be gradually developed without 
undue expense”. This latter assuran- 
ce is one of the features that should 
make the proposed plan appeal to 
those who guide the destinies of the 
Stute in matters financial. 

A letter in last week’s Graphic from 
“Ward 7 Citizen” again reminds New- 
ton people of the dangerous practice 
of municipal autos driving the wrong 
way on restricted thoroughfares or 
one-way streets. In this instance a 
police ambulance made its way past 
the Newton Trust Company building 
instead of making a right-hand turn. 
The Graphic reader points out that a 
car might have been coming round 
the corner of the bank building in ac- 
cordance with the tralilc regulations 
and thus a serious ami perhaps fatal 
accident proved unavoidable. In this 
column some time ago I called atten- 
tion to the situation and tried to 
show that Nonnntum Square might be 
the scene of a frightful catastrophe. It 
hasn’t happened yet nut it will as long 
as our city ofllcials ignore their own 
rules. 

“Ward 7 Citizen" says the city 
would in all probability refuse to pay 
any damages. That is a good guess. 
Part of a City Solicitor’s job is to 
point out to tile Board of Aldermen 
how they may legally side-step a mo- 
ral obligation. 

I believe there is just one thing to 
be done. Put the city authorities on 
record. Let the Newton Corner bus- 
iness men or some other active organ- 
ization send a formal communication 
to the Board of Aldermen protesting 
against tire, police and other emer- 
gency apparatus from violating the 
traffic regulations in congested sec- 
tions. Let us pin the bee where it be- 
longs, either on the Aldermen, the traf- 
fic committee of that body or the 
heads of departments. Then if noth- 
ing is done and an accident occurs 
there will be something to support a 
claim for damages that the Aldermen 
will have a hard time laughing-off. 

It is encouraging to learn that the 
new Postmaster of Boston, which 
means Newton and many cities and 
towns, is considering protest against 
the receiving of all mail at Newton 
Centre no matter in which part of the 
city it has been posted. This cen- 
tralized system, it lias been contend- 
ed. slows-up decidedly distribution in 
other sections of Newton. Further 
evidence of that fact, is shown in the 
following letter received by me from 
Mr. F. A. Wetherbee. who says: 

"I have noted in your articles in the 
Newton Graphic that you ure some- 
what interested in the so-called im- 
proved service of mail delivery in 
Newton and this will inform you of a 
little experiment which 1 tried a few 
weeks ago. 

"On April Bill at 6:30 P. M. I de- 
posited two letters in the mail box 
corner Bellevue street and Newton- 
ville avenue one addressed to No. 
211 Bellevue street and the other to 
GoffHtown, N. H.

The Mather Clas» 


Prof. Kirtley F. Mather spoke on 
The Foundations of Humanism” be- 
fore the Mather Class at its regular 
weekly meeting last Sunday morning 
at the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. 

Prof. Mather based his address on 
the second part of the book, ‘‘A Pre- 
face to Morals,” by Walter Lippman. 

Last Sunday he took up the sub- 
ject of the first part of this book, 
The Dissolution of the Ancestral Or- 
der.” 

Next Sunday he will complete the 
book by discussing Part 3, "The Ge- 
nius of Modernity.” 

This book is the choice for the pre- 
sent month of May of the Book of 
the Month Club, and will therefore 
be widely read and extensively com- 
mented upon. 

There is a modern tendency in some 
quarters to discard the belief that 
behind the physical universe is a su- 
pernatural kingdom which is just as 
much an objective fact, though invi- 
sible, and just as real as the British 
Empire. This peculiar modern notion 
seems to rest most of its reliance on 
some conception or other of human 
psychology. Humanism is a name 
given to It. 

According to humanism a lot of the 
old religious ideas are fictions. There- 
fore, humanity, having been deprived 
of those fictions, must now come to 
terms with the problems that created 
those fictions. 

There is some confusion about the 
difference between a deocracy and a 
theocracy. The deistic theory is that 
God is the invisible King who admin- 
isters the world from without. His 
power comes from outside the world 
and is supernatural. He created the 
world and is, therefore, removed from 
the world. 

The theistic theory is that the world 
is not a product but a process: The 
power Is within Instead of without. 
The operations are all right here. Hu- 
manism is merely one of the processes 
used by the theocratic administration, 
and through men the process is to con- 
tinue. 

There are many curious theories. 
One is that if man could get what he 
desired here on earth, he would need 
no guarantee of a good world to come. 
This does not amount to much, be- 
cause the time on earth is too short. 
Another theory is that if the world 
were well ordered, there would be no 
problem of evil. 

It is hard to imagine a Heaven 
of fulfilled desires, because what 
would suit one would not suit another. 
What might satisfy a man of action 
would be uninteresting to the contem 
plative sort of person. One theory is 
that there are no uncongenial spirits 
in Heaven. Satan and his followers 
were there once but are now in places 
better suited to their temperaments, 
and this applies to all those who are 
not suited to conditions in Heaven. 
This of course is merely one theory. 

There is an intimation that we 
ought not to be defeated. Our mor- 
tal life is not satisfactory. Life is 
not even what it ought to be. The 
blind push of natural forces is ever 
tending to produce the survival of the 
fittest. There is a superabundant urg- 
ing to go on. In all nature there ap- 
pears everywhere to be too much in 
order to be sure to be enough. Nature 
does not care about the surplus. Think 
of the multitudes of seeds produced 
by trees and plants far in excess of 
any need. 

There is a feeling that the world 
once was different, that there was 
Golden Age before evil came. Hope for 
the good to come is sort of an ideal 
of memory of the good that was. We 
want to get back what was lost. 

•The world knew the good once upon 
a time. Hence evil is not inevitable 
or eternal and man has the right to 
live in the land of heart’s desire, but 
he should pursue desires that are pos- 
sible. 

Formerly it was thought well to 
subdue the natural, primitive desires 
by means of reason, grace, and renun- 
ciation. To find happiness a man was 
supposed to reconstruct his world, 
and begin on himself. 

The prevailing opinion of the mo- 
ment rebounds from one extreme view 
to another just as extreme. At one 
time it is thought that natural pas- 
sions are all evil. Next we find the 
same natural passions are ull consid- 
ered good. 

In all this welter of conflicting no- 
tions, the conclusion that the philoso- 
pher usually reaches is some form 
of asceticism. Man must subdue or 
subjugate portions of himself. He 
must train his desires. The good life 
is associated with some form of re- 
nunciation. The tendency of some 
modern people, like Harry Elmer 
Barnes and Bertrand Russell, is tq 
claim that man should give full plat 
to all his deslreB in ordeir to free him- 
self of his shaekles. Thus he will be 
truo to himself. The philosopher is 
squarely opposed 'to this aud insists 
on discipline and self-regulation. Mat 
must deliberately forge shackles to 
bind himself. Thus the issue is square- 
ly Joined between these Who distrust 
man’s impulses and those who nalvelt 
obey them. 


It is impossible to obey all the Im- 
pulses, because the quantity of desires 
exceeds the supply of satisfactions. 
The moralist wants to develop the 
right relationship between desires and 
the objects of desires. The trained 
meteorologist can tell more about the 
weather than the sea captain. Good 
apparatus helps everywhere, but in- 
sight transcends at times all appara- 
tus. There is always a residual flare, 
made up of intuition, common sense, 
and unconsciously deposited exper- 
ience. 

The goal of all moral effort is ma- 
turity. The science of education con- 
sists in leading the child from one 
stage of development to the next. This 
means progress from helpless Infancy, 
to self-governing maturity. Disorders 
are caused by grown-up children, who 
have not outgrown their childishness. 
Desire should be in complete harmony 
with reality. When it is not, there is 
trouble. 

The old idea of attaining salvation 
was by placating God and getting 
right with Him by means of a sacrifice 
or some sort of offering. Now We have 
a high religion, which is the condition 
of the soul reached by self discipline. 
The modern idea is to make this aris- 
tocracy of the spirit a religion com- 
mon to all men. It has not hitherto 
been popular, but restricted to the few 
leaders. The great trouble is that 
this religion of the spirit would suit 
the needs of men if it were not be- 
yond the powers of many for whom it 
is suited and who need it sadly. The 
problem, therefore, is to bring up the 
powers of humanity to the point 
where they will be available for this 
high religion. 

In this regeneration of the passions 
it is necessary to become less inter- 
ested in some ideas so as td become 
more interested in others, and learn 
by education from within how to be- 
come sufficiently self-controlled to 
lead the good life.

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Aldermen Conduct Much Routine 

Business At Regular Session 

Grant Permit* and Licenses — Amend Newton Corner Parking 
Regulations Near New Fire Station 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night no opposi- 
tion developed to the petitions of the 
New England Telephone Company for 
pole locations on Bolyston street, near 
232, and on Fredana road. Other hear- 
ings which produced no opposition at 
the Board meeting were those held on 
the following petitions: 

John MacDonald, for permit to erect 
a R ear garage at 213 California street, 
Ward 1. Philip Shriberg, for permit to 
Increase gasoline storage capacity at 
77 West street, Ward 2. from 300 gal- 
lons to 500 gallons, and to keep, store 
and use gasoline in connection there- 
with, for private use only. Augustus 
Boudreau, for permit to conduct and 
maintain a garage and repair shop at 
302 Watertown street. Ward 1. tJl- 
drlc Moreau, for permit to conduct and 
maintain a dry cleansing establish- 
ment at 10-14 Hawthorne street. Ward 
2, to install 1 underground tank with 
pump and to keep, store and use var- 
nalene In connection therewith, maxi- 
mum quantity at one time, 500 gal- 
lons. 

Attorney Hugh Boyd, appearing for 
Uldrlc Moreau, stated that he had 
he informed that “varnalene” is not an 
inflammable liquid. One of the al- 
dermen.' took exception to this state- 
ment, saying that “varnalene" is in- 
flammable, having a flash point at f06 
degrees and burning at 118 degrees. 
A petition was presentd to the alder- 
men several months ago for a permit 
to operate a dry cleansing business 
at the building on the lot of 10 Haw- 
thorne street. It was refused because 
this building Is located nearer to oth- 
er buildings than is permitted by the 
laws of Massachuetts for such use. 
The Licenses Committee at a recess 
meeting Monday night voted to rec- 
ommend the Moreau petition provided 
a new structure is erected on the lot 
at 14 Hawthorne street: such struc- 
ture to be placed at the front of the 
lot, a safe distance from dwellings on 
adjoining lots, and subject to the ap- 
proval of Chief Randlett of the Fire 
Department. The recommendation was 
approved by the Board. 

Another permit to conduct a similar 
business was granted to William Kak- 
lambanus, 13 Hawthorne street in the 
building formerly used by the King 
Pressed Steel Company. This loca- 
tion had received the approval of 
Chief Randlett. 

Leslie B. Sanders, for the Stuart 
Chevrolet Company, asked for a per- 
mit to operate a gasoline station at 
27 Hovey street, to install two pumps 
in connection therewith and to Btore 
1500 gallons of gasoline. Also to in- 
stall an air and water tower. No op- 
position was registered against this 
station at the hearing. At a previous 
meeting former Alderman William 
Ball had called attention to the con- 
gestion of automobiles on Hovey 
street at this place. 

No persons appeared to object to the 
taking of land on Walnut and Homer 
•streets for municipal purposes. This 
land is the southeast section of the so 
called “triangle site" for the proposed 


new city hall. Just when, in the fu- 
ture, this much talked of municipal 
capitol will be erected, is a question 
not yet decided. A protest was re- 
ceived from Mrs. Bridget Melis of 92 
Clinton place, Newton Centre, against 
the laying out and improving of that 
street under the Betterment Act. Mrs. 
Millie Beardsley of 108 Crescent 
street, Auburndale, spoke in favor of 
the improvement of that street. A 
delegation of residents of that street 
was present to concur with the senti- 
ments expressed by Mrs. Beardsley. 

Henry Whittlesey, appearing for 
Mrs. Eleanor Marcy, objected to his 
client being assesed for the laying out 
and improving of Jamieson road. Mrs. 
Marcy’s property bounds one side of 
this street and she would, under the 
Betterment Law be compelled to pay 
about half of the cost. 

No opposition appeared against 
the widening of Watertown street 
from Pearl street, southwesterly 
on the east side. This widening is 
proposed in connection with the plac- 
ing of curbings on Watertown street. 
There were no objections registered 
to the following petitions: 

Construction of sidewalk under the 
Betterment Law, southerly side of 
Wolcott street, Ward 4, from 438 Wol- 
cott street to Lexington street. Tak- 
ing land for drain only, Private Land, 
Ward 5, from Chestnut street to Quin- 
obequin road. Taking land for drain 
and sewer, Linwood avenue, Ward 2, 
from Melbourne avenue to Melville 
avenue. Taking land for drain and 
sewer, Chase avenue. Ward 3, from 
Ivanhoe avenue northeasterly to end. 

The petitions of Madeleine Orlan- 
della of 46 Union street, Newton Cen- 
tre, and Andrew DeAmicis of 54 Union 
street, for common victualler licenses 
were reported on favorably by the 
majority of the Licenses Committee, 
with Aldermen Hawkins and Temper- 
ly dissenting. These two petitions 
had previously been reported upon 
unfavorably but when the Board at 
the previous meeting repudiated the 
adverse Teport of the Licenses Com- 
mittee on the petition for Lawrence 
Ames Winslow, Alderman Powers 
moved for reconsideration on the two 
Union street petitions arguing that 
since the Board had seen flt to over- 
turn the policy established the past 
two years — “refusal to grant common 
victualler licenses to variety stores, 
no discrimination should be shown." 
A couple of days after receiving his 
license, Winslow sold his stores at 
335 Walnut street, Newtonville, to 
Krikor Kervokian. 

Alderman Temperley opposed the 
granting of the licenses to Miss Or- 
iandella and DeAmicis, not because 
he believes them unfitted, but because 
he is of the opinion still that no com- 
mon victualler licenses shall be 
grabbed to other than bona-fide 
lunch roon)s. Other common victu- 
aller licenses were granted to the 
Newton Corner Delicatessen at 254 
Centre street, and to the Newton Cen- 
tre Delicatessen at 1761 Beacon street.

Serious Fire At 


Working Boys’ Home 

Two Alarms For Fire in Cellar — 
97000 Damage 


Tuesday evening as the 135 boys at 
the Working Boys’ Home in Newton 
Highlands were eating supper smoke 
started to pour into the building and 
the boys were ordered to participate 
In a fire drill. They marched from 
the dining room in rapid time and 
and took refuge from the rain which 
was falling in another structure on 
the grounds. As the boys were at 
supper, James Waldron, chef at the 
home discovered smoke issuing from 
the cellar. He traced the smoke to 
the heatin'? plant and there found a 
small blaze in progress. Waldron tele- 
phoned the Newton Fire Department 
and then returned to fight the Are 
after notifying the Xaverian Brothers 
in charge of the home. Ladder 2, un- 
der Captain Turner, quickly re- 
sponded to the alarm and as Its crew 
entered the cellar with chemical lines 
the flames reached a large tank con- 
taining fuel oil and a hot air explosion 
followed which drove the firemen from 
the cellar. Captain Turner pulled an 
alarm from the box at the home and 
when Chief Randlett arrived he or- 
dered a second alarm which brought 
assistance from Needham as well as 
from other parts of Newton. The Are, 
which burned fiercely for some time, 
and which because of the oil, was 
accompanied by huge clouds of smoke, 
was confined to the basement and first 
floor of the £vo-*.ory building in 
which it started. The damage is esti- 
mated at about $7000. The main build- 
ing at the home was not damaged. 
As Hose 6 reached the grounds, a 
shaft on this piece of apparatus broke 
and it was towed to the repair shop.

ami Silversmiths for Over 100 Yeurs 
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Dr. MacLure Is To 
Retire From Pulpit 

Hector of Grace Church for Twenty- 
Two Years 


Weeks Makes Public Announcement 
Of His Candidacy For Mayor 



The Rev. Dr. Laurens MacLure, 
rector of Grace Church, Newton for 
the past twenty-two years, has offered 
his resignation to the vestrymen of 
the church it became known the latter 
part of last week. The resignation 
was reluctantly accepted and it was 
voted to make Dr. MacLure, rector 
emeritus when his retirement becomes 
effective next January first. 

Some time ago Dr. MacLure asked 
that a younger man be given the post 
of rector but the vestrymen urged him 
to reconsider his decision to leave the 
ministry. Recently he again asked 
that his resignation be accepted and 
at a meeting of the vestrymen last 
week it was voted, though reluctantly. 
According to the minutes of the meet- 
ing, “It was voted unanimously that 
the vestry learns with great regret of 
the final decision of our rector, the 
Rev. Dr. Laurens MacLure, to resign 
the rectorship of Grace Church, to 
take effect at the end of the present 
calendar year, and accepts the same 
reluctantly, with the hope that he will 
remain until his successor can be se- 
lected and assume his duties, even 
though it may be at a later date. It 
was unanimously voted that after the 
Rev. Dr. MacLure’s resignation be- 
comes effective, he be made rector 
emeritus." 

Dr. MacLure assumed the rector- 
ship of Grace Church on June 1, 1907 
and prior to that time served churches 
in and around Pittsburgh for twenty 
years. He is a native of western 
Pennsylvania and was graduated from 
Hobart College, Geneva, N. Y., in 
1881, from which he received the de- 
gree of master of arts in 1884. He 
prepared for the ministry in the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary in New 
York City and has been actively en- 
gaged in that occupation for forty-four 
years. 

Dr. MacLure, who is sixty-seven 
years old, plans to spend his time in 
leisurely activity and has tentative 
plans for writing a book about the 
church and the religion of the present 
day. He has been chairman of the 
committee on dispatch of business of 
the Massachusetts Episcopal Diocese 
for the last ten years or more and dur- 
ing that time has also been a member 
of the standing committee of the dio- 
cese whose duties are to act for the 
convention during the interims be- 
tween sessions: It is expected that 
he will sever his connections with 
both of these bodies with the expira- 
tion of his term this year. He has 
also been a deputy from Massachu- 
setts to the general convention of the 
Episcopal church. 

The retirement of Dr. MacLure will 
be received by the church as re- 
luctantly and with as keen disappoint- 
ment as it was by the vestrymen. 
During his rectorship the church 
enjoyed flourishing well-being and its 
scope of activity and influence has 
been widely extended. He is credited 
with obtaining an endowment of 
$450,000 for the church which pro- 
vides an income for it of $18,000 a 
year. Under his administration the 
interior of the edifice at the corner of 
Church and Eldredge streets has been 
made more attractive, the parish 
house has been enlarged and the 
stone rectory, adjacent to the church 
has been built.

SECOND ANNUAL 

TENNIS TOURNEY 

Newton high school will stage Its 
second interscholasttc tennis tourna- 
ment tomorrow at the outdoor dirt 
courts at the Longwood Cricket Club 
and has high hopes of repeating its 
1028 team victory. In addition it has 
in Arthur Noble, captain of the team 
and a prominent figure in hoys and 
junior tourneys the past few years, a 
probable individual champion. Noble 
has not been beaten this year in 
either singles or doubles. He will be 
seeded number one in tomorrow’s 
tourney. 

A larger number of schools with a 
total of nearly 60 contestants are en- 
tered in this year’s event than com- 
peted last year.

The Newton high team has been 
running up a string of victories in its 
dual matches with the other schools 
that make it the outstanding favorite 
for tomorrow’s tourney. In seven 
matches the team has been beaten 
but once, that last Saturday when the 
Andover Academy team turned the 
orange and black back 6 to 3. In Its 
other matches the Newton players 
have swept to a commanding lead at 
the start. Captain Arthur Noble is 
the number one player and as has 
been said has not been beaten this 
season.

WABAN WOMEN WANT BICYCLE 
ALLOWED ON 8IDEWALKS 


At a meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night a petition was 
submitted by the Waban Woman’s 
Club which reads: 

‘‘Inasmuch as the automobile trafllc 
of Waban makes bicycling on the 
street unsafe for children, and be- 
cause the sidewalk is correspondingly 
free from pedestrians, we the under- 
signed respectfully petition that the 
sidewalk on the school side of Beacon 
street, and also on the school side of 
Washington street as far as the Levi 
Warren High School be kept open for 
bicycles. Also, that an officer of the 
police force be instructed to inform 
the children of the Angler and Levi 
Warren schools of this privilege and 
of their responsibility to meet it.” 

(Signed by members of the Waban 
Woman’s Club.) 

The petition contained four hundred 
names of women residing in Waban. 
It was referred to the committee on 
Claims and Rules of the Board of 
Aldermen. Section 190 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1922 of the City of 
Newton reads — "No person shall drive, 
wheel or draw any vehicle, except a 
child’s carriage drawn by hand, or 
permit any horse or cattle, swine, 
sheep or goats under his care to go 
upon a sidewalk or otherwise obstruct 
or injure any sidewalk.” 

In past years this ordinance was, on 
the whole, quite rigidly enforced by 
policemen in this city. During the 
past few years there has been a grad- 
ual diminution in the enforcement of 
this rule and it Is a common sight to- 
day to observe a boy or girl along a 
sidewalk on a bicycle, pftss by a 
policeman and receive no reprimand. 

Should the Aldermen revise the 
ordinance pertaining to the use of 
sidewalks by bicycles undoubtedly 
there will be a large increase in the 
number of these vehicles in Newton. 
Most parents, today, refuse to allow 
their children to own bicycles because 
of the hazards of riding such vehicles 
on streets. But, if children are per- 
mitted to legally use the sidewalks 
for bicycles it will inevitably follow 
that a large percentage of parents will 
allow their boys and girls to operate 
bicycles. 

If our sidewalks become "bicycle 
ways” it Is more than probable that 
accidents will occur in which pedes- 
trians will be the victims. The ques- 
tion of compensation for injuries re- 
ceived in such accidents will naturally 
follow. Will the parents of the minors 
riding bicycles on sidewalks be obliged 
to take out compulsory liability insur- 
ance to cover their children’s bicycles? 
Will each bicycle have to bear reg- 
istration numbers? It is possible that 
there may be ‘hit and run” bicyclists 
even as there are "hit and run” 
autoists. 

It is quite likely that if the Waban 
women’s petition is granted, similar 
petitions will be presented by persons 
residing in other sections of the city. 
It is also possible that decided objec- 
tions may be entered against such pe- 
titions. There are in Newton persons 
in numbers who still walk. It is prob- 
able that such persons will regard 
with disfavor the evolution of side- 
walks into "side rides.” The Claims 
and Rules Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen have an interesting subject 
before them.

The fatal accident at the bridge 
nenr Point of Pines when an automo- 
bile crashed through a fence, dropped 
onto railroad tracks below, resulting 
in the death of five boys, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that mony bridges 
are not guarded by sufficiently heavy ; 
harriers to prevent cars from crashing , 
through. This may not have been 
the case at Point of Pines. Accord- 
ing to" newspaper reports the auto- 
mobile In the fatality there was be- 
ing operated by an unlicensed driver 
in a reckless manner. There is at 
least one bridge in this city where 
heavier guard-rails should ht placed. 
This is the bridge over the Boston 
& Albany tracks at Saint James 
street. The roadway is narrow here, 
the bridge high above the railroad 
and the fence on either side quite 
frail. 


Many uncomplimentary remarks 
have been made from time to time 
about the Newton Boards of Aider- 
men including the present Board.

TRAVEL TALKS

for passports and visas, a burden im- 
posed on citizens of the United States 
who travel to foreign countries, and 
one which has been unjustly continued 
since the World War, has been ended 
so far as France is concerned. Ef- 
fective June 1st, United States citi- 
zens will have to pay only $2 for a 
French visa, and the visa will be avail- 
able for two years instead of being 
limited to one year as heretofore.

Senator Hollis 
voted to pass the bill over the veto of 
His Excellency. No measure has re- 
ceived mt ro prompt consideration af- 
ter it was once reported by the com- 
mittee than the salary bill. When the 
veto message was read Tuesday af- 
ternoon in the House there was only 
one speal or. He was the petitioner 
for the bill. Representative Otis of 
Pittsfield. No one spoke in behalf of 
the Governor. After the House had 
voted 176 to 37 to override the Gov- 
ernor the veto was immediately 
rushed to the Senate. Many House 
members followed to see what was 
going to happen. Not one Senator 
had a word to say on either side. The 
veto was overriden by the Senate. 25 
to 9. It now appears that in order to 
obtain the increase for this year— the 
bill being retroactive to Jan. 1— the 
Legislature will have to get the Gov- 
ernor’s permission to appropriate the 
money. Complications are likely, and 
the matter is not settled yet. 

The House and Senate have passed 
the bill authorizing the construction of 
a parkway or boulevard from a point 
near the junction of Newton and Ham- 
mond streets. Brookline, to Beacon 
street, this city. 

The Senate and House differ regard- 
ing provisions of the bill permitting 
funeral processions to use boulevards 
and parkways. This is the measure 
for which Senator Hollis made a suc- 
cessful fight in the Senate. So many 
restrictions, however, have been add 
ed by the Senate that the House mem- 
bers feel the intent of the bill is nul- 
lified. The lower branch refused to 
concur and committee on conferences 
will see to thresh the matter out and 
see if a compromise cannot be agreed 
upon. 

After more than a year’s considera- 
tion of the general subject a bill has 
been passed for hospital or home care 
for needy Civil War veterans, their 
wives and widows. There was an at- 
tempt made la3t session to have a 
home or series of smaller homes built 
in order that aged couples would not 
be separated and other suitable pro- 
visions made for veterans, their wives 
and widows. The 1928 General Court 
appointed a commission to study the 
matter and the report was the subject 
of many hearings this year. The re- 
sult is the bill described above which 
is somewhat different from that orig- 
inally sought. 

Newton, with its many excellent 
school buildings, is no doubt interested 
in the way Boston supervises such 
structures. Agitation against the 
present Boston Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion has resulted in the passage of 
bill, which appears to be well on the 
way of becoming law', which abolishes 
the present commission and provides 
for the creation of a board of commis- 
sioner of school buildings and a de- 
partment of school buildings in Bos- 
ton. 

A scrap occurred in the Senate over 
the bill providing for the appointment 
of additional members of the State 
Police Patrol, commonly called the 
constabulary. Opponents said the cost 
should not be met from the State high- 
way fund as provided in the bill. Sen- 
ator Hollis offered an amendment pro- 
viding the total amount expended 
should not exceed the total income 
from motor vehicle fines. His amend- 
ment w'as rejected, however, and the 
bill as originally drawn vras passed. 

The bill regulating certain types of 
employment contracts or agreements 
has been referred to the next annual 
session in consequence of an opinion 
of the State Supreme Court that cer- 
tain provisions of the proposed legisla- 
tion w’ere unconstitutional. 

The House has refused to substitute 
for an adverse report of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means a bill provid-

compensated for injuries received 
while in the employ of the State as a 
model at the Massachusetts Art 
School. Representative Spear of Ever- 
ett, who moved substitution, said 
that during n rest period Miss Gif- 
ford leaned against a background 
that appeared solid, but which gnve 
way. She fell, said he. breaking her 
arm in tw’o places. The bill called for 
$500 payment. 

In opposing substitution Represen- 
tative Stevens of Whitman said that 
the report of the Attorney General 
found that the accident was the fault 
of the young woman and not of the 
State. She was sitting too near the 
edge of the platform, said the Repre- 
senative. and in getting up fell.

DR. EDWARD SAMUEL NILES 


Dr. Edward Samuel Niles of Elm- 
wood street, Newton, a well known 
dentist, died on last Saturday morn- 
ing at the New England Deaconess 
Hospital following a prolonged Illness.

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French Shepherds Use 

Stilts to Advantage 

Walking on stilts Is a fad that does 
not die with the ages. On the tomb 
of one of the oldest Pharaohs Is s 
crude bas-relief depicting a court pro- 
cession. The procession Is led by a 
trumpeter who is perched on high 
stilts. 

Every nation, In fact, has had its 
expert stilt walkers. In Chinn, and 
Japan the fad Is popular with youths, 
some of whom nre so adept in this 
mode of walking that they require no 
supports or uprights to steady them. 

In southern France stilts are more 
than fads. There they nre used al 
most continuously by the shepherds, 
who have to keep watch over largo 
flocks of sheep ns well ns to pass 
through bogs. The stilts are usunlly 
from six to eight feet high and are 
strnpped tightly to the knees. 

Both men nnd women In that part 
of the country ore expert stilt wnlkers. 
In their hands they hold a long stick 
or cane as a support So accustomed 
nre these people to the stilts that shep 
herdesses have been known to knit 
socks while walking on them. 

A frequent pastime of these people 
are stilt races, nnd not a holiday 
passes without a stilt contest of some 
sort. One contest recently was won 
by a boy and a girl, ench fourteen 
years old. The third to come in was a 
shepherd, whose age wns about 
seventy. 


Splendid Fossil of 

Ancient Sea Terror 

The fossiled skeleton of a teieo- 
snurus, a terror of the seas of the 
Jurassic period, 150,000,000 years ago. 
is on exhibition at the Field Museum 
of Natural History, Chicago. The 
creature, a sea crocodile about ten 
feet long, comes from Wurttemberg, 
Germany, and was excavated near 
there from land which was a sea bot- 
tom In prehistoric times, when that 
part of Europe was covered by water. 

The fossil is unusual in that almost 
every detail of the skeletal struc- 
ture of the animal is Intact and sharp- 
ly defined in the specimen. Rows of 
sharp-pointed, vicious-looking teeth In 
the Jaws Indicate that the animal prob- 
ably was carnivorous, and that it un- 
doubtedly preyed ^ipon lesser crea- 
tures of the sea. The crocodile was 
protected by strong plates along Its 
back, which acted as armor. The 
bones of these plates are preserved 
In the fossil. 

The skull, the short front legs and 
the longer hind ones nnd the verte- 
brae nre virtually complete. 


Good and Bad Hawks 

The biological survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
points out that there are a number 
of different species of hawks, nnd the 
food habits of all are not the same. 
Some prey almost entirely upon small 
mammals, such ns mice, ground squlr 
reis and rabbits, whereas the fond of 
others consists chiefly of birds. 

Tlie bird enters should he killed at 
every opportunity, according to the 
survey, but It Is equally Important 
that the others be spared, for they do 
a great deni of good in destroying 
small animal pests of the fnrmer. The 
bird-eating hnwks Include the Cooper 
hawk and the sharp-shinned hawk 
nnd these species prefer to capture 
their prey by swift, fierce darts from 
the concealment of thick foliage.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending May 18th 
there were 128 patients in the hospital. 
Of this number 46 paid as much as 
cost of care or more, 50 paid less than 
cost of care, and 32, including babies, 
were treated free of charge. 12 babies 
were born, 7 boys and 6 girls. 129 
visits were made to the out-patient 
department and 8 to the eye clinic. 
16 accident cases were cared for in 
the operating room. 8 social service 
visits were made in the homes, and 5 
patients were transferred by the social 
service car. 

On Wednesday, May 22nd, the hos- 
pital was visited by a group of 
hospital superintendents. The group 
was headed by Dr. Washburn of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 

The New Building has had its first 
patients. A robin was discovered to 
have established her nest on a ledge, 
above the front door and just beneath 
the second floor windows where she is 
plainly visible from the X-ray depart- 
ment. “Mother and babies are doing 
well.’’ 

Of the sixteen accident cases treated 
during the past week seven were the 
results of automobile accidents. Five 
of these were boys, one with a ques- 
tion of a fractured leg, one with a 
laceration of the side of hiB face, one 
with an injury to his nose and two 
with abrasions on the backs of their 
hands. One was a man treated for 
a question of a fractured leg and 
ankle, and the last was a woman with 
a question of a fractured ankle. Of 
the remaining emergency cases seven 
were men, two with lacerations of 
their hands, one with a cinder in his 
eye, one with iodine poisoning, one 
with a hemotoma and laceration of his 
scalp, one with an injury to his finger 
received when he caught the finger in 
a machine, and one for a strained 
ankle. One woman was also treated 
for a dislocated elbow received when 
she fell on a polished floor.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. G. BENTLEY “ 


Just as I was looking forward to a 
tranquil Summer there haa come a 
forcible reminder that I had over- 
looked something. I don’t know why 
I had reason to expect the Summer of 
1929 should be any more peaceful than 
that of any other year. But hope 
springs eternal, they say, and I sup- 
pose I must have been unusually 
optimistic when I allowed myself to 
think ns I did. 

It seems that my mind is not going 
to be free from worries, or at least 
from one worry In particular. I shall 
not be able to hie myself to the 
mountains or plunge Into the foamy 
surf or even loaf around home and 
swelter without the sword of Damocles 
hanging over my head, or something 
like that. I shall not be able to doze 
in the hammock, snooze in the shade 
of the old maple tree or stroll alone, 
or accompanied, in the moonlight 
without that one perplexing and pro- 
voking thought— IS MAYOR CHILDS 
GOING TO RUN AGAIN? 

This is not the first or the second or 
the third or the fourth Summer that 
I have been distressed because of this 
very serious problem. And I have a 
feeling that it may not be the last. I 
sort of wish that we could find out be- 
fore the Fall as it would help tre- 
mendously in the bearlng-up during 
the extreme hot weather. But I doubt 
if we learn anything definite till well 
after Labor Day. 

It does seem we are In for It. Still, 
there Is this satisfaction — It only hap- 
pens every two years. 


Newspaper readers, and that means 
everybody, will find much to Interest 
them in the book, "ONE DAY," pub- 
lished by the Philadelphia Evening 
Bulletin. It is a reproduction of the 
contents of one day’s issue of that 
newspaper and designed to show how 
a single copy appears when published 
in book form. 

Mr. William B. Craig, managing 
editor of the Evening Bulletin, to 
whom I am indebted for a copy, writes 
me, "The issue of June 4, 1928, (Night 
Extra Edition) was chosen as a typical 
record of events recorded in a single 
day, and slightly below the normal 
size of an average day’s reading con- 
tents of the Bulletin. While this book 
was being prepared and checked, much 
surprise was manifested in our own 
organization at the quantity and 
range of material laid before the 
reader from day to day in the daily 
newspaper." 

The book contains no advertising 
and is the reproduction of the Evening 
Bulletin with everything else pre- 
served, though not In the size In which 
it appeared in the newspaper, but in.a 
type and form normally used in books. 
There have been no additions and the 
photographs and cartoons have been 
reduced in size. 

What then do we find in a book of 
308 pages? No less than 102.48 
columns of news, editorials, pictures 
and reading matter of all kinds. And 
that is less than the average daily 
issue of the Evening Bulletin for 
June, which was 112.89 columns 
while the average for the first six 
months of 1928 was 108.54. 

It makes no difference whether it is 
a Philadelphia, a Seattle or a Boston 
paper. The principal idea is to show 
what the person who buys a news- 
paper receives for his money. In my 
opinion it is no less than astonishing. 
If the volume is sent to public libra- 
ries, and I have no doubt but what it 
will be, may I suggest that readers of 
this column give it their attention for 
they are sure to be further enlightened 
as to what newspapers and newspaper 
work means. 


What do you know about keeping 
bees? There are still parts of New- 
ton that are not too citified for that. 
For all I know there may be a number 
of swarms right here in the Garden 
City. No doubt some of you are well 
aware there is an organization of bee- 
keepers which meets regularly and 
gives the subject close study. There 
must be profit as well as pleasure in 
such an enterprise for certainly good 
honey brings a fair price and honey- 
eaters are to be found in every home. 

We dou’t see the bees but we do see 
the honey. It’s results that we are 
after, I suppose, for we drink milk 
and never once think of the cows that 
produced it. This keeping of bees is 
no ordinary stunt. It has to be done 
by somebody with the "know how" 
and cannot be trusted to green hands. 
I have noticed there are men and 
women who seem to have a knack for 
such things. They may be residents 
of a city but there is somewhere in 
them a facility for doing things that 
farmers do and with equal skill. Such 
people, to me, are to be envied. 

Now if you have fruit trees on your 
place remember that although there 
may be no beehives in your vicinity* 
there may be bees and also that bee- 
keepers claim that spraying of fruit 
trees during blossoming time kills the 
bees, either by direct contact with 
them or by their taking in the poison- 
ous materials sprayed ou the blossoms. 
Proper spraying, however, the fruit 
men say, reduces the danger to a 
minimum but the chief difficulty ap- 
pears to be through the indiscriminate 
spraying by men who go about and 
make a business of spraying and 
keeping right at it regardless of bees. 

So let me urge owners of fruit

orchards to bear In mind these things 
and to remember that authorities 
agree If there are few bees working 
in the apple blossoms, carrying pollen 
from one blossom to another, there 
will be a small set of fruit in the Fall. 
It was new to me when I was in- 
formed that many fruit growers are so 
anxious to have the bees working in 
their orchards that they are hiring 
swarms for the week when the blos- 
soms are open, returning them to the 
owners afterwards. For this service 
they pay from $5 to $10 a swarm for 
the use of the bees whose owner gets 
a good many pounds of honey in addi- 
tion. 


Whenever there occurs such a 
tragic accident as that which resulted 
in the death of so many helpless peo- 
ple in the Cleveland Clinic Hospital 
last week we are apt to wonder what 
possible chance there would be of a 
similar catastrophe In our State. 
Such happenings, after we have sought 
to comprehend their significance, 
seem to strike home, at least in a way. 
We cannot help but wonder if we are 
safe and secure or have at least taken 
steps to prevent a horror of this char- 
acter afflicting us or our neighbors 
and friends. 

In this connection I sought informa- 
tion of State Fire Marshal George C. 
Neal. If you do not happen to know 
Mr. Neal, he is a Civil War veteran 
and well over 80 years of age and one 
of the most active and competent of 
our State officials. He is tall, thin and 
wiry and moves along the street at a 
much faster pace than many men half 
his age. The same energy marks his 
daily work and he performs his duties 
faithfully and without fear or favor. 

When I told Mr. Neal what had 
happened — we had then only a bulletin 
— he immediately sensed the cause. 
“It cannot happen here,” snid he, "if 
the hospitals are doing what they 
have been ordered by this depart- 
ment. I know all about the possibility 
of explosion from X-ray plates and 
have for some time. Because of that 
I ordered some time ago all hospitals 
to keep their plates in a fireproof 
building separate from the hospital." 

He then went on to say that it was 
several years ago that he had learned 
of a serious accident that had oc- 
cured in another State because of 
X-ray plates. Immediately he notified 
every hospital in the Commonwealth 
that a fireproof structure must be pro- 
vided for the plates and has since 
conducted frequent inspections to 
make sure the rules and regulations 
were being enforced. 

If there is any one man who knows 
all about the causes of fires and ex- 
plosions it is Mr. Neal. More than 
this, he is* a great believer in pre- 
ventive measures, which is even of 
greater importance to Massachusetts 
citizens. Independent, alert and al- 
ways business-like our present State 
Fire Marshal is an asset to Massachu- 
setts. 


For some time I have been wonder- 
ing why any organization of high 
standing should want to take a poll 
of its members on the question of 
prohibition. As far as that goes I 
don’t see why any organization of 
low standing should want to do it 
either. Perhaps the latter know bet- 
ter. By that I mean they are well 
aware nothing could be accomplished 
by one or more straw votes, for that 
is practically what it amounts to. 

Still, there is always this to remem- 
ber. When a man says, "Let’s take 
a vote on the question," he is fairly 
certain that a majority of the votes 
will be counted on his side. Either 
that or he is weary of discussion. 
This, however, is the case when the 
settlement of the matter lies in the 
final count of the ballots. The ex- 
ample to which I have referred seems 
only to have more greatly aroused the 
members and those outside. Possibly 
that was one of the purposes of the 
instigators who must have had some 
excuse for using up paper, printers’ 
Ink, postage stamps and newspaper 
space. The organization in question 
must be flattered to find such a large 
number of outsiders condemning or ap- 
plauding, largely condemning. 

You can always find a group of Idle 
men — they need not be loafers or of 
the ordinary sort — who are willing to 
talk of how the government should be 
run. "I’d like to tell ’em where they 
get off,” says the man who knows 
everything. He may be at a country 
store, In a fashionable club or at a 
place where men gather for pool and 
bowling or merely cigars and what 
goes with them if there is any avail- 
able. 

I have no objection to the discus- 
sion of the question of National pro- 
hibition, providing I do not have to 
listen to it. Such spare time as I have 
goes for something that I feel will 
produce beneficial results. No doubt 
I am wrong In many cases, but I have 
not yet thought my views would help 
the Federal Congress or the President 
or anybody else. Of course I should 
be flattered If invited to state my 
opinions but as for voting on the ques- 
tion of prohibition I must decline for 
I think it as settled as the fact that 
the earth is round. 


Those who may feel that this 
column has been extravagant in Its 
criticism of bicycle riding on the side- 
walk are respectfully reminded of a 
recent news dispatch from Sanford, 
Maine. A real estate agent of that 
place was run into by a velocipede 
operated by a six-year-old boy. The 
youngster came down hill at high 
speed and the front wheel passed over 
the rnau's foot breaking a boue. The 
dispatch adds: 

"There Is a town ordinance pro- 
hibiting bicycle riding on the side- 
walks, but It could not be determined 
whether this would apply to veloci- 
pedes.” 

If a velocipede, against which I 
offer no protest, can cause a serious 
Injury, whut power of destruction lies 
in a bicycle? Plenty, If you ask me. 

However, we seem to be about 
where we started on this campaign of 
ours to check bicycle riding on the 
sidewalks of Newton. Perhaps we 
ought to trausfer our energies to some 
other place. I can think of one com- 
munity where wo would surely ac- 
complish our purpose — a city or town 
where there were no sidewalks.

This year marks the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
in 1904. It had its inception in a com- 
munity effort which produced the pres- 
ent open green triangle bounded by 
Walnut and Watertown streets and 
Lowell avenue, where formerly were 
ugly apartment houses. 

In the twenty-five years of its ex- 
istence, the Association lias made It 
possible for the village to exert its 
influence continuously to further the 
wholesome development of this part 
of Newton. Many a nuisance or un- 
sightly spot has been cleared or beauti- 
fied through its efforts, and often has 
an improvement been initiated or 
aided by this organized community 
consciousness. 

In the past year, several petitions 
and proposals have been opposed 
which would have been a detriment 
to the district. The Association has 
supported the proposal of the Board 
of Aldermen to transfer most of the 
territory now in the general residence 
zone, which permits the building of 
apartment houses, to the private resi- 
dence zone, although a few locations 
have been recognized as logically suit- 
able for apartment houses.

The com- 
fortable and very regal-looking chair 
which Mrs. Packard had chosen to 
have placed for the president, instead 
of the old-time stiff and soldierly chair 
of formal business sessions of the 
past, added greatly to the new charm 
and power because It suggested the 
throne that surely should be the place 
today for the leader of so great an 
organization of women as is the State 
Federation. There is probably noth- 
ing that appeals more to women-* 
whose chief characteristic is the dec- 
orative and harmonious — than an at- 
mosphere of aristocracy and dignity. 
So that this innovation for platform 
chairs that have beauty, grace, dignity, 
and a regal air was welcomed. And 
this need not detract from the pract- 
ical, matter-of-fact presentation of 
business in a parliamentary perfec- 
tion that has no equal to what is giv- 
en at a Woman’s Club meeting. 

Mrs. Packard’s own words in greet- 
ing to the delegates and visiting Club- 
women carried forward the idea of 
power and inspiration that this gath- 
ering awakened. 

“Members of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs” 
she said “I welcome you as represen- 
tative of one of the most distinguished 
units of the largest organization of 
home-makers in the world.” 

"You have gathered here in annu- 
al meeting for very good reasons. 
This year it has sometimes seemed 
that we were so occupied with the 
coming biennial meeting that we 


good thing to meet here before our 
work as hostess State begins. We 
can check up ou the year’s work. 
That check will tell us not only how 
nearly we have attained our aims 
and where we can more surely forge 
ahead next year, but it will also 
point out why we are already among 
the leader States of the General 
Federation and keeping us modest in 
accomplishment, help us to hold 
that position of leadership. 

“The inventory we take here is no 
dry ns dust accounting. Let us 
look rather upon this review as an 
illuminated map of the work of the 
past months that will throw light 
into dark places where we must yet 
set our candles agleam. 

"May we go back to our Clubs de- 
termined that our programs shall he 
valuable not only to ourselves, hut to 
our communities and that they shall 
cast the shadow of possibilities yet 
ahead of organized women.” 

Dr. Howard K. Glidden, chairman 
of the Selectmen of Swampscott, add- 
ed to the thought Mrs. Packard had 
expressed, in a pleasing tribute of 
welcome, and his further remarks 
upon the celebration of the Tercenten- 
nary of Massachusetts aroused thought 
of possibilities, and of patriotic pur- 
poses. 

"I deem it an honor to greet you" 
said Mr. Glidden, "The Town of 
Swampscott accepts your coming as 
an honor, and I know that many 
other communities are a bit jealous 
of us. To digress a hit, I would call 
your attention to the fact that we all 
are about to step into and ucross the 
threshold of 300 years of endeavors 
and accomplishments, and that you 
here today truly represent and bear 
the torch that the dauntless bund of 
1700 souls who came to* these shores 
In 1629-30 to colonize the Massachu- 
setts Bay settlement. 

"Doubtless, you all ure proud to 
trace your lineage back to those early 
days and primitive days. How shall 
wo celebrate this occasion which is so 
near to use? I would commemorate 
the charter they brought with them, 
which gave them the right to self- 
government. I would commemorate 
their noble endeavors to establish ed- 
ucation and the institution for the 
attainment of such. I would comme- 
morate their endeavors to found good 


homes and surround themselves with 
religion and moral strongholds. 

"The bright spots on the Pages of 
Our History during these past 300 
years bear testimony to the worth of 
woman's work.” 

In concluding Dr. Glidden said, "I 
believe that you, as individuals and 
collectively have a potential energy to 
carry on through the years to come 
for great good and wonderful achieve- 
ment for womankind.” 

With these Introductions of happy 
vein, the business of the convention 
opened on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, May 15th, with reports of officers. 

Grace Morrison Poole, first vice- 
president of the General Federation, 
was given a most cordial greeting as 
a former president of the Federation, 
when she was given the floor by Mrs. 
Packard, for her statement as to the 
coming Biennial Council meeting. In 
view of the vague idea that many 
Clubwomen have as to just what ses- 
sions of this convention they are priv- 
ileged to attend, her plea as to the 
attendance of only guests and author- 
ized officers of the General Federation, 
in national or State capacity, will be 
welcomed as clearing the situation. 

She urged every Club woman in 
Massachusetts to attend some session 
during the week of May 27 to June 1 
at the New Ocean House, Swampscott. 
She emphasized the point that while 
every Club in the General Federation 
has only one delegate each, Massachu- 
setts, as the hostess, is privileged to 
send any Club woman, provided she 
brings her membership card or an 
accredited letter from her president, 
exchanging it for a visitor’s badge. 

She further explained that only 
those privileged through official capa- 
city to attend the opening function 
on Monday evening, May 27, the 
Massachusetts State dinner, would be 
admitted to the masque, “Enchantfed 
Aisles,” which will follow the dinner. 
She begged other Massachusetts wo- 
men to stay away on that occasion, 
"for we have so praised you to the 
General Federation”, she continued, 
"that we cannot think for one mo- 
ment that you will fail us that 
night.” 

"I cannot tell you how appreciative 
I am of the Sacrifices you are all 
making to make this the finest meet- 
ing the General Federation has ever 
had. You are meeting everyone in 
Boston and driving them down to 
Swampscott, a welcome such as they 
never have had, and I can’t believe 
they will ever again call us cold and 
formal after that.” 

Mrs. Edwin L. Pride, the clerk, in 
her Annual Report, gave a most con- 
cise and clear report of the various 
open meetings, with programs, and of 
the Board and Council meetings, with 
their problems and special speakers. 
She has the excellent record of at- 
tendance at all — nine regular and one 
special of the Executive Board, eight- 
een regular and four special of the 
President’s Council, one meeting of 
Department chairmen, and three open 
meetings for Clubwomen. She has 
sent out 3,225 credentials to delegates, 
500 announcements of Committee ap- 
pointments, besides notices for Fed- 
eration Topics, and preparing three 
voting lists — and miscellaneous cor- 
respondence answered. Such topics 
as Law Observance, American Opera, 
Work for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, Judge Baker Foundation, 
Broadcasting, and Legislative meas- 
ures, attest the varied lines of infor- 
mative study the Board has set for 
themselves during the year. Mrs. 
Pride was unusually successful in 
greeting her successor, while making 
a graceful exit from her two years of 
service, in her closing words: "As 
the clerk lays down her duties, it is 
with confidence that other hands are 
to carry forward its requirements 
with an increasing measure of suc-

haunted with the spectre of “delayed 
Manuals”. It should have made pre- 
sidents promise never again to* pro- 
crastinate, and so disturb the sleep of 
tho assistant clerk. A welcome an- 
nouncement, since It should make for 
wider use of the annual reports At 
State officers, which now is Impossi- 
ble, since the Manual Is for the use 
of presidents only, is the authorized 
printing in two parts hereafter, the 
reports being In Part I and for distri- 
bution among Club members, while 
the more personal and private infor- 
mation as to Clubs and officers, with 
addresses, will be in Part II for spe- 
cial lists. 

Mrs. Boyd F. Bowles, corresponding 
secretary, reported In a very few 
words the immense amount of routine 
work that is the lot of her office. Be- 
sides attending all regular and Board 
meetings she has sent out invitations 
according to Instructions, and over 
10,000 tickets for conventions, adding 
that she has sent out more than the 
usual amount of mail, and placed the 
largest stationery order of the Club 
with the printer on June 26, 1928. She 
stated that eight new Clubs have been 
admitted to membership In the Fed- 
eration, one affiliated organization 
added, and one Club has withdrawn 
during the year, making at the pre- 
sent time 391 Clubs and 7 affiliated 
organizations in the State Federation. 

In the statement of finances, and as 
to the state of finances, it was inter- 
esting to note that annual dues from 
affiliated organizations amounted to 
nearly $7,000. With all expenses 
paid, the funds on May 1st were over 
$900.00 in the general group. Mrs 
Davis has done a colossal piece of 
work well. For the separate item of 
Federation Topics, Miss Titus, editor 
and business manager, showed income 
from subscriptions of over $2,600, and 
from advertisements nearly $1,800. 
In this way Topics pays for itself, 
with all expenses met, a cause of con- 
gratulation to Miss Titus as a man- 
ager and to the State Federation for 
publishing a self-supporting organ of 
news. 

Mrs. Frank P. Bennett, Jr., voiced 
her enthusiasm over her Department 
of Junior Membership, by say tug: 
“If we were to give the increase in 
Junior Clubs during the past year In 
round figures, the report would not 
be startling. We do believe, however, 
that there is a tremendous increase in 
interest and enthusiasm in the Depart- 
ment throughout the State. At the 
Annual Meeting last May we reported 
29 Clubs sponsoring Junior work, but 
when the replies to the questionnaire 
were received during the Summer, 40 
Clubs reported Junior Membership as 
one of their sponsored activities. 

That (club) institutes have been 
outstanding features of the Club year 
was reaffirmed in the report of Mrs. 
Thomas J. Walker, chairman, who 
stated during the year now ending, 
there had been a total attendanqe 
of 1046 at the seven regular meetings, 
with an average of 149 against an 
average of 80 for the preceding year. 

Sixty five prominent Club women 
from various of the sections of the 
state have been speakers. “We never 
ask a speaker to tell what she thinks 
but to explain what she knows. We 
do not deal in theories but in facts. 
A woman is asked to discuss a specific 
question because we know that she 
has had practical experience In the 
field under discussion,” said Mrs. 
Walker. 

The value of these discussions can 
never wane, for untried women are 
ever approaching new tasks, as of- 
ficers charge and moreover styles in 
Club management change. Such sub- 
jects as Aims and Purposes of Wo- 
men’s Clubs, Club Courtesies, Club 
Loyalties and Club Programs, show 
the scope of this year’s information 
to seekers of knowledge. 

On legislation, Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, 
chairman, in whose stead Mrs. Fred- 
erick E. Judd of Southampton re-! 
ported. It was said that the scope of 
this work was summed up in the 
statement that the committee has pre- 
sented current legislation at 100 meet- 
ings during the year. 

Perhaps the two outstanding 
achievements of the Americanization 
Department this year, according to 
Mrs. C. H. Danforth, State chairman, 
are the permanent exhibit of dolls 
showing the racial background of 
Massachusetts, assembled with the 
splendid co-operation of the Clubs of 
the State and the revised printed list 
of speakers and books on subjects con- 
nected with inter-racial unity in 
America. 

The work is still Americanization, 
but that is a word which is often miB-

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used and misunderstood and the Com- 
mittee feels that it is inadequate to 
express the scope and methods of our 
endeavors. “The work done by the 
Clubs has been more extensive and 
more effective this year than ever be- 
fore: but more and more these group 
efforts must be extended by Individual 
efforts; Individual study of conditions, 
causes and effects; individual friend- 
ships; individual determination to 
wipe out racial prejudice, especially 
in children. Prejudices and antago- 
nism are breeders of misunderstand- 
ing and hatred and of disrespect for 
American traditions and ideals. 

It must be realized that adjustment 
to a new environment must not be all 
on the part of the transplanted neigh- 
bors. To help the older American be- 
come readjusted to the presence of the 
newer racial groups In their midst and 
to inspire them to become well In- 
formed about them, Is one of the great- 
est tasks of those who are trying to 
help in the building of a unified and 
co-operative nation. 

The report on Civil Service, by Miss 
Marion C. Nichols, held unusually in- 
teresting information as to recent pro- 
gress in this field. Today the Merit 
System, of appointment, she stated, 
applies to three-quarters of the Fed- 
eral Civil Service, and to the greater 
part of the State and Municipal serv- 
ice as well as to many towns in the 
State. To Clubwomen who have gone 
on record as for Prohibition and Its 
enforcement, her quotation from Com- 
missibner Doran of the Prohibition 
Bureau was especially gratifying:' 
“There does not appear to be any 
doubt that the placing of the Prohibi- 
tion employees in the Civil Service 
has been a very effective step in the 
enforcement of the law.” In Massa- 
chusetts, “under the competent and 
impartial administration of Elliot H. 
Goodwin, there has been adopted a 
better plan for certification of labor- 
ers, a careful Inquiry as to character 
and court records of all candidates. 
Impartial enforcement may arouse an- 
tagonism as was shown when members 
of the Boston City Council vocifer- 
ously marched from City Hall to Bea- 
con Hill in protest against the seem- 
ingly wholesale discharges of city em- 
ployees — a march which ended In 
quiet retreat upon learning of the 
long series of court convictions which 
were unearthed prior to the orders 
for discharge”. Miss Nichols also 
told of Federal measures passed in 
the last year, chief of which was ex- 
tending the Civil Service law to the 
Superintendent of the Five Civilized 
Tribes in the Indian Service. 

For the Department of Interna- 
tional Relations, Mrs. Charles E. 
French, of Lowell, the chairman, in 
tracing the interests and duties of 
Clubwomen to their country and to 
the world, said: “The Massachusetts 
women are not informing themselves 
with the idea of becoming an advisory 
department of the government, but 
rather to establish an intelligent, 
firm background of citizenship upon 
which the government may rely. 
Powerful and tremendous as it is, the 
United States is supremely the land 
of the individual; as we make our- 
selves so do we make our country. 
And we are learning to say, though as 
yet we but lisp It, not only “My Coun- 
try”, but my world’’. 

Mrs. William G. Potter, director of 
the Third District, reported on infor- 
mal and social gatherings. Confer- 
ences, and the like which gave inspira- 
tion and valuable information. In 
terms of service, these 18 Clubs, with 
a little less than 3,000 members, not 
only gave to war veterans, to clinics, 
to the blind, to the aged and unfortu- 
nate, but added the care of a family 
of three, all honor students in High 
School, that they might continue their 
work in Normal School. Presidents’ 
Days, Neighborhood Days, and New 
England Days at the Club meetings 
brought out delightful exhibits of old 
silver, china, glass, shawls and sam- 
plers, as well as the genius of mem- 
bers in writing papers. One Club had 
the unique evening entertainment of 
a sculptor modelling a figure in clay 
for the audience, a most interesting 
development of a beautiful head and 
face. 

Mrs. Philip H. Tirrell. director of 
Eighth District, told of delightful ce- 
lebrations of her Clubs, being espe- 
cially proud or the Golden Anniver- 
sary of Malden Old and New, of 
the 35th for Reading Woman’s Club 
and of the 30th for both Melrose High- 
lands and Stoneham Clubs. Two 
Clubs have set themselves to a worth- 
while task — the extermination of the 
unfriendly mosquito — Kosmos Club of 
Wakefield and the Melrose Woman’s 
Club. It may be prophecied that real 
estate men will now have the best of 
wiles to beguile new residents to these 
locations. The philanthropies and 
splendid interests of charity received 
attentiou in this district as in all oth- 
ers, with Red Cross, volunteer service, 
scholarships, student loans, aiding un- 
der-nourished children, giving enter- 
tainment and rides to inmates of 
Homes for the aged, and such gifts of 
good cheer, but the innovation that at- 
tracted attention was the presenting 
of canary birds to Institutions, the 
“feathered songsters giving much 
pleasure to shut-ins”! 

Mrs. Lewis R. Hovey, director of the 
Tenth District, which comprises Mer- 
rimac Valley, has the pround distinc- 
tion of representing a Club that has 
for membership 1,000 — the Middlesex 
Club of Lowell. She has, too, the 
Club that is leading in the splendid 
enterprise of agitating for a clean 
river — the Merrimac — with a meeting 
called of officers of all surrounding 
Clubs by the West Newbury Woman’s 
Club, resulting in defluite work ul- 
ready accomplished. 

Mrs. P. M. Lyuch, iu a report of 
eight typed pages of the magnificeut 
accomplishments of tne 14th District, 
of which she is director, might well 
have been telling of the works of the 
State Federation, for every field of 
activity was covered. In proof of 
many mighty works, tho list wus In- 
spiring. One study Club fiuanced a 
dental clinic iu the public schools, 
plunted trees, shrubs und flowers in 
public pluces, contributed books to 
hospitals and libraries, gave veterans, 
also, seeds for gardens, ami contrib- 
uted u prize for the best school yard 
in town. Among other Clubs there 
were sponsored debates, foreign-bom 
mothers were ontertuluud. aud taught 
practically sewing, reading, and a 


multitude of worthwhile things; milk 
and hot nourishment was furnished 
school children; Christmas trees, toys, 
clothing were given; skating rinks 
built; street signs put up; hospitals 
and nursing associations aided; week- 
ly papers, business firms and organiz- 
ations boomed; gifts sent to shut-ins; 
girls scouts helped; colleges given 
funds; study programs sent to busyi 
farm women; firemen, policemen, vet- 
erans, Red Cross, the blind, clinics, 
needlework guilds, community chests, 
the needy, scholarships, garden prizes, 
and essay prizes, playgrounds, town 
improvements such as rubbish con- 
tainers, preservation of historic spots 
— the list of those aided and encour- 
aged gave indication of thought and 
kindness for others that would have 
missed much sunshine and happiness 
except for these Clubwomen. The out- 
standing big event of this district and 
one that must have been most fasci- 
nating was the “Boost Holyoke Car- 
nival” successfully put on last Sep- 
tember. The Holyoke Street Railway 
supplied the place, Mountain Park, at 
the foot of Mt. Tom, industries co- 
operated in putting on an Industrial 
Revue at the Casino, and one thou- 
sand Clubwomen on committees ran 
a merry-go-round, a dance hall, fire 
works by night, ran soda fountains, 
hot-dog stands, theatres, sold all man- 
ner of edibles, served suppers, held a 
fashion show, a circus and a midway. 
It was estimated that between 10,000 
and 12,000 people went to the affair. 
All of which gives indication that 
while the District is proud to have 
contributed so many leading officials 
to the State Federation they in turn, 
have cause to be proud of the efficien- 
cy aqd intiative of their District! 

With the first reading of Resolu- 
tions by the chairman, Mrs. Robert J. 
Culbert, the very full afternoon ses- 
sion ended. 

A wonderful evening of music 
opened iu Convention Hall at 8:15 
o’clock, as was attested by the out- 
pouring of Clubwomen who thronged 
the hall to overflowing, and even sat 
on the steps and stood outside. This 
real Festival, under the chairmanship 
of Amy Young Burns, given by thirty- 
four choral groups of 734 voices, as- 
sisted by members of the Boston Wo- 
men’s Symphony orchestra and John 
Hermann Loud and Minnie Stratton 
Watson, pianists, was a notable pro- 
gram. 

Newton had the honor of being re- 
presented by the Auburndale Woman’s 
Club Chorus In this group of singers. 

The Thursday morning session 
(May 16th) was opened with greet- 
ings by Mrs. Walter A. Hall of 
Swampscott, director of the Ninth Dis- 
trict which includes the Clubs of the 
North Shore. It was with deep regret 
that the absence of Mrs. Emory A. 
Leighton of Everett. Federation his- 
torian, was noted. Mrs. Leighton who 
was listed on the program for a mes- 
sage recently met with a serious ac- 
cident, breaking her left shoulder as 
the result of a fall. 

The assembly was much touched, by 
this announcement from Mrs. Packard 
of the serious accident which has be- 
fallen the Federation’s beloved hitor- 
ian. ‘‘But’’ said Mrs. Packard, “she 
with her indomitable courage says she 
is coming to the biennial council of 
the General Federation.” A conven- 
tion message of love and sympathy 
was dispatched. 

In her greetings to the convention 
Mrs. Hall said that many times last 
year the present General Federation 
director, on the platform and in the 
press referred to Swampscott as the 
“Eden of Massachusetts.” “We who 
lived here were at first a bit per- 
turbed”, said Mrs Hall. “We always 
associated a serpent with the Garden 
of Eden, and although our town is 
unusually fine, it is made up of human , 
beings, and we wondered if by chance, 
Mrs. Potter had discovered some of 
onr weaknesses. However, knowing : 
her characteristics of always seeing 
the best in everybody and realizing, 
too, that if some unpleasant condition 
had been forced upon her attention, 
her innate courtesy would have pre- 
vented her from mentioning it. we 
drew a long breath and decided that 
she referred to the scenic beauty of 
the place.” 

“We feel, that as Nature is respon- 
sible, not we, that it is not becoming 
for us to say that we agree with her. 
Here we can offer you the actual beau- 
ty of color and space, which symbo- 
lizes enriched lives and the opportuni- 
ty for service. Here, too, we have a 
Tree of Knowledge, but for its flour- 
ishing condition we have to thank you 
Club women. It existed before you 
came, but these many years you have 
nurtured it with your love and grafted 
upon it many fruits. There are those 
that are especially beautiful in their 
flowering, as music and art and then

To the Editor 
Newton Graphic: 

One who was present at the Massa- 
chusetts High School band competi- 
tion at Claflin Field on May 11 and a 
week later at the New England con- 
test in Boston, cannot help but regret 
the poor showing of our Newton High 
band in comparison with* the other 
bands heard at these contests. Many 
of these bands came from schools 
much smaller In size and probably in- 
ferior in facilities. It is true that 
Newton High won a cup for having 
the best girl drum major, but it is a 
rather poor consolation to bask in the 
reflected glory of a capable young lady. 

That the poor showing of the High 
School band is not due to its leader 
Mr. Spaulding is evident from the fact 
that the Warren Junior High School 
band, under the same leader, attained 
high honors. The writer does not feel 
that the poor showing is due entirely 
to lack of Interest on the part of the 
members of the band, most of whom 
have practised faithfully. The writer 
feels that a considerable part of the 
trouble is due to a lack of support 
from the school itself, both on the part 
of the student body and the teaching 
body. Ernest support and encourage- 
ment from these sources would lead 
to more enthusiastic work on the part 
of the band members, a better quality 
of music and a more honorable posi- 
tion among high school bands in this 
state. 

At both of these band competitions 
one could not but admire not only the 
music, but the fine appearance and 
discipline of these young players. At 
the New England competition held in 
Boston but a mere handful of specta- 
tors were present to hear the concert 
and to witness the fine spectacle 
which the dozen school bands af- 
forded. 

One of our citizens recently re- 
marked that he thought that too 
much time was being given to this 
musical training in the schools. It 
seems to me that the one hour re- 
hearsal each week is fully as valuable 
an investment of time as the two 
hours or more spent every afternoon 
in the week by the members of our 
athletic squads and I do wish to be 
understood as decrying the interest 
and work put into athletics. 

At the competition in Newton, 
Mayor Childs stated that training in 
music was a valuable use of spare 
time, therefore the student body and 
authorities of the Newton High School 
should get behind their hand and 
make it a more prominent feature of 
their school life.

those which their sturdy growth, bring 
strength and life, as Americanization 
and public health. The fruits,' all so 
different, but all spherical In form, for 
begin where you will to analyze 
them, there is never an end. Year by 
year, the tree flourishes more and 
more and the branches grow thicker 
and the fruit more perfect.’’ 

"Perhaps," ended Mrs. Hall, "You 
prefer this definition of Eden, the 
world of great, simple things, where 
contentment meets us and takes us by 
the hand. Here, during your visit, is 
the federation world — of things great, 
because of their possibilities and sim- 
ple, because they are so elemental and 
we can find contentment because of 
the satisfaction we feel at being a 
part of them.” 

The Art chairman, Mrs. Henry W. 
Chamberlain, in her report combined 
practical suggsetions and much amuse- 
ment. Quite prepared to be consid- 
ered undignified, and sacreligious as 
to her attitude toward Art spelled 
with a large A, she advocated the 
wisdom of selling art to the public, 
be it as tooth paste, gum, novels, and 
even religion today is being heralded 
in advertising of art. She told of her 
experiences in choosing merchandise 
for Filene’s window during Art Week, 
and also in decorating the Cape Cod 
Cottage at Gilchrist’s — with the store 
people selecting for fashion, and the 
committee of judges then choosing 
from these the correct articles as to 
art. The choice of furniture resulted 
in the ordering in some cases of spe- 
cial pieces made, and this improve- 
ment would, as she clearly showed, 
if advocated and demanded by cus- 
tomers in all fields make for marked 
advance in artistic environment — ra- 
ther than silently accepting what is 
to be had, and which is “less good”. 

She caused much laughter on the 
fashion question when she asked the 
women to look about among the many 
print dresses present, and asked how 
many could judge which were the 
best for design — not necessarily the 
ones they liked best! Her plea for 
interest in "art”, with a Committee, 
in the Clubs, that really would be 
helped by all members, had its best 
argument in her very practical 
methods of presenting her topic. 

Equally practical and of value was 
the work of the Literature Committee, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Harlan 
T. Stetson, with outlines of study 
courses, including the Bible as Litera- 
ture, Modern Poetry, Travel In 
Literary London, Modern Novel, and 
lists of Books, and of actable Plays, 
all of which may be had by the Clubs, 
and which made the Committee feel 
as though they had gone into the 
publishing business. Ideas for pro- 
grams, and lists of producable plays, 
such as the Committee has prepared, 
are of incalculable value for Club 
use. 

Mrs. del Castillo created quite a 
sensation where she spoke forcibly on 
the crisis in America due to “too 
much canned Music” 

’’Music today in this country is in a 
very dangerous state,” she declared 
Madame Mina del Castillo of Cam- 
bridge, chairman of the Division of 
music in the General Federation”, she 
says "We are rapidly becoming a 
mechanized nation, musically, as well 
as otherwise. This is a very critical 
period in the history of our music life. 

"There is no encouragement for 
young musicians today, and eventual- 
ly it will mean that there will not be 
any professional musicians. They say 
there are 200 musicians in the bread- 
line in New York city every day. 

"But there is one thing you can do 
about it”, Madame del Castillo coun- 
selled her audience. “Write your the- 
atre managers, tell them we are get- 
ting canned music in our homes and 
we would like to hear real music in 
the theatres.” 

Continuing on the subject of music 
Mrs. Amy Young Burks, State chair- 
man of this Department declared that 
“Community singing is the best me- 
dium for community sociability, as it 
presents and opportunity not only for 
general espression in song, but also 
for each person in the audience to par- 
ticipate.” In speaking of choral work, 
she said that fundamentally, musical 
development in any community must 
come through choral singing. It is the 
primitive basic musical expression. 
All higher forms of music develop 
from group singing. 

In her opinion the salvation of the 
future music in America lies in our 
public schools. If the coming genera- 
tions can be trained to appreciate in- 
telligently the best in music, as they 
are taught to appreciate the best liter- 
ature, there will arise in this country 
a great mass of music-loving people 
who will revolutionize the present 
state of what is called "popular mu- 
sic". The only way that the undesira- 
ble future of the present jazz craze 
can ever be eliminated is by substitut- 
ing something better. 

Mrs. Burns went on to say that the 
child with his musical mind largely 
unspoiled is the field In which the 
good seed is sown. Once implanted 
in his mind, it will never leave him. 
When there has been instilled Into his 
heart that mysterious thing called 
love of music no one thing can ever 
take it away. It will make him hap- 
pier, it will comfort him, it will bring 
him nearer to true living and is not 
all this of educational value? Public 
schools ought to have the enthusiastic 
support of every true lover of the 
art.” 

"As to the home with the wealth of 
musical literature at our disposal, 
ranging from simple nursery song 
through folk and hymn tunes, light 
opera and modern songs on up to the 
best that has been written in opera, 
oratorio or for all kinds of musical 
Instruments and with the further as- 
set of the radio, phonograph and 
player piano, it would seem that there 
is little excuse for neglect of chil- 
dren's musicul education among pa- 
rents toduy. 

That the Clubwomen of Massachu- 
setts huve contributed to various 
good causes the past year no less thuu 
$102,202 was the gratifying announce- 
ment of Mrs. Azel A. Packard, presi- 
dent. 

This result of the so culled presi- 
dent’s questioniiuire murks the sum 


total that 298 of the nearly 400 clubs 
In the State have Individually raised 
for welfare work. 

Probably one of the most interest- 
ing reports of the Convention was 
thnt given by Miss Alice F. Titus, 
editor of Federation Topics, in which 
the management feels that this ninth 
season has been one of unusual pros- 
perity, not so much in the balance left 
In the treasury as In the service, 
which has been given to the Club wo- 
men of Massachusetts and in their en- 
thusiastic response. Numerically, a 
higher goal than ever before has been 
reached, printing a maximum of 6500 
copies per issue with a total of 176 
pages. 

The keen Interest shown in the 
official publication the past year is 
due chiefly to the excellent support of 
the contributing editors, the Federa- 
tion leaders, whose vision and master- 
ly grasp of affairs give tone and 
authority to Its contents. 

Subscription committees, State and 
Club, have borne their very full share 
of the responsibility with amazing 
readiness; clubs have been most help- 
ful in shnring newsy Items; and ad- 
vertisers have lent a dignified note 
to the publication and in turn have 
received the interest and support of 
readers. 

The Hundred Per Cent Honor Roll 
has been increasingly popular this 
year enrolling 36 clubs, which is 10 
more than last year. For Clubs which 
found it Impractical to have every 
member subscribe the 10 per cent hon- 
orable mention list met with favor 
with 72 Clubs. 

Considerable space has been given 
this year to publicity of the Thirteenth 
Biennial Council of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs to be held 
at Swampscott the last of May. In 
honor of this convention in Massachu- 
setts, Federation Topics will bring 
out a special number of the June is- 
sue, 36 pages, with many exclusive 
articles and profusely illustrated. 
There will be 8000 copies of this num- 
ber printed and a complimentary copy 
will be presented to every visiting 
Club woman from out of the State. 
This edition is in charge of a special 
editorial board. 

Close to the hearts of the many 
newspaper women from all over the 
state at the convention press table, 
was the expression of appreciation of 
their accurate, enthusiastic work, 
voiced by Mrs Packard as she pre- 
sented the State press chairman, Miss 
Carolyn J. Peck. 

That Miss Peck’s task Is an amaz- 
ing one, with daily and weekly reports 
to be sent to all the papers carrying 
Club News, and with endless copying 
of chairmen's reports, especially at 
Convention time, was most humorously 
brought home to the delegates by her 
quaint story in comparison, of the dog 
that chased a cat, and cornered her on 
a post where she swelled up with in- 
dignation, her tail and body becoming 
so appalling to the daring dog that he 
slunk away, saying in horror, “I didn’t 
know you were so big!” The Club- 
women after hearing her report might 
well have said the same in admiration 
of Miss Peck’s achievements. 

Mrs. Leon E. White, Radio director 
in the Department of Press and Pub- 
licity, declared the outlook for “air 
publicity” optimistic, with success so 
assured, that she simply expects to 
stand by another year and weave the 
wealth of talent into half-hour periods 
of entertainment for stay-at-homes. 
She will odd studio lectures, Club 
choruses, talks on composers musical- 
ly illustrated, one-act plays, and such 
interesting presentations. She stated 
that in two years there had been built 
up a dependable clientele of over one 
hundred guest artists, striving to get 
acquainted with the unseen audience, 
and she expressed her admiration for 
the talented Clubwomen who have 
been so generous in response to her 
appeals. Fifty-two programs, twenty- 
one paragraphs weekly in the papers, 
proved the co-operation of Mr. John 
Shepard, 3d., ami of the editors, whose 
courtesy she appreciated. 

Mrs. Horace B. Gale, director of the 
Twelfth District, began her report 
with a quotation from Herbert Hoov- 
er: "We no longer have the right to 
think in terms of our own generation," 
and stated that her district has lived 
up to this ideal, in combining the dig- 
nity of tradition with the energy of 
today in many important achieve- 
ments to their credit. Newton was 
glad to have her mention the Newton 
Community Club for combining so- 
ciability while promoting friendly re- 
lations with raising money; the Waban 
Woman’s Club for getting out the 
voters last Fall: the Newtonville Wo- 
man’s Club for changing polling places 
from upper floor rooms to street 
level; the Newton Highlands Woman’s 
Club for giving a radio set to the 
Hyde School; the Juniors of Auburn- 
dale and West Newton for their fine 
work for the sick, and for raising 
money for charitable purposes; the 
Newton Upper Falls Woman’s Club 
for its history as read at their tenth 
birthday celebration; and last, but by 
no means least, the Auburndale Review 
Club for being the only Club in the 
Twelfth District that is subscribed 100 
per cent, membership to Federation 
Topics. The pride naturally felt for 
such mention in a report that must 
necessarily be brief certainly is par- 
donable as well. Reports for the dis- 
trict show that about $14,300 was raised 
for charitable purposes, and $2,700 was 
given for scholarships. The Needham 
New Century Club presented films for 
the moving picture machine at the 
High School, and Milford and Hope- 
dale Clubs gave tickets for Club 
meetings to High School seniors who 
obtained the highest averages in 
their studies. The Natick Woman's 
Club assisted materially the Girl 
Sfcouts, and had the honor of having on 
their platform at the District Confer- 
ence a former State Federation pre- 
sident — ono of their Club members— 
Mrs. Henry C. Mulligan, who also en- 
tertained with n review of "Old-Town 
Folks" whose historic setting wus 
South Natick'. 

The Wellesley Hills Woman’s Club 
has the distinction of a history of the 
Club written by Mrs. Gunmltel Brad- 
ford, a woman of old New England 
stock. 

From the director of the Sixth Dis- 
trict, that of Boston, Mrs. William J. 
McDonald, caino the word that her 
District has the distinction (in equal 
proportion to the number of Clubs) 
of having more diversified aims and 


purposes than any other in the state. 
Five Clubs are devoted to study, eight 
soley for charity, five music Clubs, 
nine interested In those coming from 
the New England states, Canada and 
Italy. Six are affiliated organizations, 
four are auxiliaries In the fullest 
sense of the word to large organiza- 
tions. Over half of the district be- 
longs to the General Federation. Five 
new Clubs have been welcomed dur- 
ing the year, making a total of 62. 

She gave her Information with a 
sense of humor that the delegates en- 
joyed Immensely. Declaring thnt the 
director is the link between the Fed- 
eration and the Clubs, she said she 
"hoped not the missing link”. Enum- 
erating her many visits to Clubs, and 
the work she has followed up for the 
Federation, It was not to be wondered 
at that she was seldom at home. In 
this connection she brought down the 
house when she cited the reply of her 
maid over the telephone to a very per 
sistent caller, who would not be turned 
away, even after she was told that 
Mrs. MacDonald could’ be reached only 
before 8 in the morning and after 6 
at night. "But where is she, Mary?" 
queried the persistent one. "Sure, I 
don’t know,” came back Mary’s an- 
swer, "but I suppose she’s federating!”

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The splendid hospital for women, 
on Parker Hill, the new home for 
nurses, home for undernourished 
children in the country, one for aged 
couples in Augusta, Maine, loan funds 
for students, and scholarships, were 
just a few of the fine bits of work of 
the Club in her District that she 
could report. 

Clubs in the Fourth District have 
done so many splendid things that 
Mrs. Thomas G. Rees, its director, de- 
clared that ‘‘still the wonder grew how 
one small , year could carry all they 
do”. The youngest Club— DeNorman- 
die Women’s Club — emptied its treas- 
ury for needs of the Children’s Hospi- 
tal. The Brookline Woman’s Club 
raised $3,400 in a single day of a Car- 
nival, for its philanthropies: and in 
April took over the Repertory Theatre 
one Saturday night and earned $1,214. 
which it gave to the Children's Hospi- 
tal. For scholarships this Club gave 
$1,075 and to other good causes 
$4,420 this year. For 17 years the La- 
dies’ Unity Club has had the unique 
and delightful self-imposed task of 
providing a comfortable home for ten 
old ladies. As Mrs. Rees quaintly 
said they must make their money first, 
and then they must make their money 
last! The Jamaica Plain Tuesday 
Club has made the historic Loring- 
Greenough Mansion its property, and 
had the joy of opening it on May day 
for the sixth David Greenough who 
came thither to celebrate his wedding, 
and the beloved home of his ancestors, 
saved and restored, smiled a welcome 
to their boy and his bride. Teas are 
held here each afternoon from Novem- 
ber to April for funds to beautify the 
house and garden. And speaking of 
brides and weddings, Mrs. Rees report- 
ed that the Women in Council and the 
Roxburgh Club which amalgamated 
last year have had a happy honey- 
moon draw to a close, and they are now 
settled down to a useful married life. 
This director has the satisfaction of 
three Clubs with 100 per cent sub 
scription to Federation Topics. 

A most inspiring example of what 
enthusiastic women can do was given 
when Grace Morrison Poole, who has 
worked so faithfully for the completion 
of the Helen A. Whittier Fund for a 
Memorial Scholarship in honor of this 
former president of the Federation, 
called for volunteer subscripti-ui to 
• complete the Fund, after her report of 
its status, still $500 short of the sum 
hoped for. In less than fifteen min- 
utes, as she went down among the 
women present, she had collected be- 
tween $700 and $$00, so oversubscrib- 
ing the $3,000 goal. This scholarship 
for a student of Art, who could not 
otherwise develop her talent, is fitting, 
indeed, to bear the name of this, the 
fourth president of the State Federa'- 
tion, for Miss Whittier was herself 
an artist, working at sculpture eight 
hours a day, studying in America and 
Paris, where her brother-in-law was 
American Consul, and studying also 
Japanese art in Japan, and early 
Egyptian art in Egypt. She would be 
happy, indeed, to know that, in mem- 
ory of her, the Club she served had 
given opportunity to those who were 
talented in the same manner as was 
such a joy to herself. Mrs. Poole 
had put across in her usual effective 
way the task she undertook for the 
New England Woman’s Club, which 
Club gave a larger sum than any to- 
ward this Memorial, and spurred all 
forward to see it accomplished, since 
their Club claimed her as one of its 
most faithful of workers. 

The morning session closed with the 
report of Mrs. William H. Emerson. 
I chairman of Credentials, and this 
showed official registration of 33 
State delegates, 582 Club delegates 
representing 225 Clubs, of which 142 
were 100 percent registered. 

Report of the very successful Press 
Luncheon on Thursday, with an- 
nouncement of winners of prizes for 
News Stories, the resolutions adopted 
as to Katherine Lee Bates, and those 
for presentation to the Biennial Coun- 
cil of the General Federation, the af- 
ternoon reports of Thursday, the eve- 
ning address by Governor Allen, and 
Friday’s reports and election of offi- 
cers, must go over until next week, 
however much we regret the lack of 
space to tell all the interesting story 
of the State Meeting in one edition of 
the Column. We will not wait to say. 
however, on the Press Contest, that 
Newton is proud that to one of her 
Press Chairmen, Mrs. Ernest F. Drew, 
of the Auburndnle Review Club and 
Christian Era Study Club, comes the 
: honor of houoruble mention among 
seven so picked from 43 contestants, 
for her story on Club programs of the 
Auburndale Review Club entitled "In- 
novations”. The Editor of the Column 
in offering her congratulations will 
add that she is not a bit surprised, 
for Mrs. Drew’s stories for the Column 
have been interesting, newsy, peppy, 
accurate, correct iu form, ami her 
promptness and effciency have been a 
Joy through the year to au editor who 
could rely on her dependability, and 
had no worry over the arrival of in- 
formation in time, and in readable 
copy.

The Mather Class 


The Mather Class held its final 
meeting of the season last Sunday 
morning at the Newton Centre Wom- 
an’s Club House. 

After the long summer vacation the 
Class will resume its regular Sunday 
morning meetings on the first Sun- 
day In October, which will be Octo- 
ber 6, 1929, at 9:50 a. m., at the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club House. 

Prof. Klrtley F. Mather conducted 
the meeting last Sunday and took for 
the subject of his address, “The Gen- 
ius of Modernity”, based on the third 
and last main division of Walter 
Lippman’s new book, “A Preface to 
Morals." 

With the dissolution of the ancient 
order of religion and ethics, people 
tend to look elsewhere for the founda- 
tion of their philosophy and a satis- 
factory moral code. 

There is a lot of irrational trouble 
in the world. If pain were a rational 
punishment, it would be comprehens- 
ible, but so much evil falls on the In- 
nocent, it becomes hard to under- 
stand. 

The infinite power of God seems 
to conflict with His Infinite love. In 
the Old Testament His power is ex- 
alted at the expense of His goodness. 
Yahweh appears sometimes to be as 
capricious as an Oriental despot 

In the 5th of 4th century B. C. the 
Book of Job emphasizes the fact that 
the goodness of Jehovah Is too won- 
derful for man to understand. It Is 
different from human goodness. Job 
determines to make the best of things 
as he finds them. What seems evil 
would be good If our minds were not 
so limited. The world Is not con- 
trolled by human desires. 

Evil tests human character. Man 
has to bear trouble and thus prove 
himself. He has to go through suffer- 
ing to achieve goodness. It is incor- 
rect and beside the mark to say that 
God might just as well have made 
men good In the first place. If man 
were automatically good and could 
not help himself, that would be noth- 
ing but an automatic response to ex- 
ternal conditions and not goodness at 
all. You have to achieve It from 
within or It Is not goodness. God per- 
mits us freedom to work out our own 
goodness for ourselves. 

God’s purposes do not necessarily 
always coincide with our own, but 
there Is something in the universe 
that responds to man, and to which 
man responds. Therefore, there is 
enough similarity between nature and 
mankind to make a great deal of the 
universe understandable to man. 

Job’s God does not minister to hu- 
man desires, but is a God of imper- 
sonal reality, who teaches us to ac- 
cept life maturely. 

Man needs to be equipped to 
conquer evil. First, we must explain 
it, so as to be able to deal with it. 
Evil is not a quality of things as 
such, but of our relation to it. Pain 
in the abstract is meaningless. It 
is important only to those who suffer. 
Things are neutral. They are sig- 
nificant only as we experience them. 
The attitude of man toward things 
is something of great consequence. 

A disinterested mind, harmonious 
with self and with reality, Is greatly 
to be desired. Their disinterested- 
ness means the higher interestedness, 
not in lower or temporal affairs, but 
In remote and eternal values. 

What 1 b virtue? It is some quality 
which cannot be depended on to work 
automatically. It transcends ordi- 
nary impulses. It 1 b no virtue to eat 
when you are hungry, because you 
do that anyway. Courage is a virtue, 
because the impulse is, for some, to 
run away. For such people this par- 
ticular virtue transcends Immediate 
desires. Their first impulse is to flee. 
It is not instinctive or natural for 
them to be courageous and fight trou- 
ble when it comes their way. It is, 
therefore, a virtue when they show 
any courage, because it is not some- 
thing that they do anyway and by 
instinct, like eating when hungry. 

There is no vice or virtue for the 
infant, because the infant responds 
only to what touches it immediately. 

Mature people should overcome the 
inertia of their impulses, which tend 
to make them respond to the obvious 
fragments of instant pleasure or pain. 
Virtue appertains to remote rather 
than immediate results. 

Where morals rest on the Bible, 
there is a definite and positive au- 
thority. Here is no problem of un- 
belief where the ancient tradition is 
alive. Those who do not trust the 
authority of the Bible huve to find a 
new basis of virtues and morals, und 
that is a serious problem. 

True insight is fruitful in high re- 
ligion. Just what is high religion is 
not very obvious, but it is expected 
and intended to be an Improvement 
on the ordinary popular religion. One 
suggestion is that morality should be 
disentangled from its metaphysical 
framework. 

Popular religion is supposed to 
support the idea that the universe is 
governed by an external force. High 
religion puts some sort of responsi- 
bility for something on humun beings. 
There is power inherent in the uni- 
verse, inborn in man. Man Is not, 
however, going it alone blindly. He 


is not charged with the necessity of 
doing everything by himself. There 
is a cooperative tendency in the uni- 
verse which works with man. 

In the greatest businesses the ten- 
dency is to regard big responsibilities 
and ertensive power as a sort of 
trust. Thus some problems relating 
to private property are approaching 
a solution. 

Government is not superimposed on 
man. The real law Is the multitude 
of little decisions made daily. Power 
to act and compel obedience Is not 
centralized. Commands require inter- 
action In order to be fulfilled. 

In sex relations there Is more than 
mere reproduction of the species. A 
successful marriage must necessarily 
promote the inherent abilities of both 
parties. There are spiritual values 
of the utmost importance. 

We have a satisfactory foundation 
for our beliefs in our experiences 
with life. Man is a partner with the 
universe. He is, to a certain extent, 
controlled and restricted by forces 
outside himself. Within those re- 
strictions he is free to struggle and 
achieve goodness. There are well- 
springs of power and faith which he 
may use if he will. He can and 
should learn how to think as well as 
how to worship. 

The closing social event of the sea- 
son for the Class was the big Mather 
Class Banquet at the First Baptist 
Church in Newton Centre, May 16. 
This was an appropriate climax to a 
most successful season. There was 
a large and enthusiastic attendance, 
as was most fitting for so important 
an organization. 

During the excellent dinner there 
was the usual community singing. 

’ The president, Willis E. Pattison, 
gave the address of welcome, and 
presided throughout the festivities. 
He did a noble share of the enter- 
taining himself in Ills own delight- 
fully entertaining manner. Wit and 
wisdom flowed freely. 

Mr. and Mrs. Montague Ford con- 
tributed many varied musical selec- 
tions. There were songs, piano, vio- 
lin, vibraphone and original compo- 
sitions. The vibraphone is an elec- 
trical apparatus of Intricate and 
costly design, generously loaned by 
Louis Haffermehl. It gives a remark- 
able and very beautiful vibrating 
melody of extraordinary and unusual 
quality, and was greatly enjoyed. The 
original songs were extremely per- 
sonal to the Mather Class and sin- 
cerely appreciated. 

The secretary, Mrs. Plckersglll, 
gave a splendid and exhaustive re- 
port of the many varied activities and 
achievements of the Class for the 
past year. There are 140 members. 
The total attendance has been 1,749. 
Six Sunday evening Round Tables 
have been held. A bulletin covering 
the subjects of the meetings has been 
published. One member donated 60 
new hymn books. Monthly socials in 
the nature of Class parties have been 
held. Fourteen books have been in 
thO Class Library this year. Several 
outside speakers have addressed the 
Class when Prof. Mather was away. 
The religious drama, “Saint Claudia”, 


was presented in Cambridge and 
Newton Centre during the Easter sea- 
son and was an Impressive, religious 
contribution, magnificently rendered, 
to the community observance of 
Easter. 

The treasurer, Harry Sutton, made 
a report that was brief and highly 
satisfactory. The Class has met its 
obligations and has a healthy cash 
balance on hand. 

Mrs. Sutton, for the nominating 
committee, presented a list of officers 
for the coming year. They were all 
unanimously elected. They are as 
follows:

Each one spoke at length regarding 
numerous things of interest to the 
Class, such as the achievements of 
the past, the excellent situation at 
present, and the bright future ahead.

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Fourth Fire In Objectionable 

Structure On California Street 

Old Real Estate Office Destroyed — Object of Controversy for 
Long Time 


The little building at 451 California 
street, Newtonville, which for a long- 
time has been a source of controversy 
between its owner, Peter Blake, the 
City of Newton and property owners 
in its neighborhood, was destroyed by 
Are at 4:45 Wednesday morning. The 
Are, the fourth to occur in the struc- 
ture in about a month's time, was 
caused, according to the report of the 
Fire Department by Blake throwing 
kerosene on a Are. 

The building, which was about 20 
feet square and of flimsy construction 
was erected many years ago by the 
Adelman Real Estate Company to 
serve as a temporary oAlce while the 
surrounding area was being sold for 
house lots by this concern. For many 
years the building was not used and 
it was appreciably damaged by boys 
and the weather. On July 11, 1922 
the small lot of land on which the 
structure stood, together with the 
building, was sold by Aaron Adelman 
to persons named Dugan. A mortgage 
on the property was taken by Peter 
Blake, and his wife Mary Blake, of 
Watertown. About a year later the 
Blakes foreclosed the mortgage and 
took possession of the property. 


could convert the building into a dwel 
ling and build a garage under it. At 
a meeting of the Board' of Aldermen 
on February 2nd, 1925, the petition 
was given leave to withdraw. On Janu- 
ary 17, 1927 a similar petition was 
presented to the Board of Aldermen 
by the Blakes. This petition was not 
acted upon by the Board until the 
following October, when it was re- 
fused. Again, this year another peti- 
tion was received asking that the 
building be allowed to remain in its 
position near the street and be used 
as a dwelling. 

On April 26 at 2.05 p. m., Hose 8 
was called to the place to extinguish 
at Are. Neighbors telephoned thd 
alarm. The Aremen found that a mat- 
tress had caught Are and the blaze 
had spread to the Aoor of the old 
structure. Blake, who was living 
alone at the place, had, according to 
the report of the Fire Department, ap- 
parently been smoking while lying on 
the mattress. On May 8, at 6:45 p. m. 
Hose 8 was again called to extinguish 
a Are in the building. According to 
the Aremen, Blake had started a Are 
in the little Areplace of the structure, 
poised as it was on a pile of ties. The 



The lot, triangular in shape, and 
containing somewhat over 4000 
square feet of land is peculiarly lo- 
cated. It is bounded on one of its 
sides by the Metropolitan Parkway 
Reservation which extends along the 
Charles River. It fronts on Califor- 
nia street and on its third side it is 
bounded by a narrow right of way 
known as Parkway road. It is in a 
private residence zone so any building 
located on it must have a setback of 
25 feet from any street. Several years 
ago the Metropolitan Commission dis- 
covered that the little dilapidated 
building was located nearer than 25 
feet to the reservation and ordered 
Blake to move it. He obeyed the or- 
der and the structure was moved near- 
ly to the street line on California 
street, which under the Zoning Ordin- 
ance of Newton is illegal. The build- 
ing, projecting as it does, out much 
nearer the street than any other build- 
ing in the neighborhood, and standing 
on piles of ties, was an eyesore to the 
locality. 

On January 19, 1925, the Blakes pe- 
titioned the Board of Aldermen for a 
waiver of the setback line so that he, 


Are spead to the Aoor timbers and the 
Aremen cut a hole in the Aoor to get 
at the blaze. The next night, May 
8th, at 8 p. m., Hose 8 was driven 
for a third time to 451 California 
street. According to the report of the 
Fire Department, Blake had placed a 
piece of wire netting over the hole in 
the Aoor cut by the Aremen the pre- 
ceding evening and had started a 
Are on it. 

People owning property in the vici- 
nity, thought “enough is enough” and 
signed a petition containing about 50 
names which was left at City Hall to 
be read to the Board of Aldermen at 
the meeting next Monday night. The 
petition denounced Blake’s building 
as a menace to the neighborhood and 
demanded that it be removed. The Are 
yesterday morning partly removed 
the structure: the roof, one side and 
much of the interior having been 
burned. The chimney of Aeld stones, 
shown in the accompanying picture, 
(which was taken before the last Are) 
was torn down by order of the Build- 
ings Commissioner. It is probable 
that the remainder of the structure 
will be ordered removed.

Historical Pageant 
Presented Saturday 

Eliot Church Presents Interesting 
Affair 


On last Saturday evening, in the 
beautiful gardens of the H. I. Harri 
inan estate, 825 Centre street, begin 
ning at the sunset hour and continu 
ing through the early hours of the 
evelnng a very interesting and slgnl 
Acant pageant, "The Spirit of Eliot 
Church” was presented. 

The Pageant, which unfolded the 
history of tills church, was compiled 
by iVrs. C. D. Kepner and staged under 
the direction of Miss Bessie M. Strat- 
ton, Director of Religious Education 
of the Eliot Church. The eighty-five 
years of history of the church formed 
a rich background for the Pageant. 
From the early days when John Eliot 
preached to the Indians In the forest, 
down through the burning of the Sec- 
ond Meeting House and the erection 
of the present Church building to the 
events of today, dramatic historical in 
cidents and episodes were woven into 
a beautiful and stirring spectacle as 
varied and charming as the history 
of the church itself. 

Over 200 people took part in the 
pageant. Especially effective was the 
decent of Chief VVaban and his braves 
from a distant hill and their meeting 
with John Eliot and his friends. The 
dance of the Aames and the ashes de- 
picting the burning of the Second 
Meeting House, January 16, 1887, was 
perhaps the most artistic feature of 
the whole pageant.

Traffic Jams Nonantum Square As 
New Traffic Tower Is Put In Use 

Officer Taffe Closes Controls and Relieves Congestion by 
Hand Signals 


After months of watchful waiting, 
after months of anticipation, the traf- 
fic tower at nonantum spuare, Newton 
Corner commenced to operate last 
Thursday afternoon during the period 
between 4 and 5 o'clock. It ceased to 
operate after one hour because in that 
time It had proved to be an absolute 
failure. To resort to current slang, 
the system of signals demised for this 
tower by “experts” from the Public 
Works Department of Massachusetts, 
the Edison Company and the General 
Electric Company, caused traffic at 
Nonantum square to go “haywire.” 
Traffic Officers Ray Taffe, who for 
years has efficiently directed traffic at 
this place, viewing with dismay the 
jam resulting from the “scientifically” 
devised tower signals, sadly closed 
the control-box in the tower and re- 
turned to the method heretofore used, 
signalling by hand. When Ray re- 
turned to his “calisthenlc” system 
Nonantum square was a confused mass 
of automobiles and electric cars. To 
add to the jumble, lines of automo- 
biles were stretched along Washing- 
ton street, east and west of the tower, 
on Centre street, north and south of 
the tower, and on Hall street. 

The following afternoon. Friday, 
“experts" from the Public Works De- 
partment. the Edison Company and 
the General Electric gathered at the 
scene to ascertain why the signals in 
the tower were not operating accord- 
ing to “expert” theories. Also present 
were officials of the Police and Street 
Departments of this city. Again the 
signals were operated for the hour be- 
tween 4 and 5, and again traffic be- 
came very effectively jammed. With 
the Board of Strategy supervising, 
the failure of the signal system to 
function proved conclusively that 
Traffic Officer Taffe could not be blam- 
ed for the fizzle. Accordingly, orders 
were given to discontinue the use of 
the signals and since then Officer 
Taffe during the day and Officers 
Loughlin and Teegan during the eve- 
ning hours, have been directing traffic 
at Nonantum square by manual labor. 

Admittedly, Nonantum square pre- 
sents one of the most difficult prob- 
lems in- this Commonwealth. Into it 
and from it traffic approaches and 
leaves by at least six directions. 
Automobile traffic coming from the 
north along Galen street branches at 


Nonantum square. Part of this traffic 
turns south-easterly towards Boston; 
part turns south-westerly towards 
Newtonville. Automobile traffic ap- 
proaches the tower from the south 
along Centre street. Part of this traf- 
fic turns to the right and proceeds 
south-easterly towards Boston; part 
passes by the tower and continues on 
towards Watertown. More of this 
traffic makes a left turn before it 
reaches the tower and goes south- 
west along Washington street. The 
big electric cars of the Boston Ele- 
vated Company passing by the tower 
to and from Boston and Watertown, 
stop about 50 or more feet south-east 
of it to load and discharge passengers. 
Three cross-walks for pedestrians are 
located nearby. One leads from the 
Stevens Building across Centre street 
to the corner where the Alpine Restau- 
rant is located. Another leads from 
this corner across the square towards 
Woolworth’s store. The third cross- 
walk Is about 100 feet northwest of 
the tower across Centre street 
To provide for a system of signals 
to properly handle the conglomera- 
tion of automobile, pedestrian and 
street-car traffic at Nonantum square, 
it is obvious that the advice of per- 
sons thoroughly acquainted with traf- 
fic conditions at this place should have 
been sought and accepted. Had this 
advice been sought, or had such ad- 
vice as was volunteered been accepted, 
the Aasco evidenced at Nonantum 
square last Thursday and Friday 
afternoons would not have occurred. 
Had local men whose business brings 
them, or keeps them in and about 
Nonantum square daily, been con- 
sulted before the traffic-tower at this 
point was equipped with a system of 
signals which proved positively use- 
less, the extra expense which will be 
entailed in radically changing the 
signals, could have been avoided. 
Young men with technical training, 
probably with degrees from this, or 
that school, may be quite clever in 
their knowledge of the mechanics of 
traffic control. But they don’t know 
local traffic conditions In Newton, or 
in other places and if they had the 
wisdom to seek and take suggestions 
from men who are acquainted with 
traffic problems in this, or any other 
city or town, they might save them- 
selves embarrassment and loss of 
prestige. The sorry exhibition of last

Tar be, or not Tar be, 

Whether it is nobler

(With apologies to Shakespeare.) 


In years gone by Newtonians were 
wont to boast of the “sand-papered” 
streets of this city. Gone are those 
halcyon years. For many summers. 
Yea also for many springs and aut- 
umns the streets of this burg have 
ceased to have the appearance, or feel 
of having been sandpapered. When 
automobiles became sufllciently nu- 
merous on our highways to seriously 
damage the macadamized surfaces 
which proved so satisfactory in the 
days previous to the automobile era, 
tar preparations were poured upon 
the highways to prevent the macad- 
amized surfaces from destruction by 
the suction of rubber tires on motor- 
car wheels. For some years no ap- 
preciable bother resulted from the 
use of this treatment. But, for years 
past the advent of warm weather an- 
nually has meant for residents of 
tills city tlie plague of soft, sticky, 
tarry streets. Whether the success- 
ive application of tar through the 
years has over-saturated the highways 
in Newton with the viscuous sub- 
tance, or whether more suitable ma- 
terial should lie used we do not know. 
We have heard both reasons attribu- 
ted. 

But, one thing is certain. Of all the 
cities and towns in Greater Boston, 
and throughout this state, on whose 
streets we have travelled, Newton is 
without a rival when it comes to an- 
noying. damaging tar on streets. We 
have been informed that the type of 
tar binder which causes so much trou- 
ble ror residents of this city, and 
which brings caustic comments from 
outside autoists who visit this place, 
is the only kind which can be used 
on Newton’s highways because of the 
type of street construction used on 
most of the highways in this city. 
We were unaware that the streets 
here were radically different in con- 
struction from those in surrounding 
communities. Where other places 
have made a practice of using “cold 
patches" in mending streets, Newton 
has used hot. liquid tar. The “cold 
patch’’ method makes more bumps on 
the highways, but it is a safe bet that 
tlie great majority of people in this 
city would prefer somewhat less 
smooth streets to the annual plague 
of tar. 

This paper lias, a number of times, 
advocated the appropriation yearly by 
the Board of Aldermen of sufllcient 
money to permit the construction of 
several miles of modern, concrete 
highways. Such highways cost about 
$50,000 per mile, based on 22 feet 
wide roadways. Even though our 
principal streets were not constructed 
of concrete on the entire width of 
their surfaces, 22 feet roadways would 
allow vehicles to travel in the sum- 
mer months without being operated 
upon highways whose surfaces would 
adhere to rubber tires, to fenders and 
to bodies. Would it not lie more sat- 
isfactory for Newton to spend money 
on the construction of permanent 
roadways than upon annual patching? 


Joint Janse, who has been doing a 
good Job on the difficult task of collect- 
ing Newton’s garbage, 1ms epuipped 
his trucks with new tarpaulin covers 
which should help in preventing objec- 
tionable odors from emanating out of 
these vehicles this summer. 


One of tlie interesting diversions in 
Newton today is the conjecturing as 
whether, or not, Mayor Childs will run 
again, nnd will there he other candi- 
dates in addition to Mr. Weeks and 
Mr. Childs, assuming that the latter is 
a candidate. 


Residents of Wuhan Park, Newton, 
object to tlie streets around the park 
being used by garagu men for brake 
testing purposes.

NEW TRAFFIC TOWER AT 

NONANTUM SQUARE FLUNKS 

(Continued from Page 1) 


Thursday and Friday afternoons might « 
have been avoided. 

Last year a trafllc signal wuh in- 
stalled in Newtonvlllo on Washington 
street at the intersection of Walnut 
street. Advice was given to the "ex- 
perts” to place the control box, from 
which this tower is opernted by the 
traffic-officer during tlie rush periods, 
by the span of the bridge over the Bos- 
ton & Albany tracks. This advice was 
ignored. Tlie control-box was placed 
on Washngton street in front of Cen- 
tral Block and around the corner from 
Walnut street so that the trafllc- 
ofllcer cannot see trafllc upprouching 
along Walnut street from the north. 
When the results of this error became 
evident the Traffic Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen recommended to 
the Board that the control-box he 
changed in location to the site by the 
bridge. Tlie recommendation was ac- 
cepted. But, the recommendation of 
the Traffic Committee and the vote of 
tlie Board were ignored and the con- 
trol-box remains where it was first 
placed. It is estimated that it will 
cost $800 to move it. 

Following the evidencing of "ex- 
pertness” in connection with the traf- 
fic signal at Newtonville. the 
GRAPHIC, last year suggested that to 
avoid similar errors at Nonantum 
square, the advice of local men be 
sought. Such advice was not sought. 
Anyone who witnessed the tangles at 
Nonantum square last Thursday and 
Friday knows the result. 

The control of traffic 1 h one of the 
biggest problems confronting munic- 
ipalities today. Newton, in common 
with most cities has a group of men 
designated to assist in solving traffic 
problems in this city. This group, the 
Traffic Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, should either be called 
upon to function more than it has the 
past couple of years, or be abolished. 
Had this committee been called upon 
to co-operate in the matter of advice 
on the arrangement of signals at the 
Nonantum square traffic-tower, in con- 
junction with Newton Corner business 
men, it is probable the tower would 
now be operating successfully.

ulysis. Not long ago a keeper, in tlie 
course of moving some of the snakes 
in tlie enclosure, was bitten on the 
linnd by a large puff-adder. A spe- 
cial serum kept on tlie premises was 
immediately injected into tlie victim, 
and Ids life saved.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


This year’s General Court is abiding 
by the custom of previous years and 
leaving the most important legislation 
of the session to the last. It is con- 
fidently expected that prorogation will 
be reached next week, although it is 
never safe to make any prophecies if 
one is expected to pay any wager. 
Nobod v is rash enough to bet. or if 
he does bet he certainly stands to 
lose for there is really no telling 
until within 24 hours of the nctual 
time. However, it doesn't make any 
difference as far as that goes and the 
principal interest the public has is to 
have the right kind of laws passed 
and the wrong kind repealed. 

When the House first received the 
Senate bill continuing -public control 
of the Boston Elevated it rejected it 
and all other measures affecting the 
future of the road. That was last 
week Thursday. Suddenly it changed 
front and last Monday followed the 
advice of Speaker Saltonstall and re- 
vived the matter. It passed to be en- 
grossed on Tuesday a bill providing 
for the return of the rond to private 
control in 1932 and for a referendum 
to the voters on the question of public 
ownership at the State election in 
1930. Then the measure was sent to 
the Senate. There were two roll calls 
last Thursday. One was on the ques- 
tion of public ownership of the road. 
Representative Luitwieler voted for 
public ownership and Representatives 
Baker and Thompson against. On the 
roll call Thursday of last week on 
returning the road to private control 
Mr. Luitwieler voted for it and Messrs. 
Baker and Thompson against. There 
was a roll call last Monday in the 
House on the question of amending 
the private control bill by providing 
for a referendum to the voters of the 
district served by the road on the 
question of whether or not they wish 
for public ownership. Representatives 
Luitwieler and Thompson voted for 
the referendum amendment and Repre- 
sentative Baker against. 

Newton may take considerable pride 
in the powers of leadership exhibited 
by Speaker Leverett Saltonstall. 
Whether one approves or disapproves 
of the action of the House in the mat- 
ter of the present Elevated bill one 
must agree that Speaker Saltonstall 
had only to take the floor and ex- 
press his views when a majority of 
the members promptly followed his 
course. It was the first time this 
session that the Speaker took part in 
the debate, for he has carefully kept 
himself free from taking sides where 
it was not expected of him. When he 
did jump into the breach it proved 
effective for the House members have 
realized by this time that the Speaker 
is a man of action and sound judg- 
ment. 

The bill providing for the improve- 
ment of the Charles River Basin has 
been enacted and laid before the Gov- 
ernor. 

One of the Colonial Governors, 
Thomas Dudley, is to be further im- 
mortalized by the State. A resolve 
for the placing of a memorial tablet 
to him in the State House has been 
enacted. 

There is to be no sale of the old 
muster field at Framingham for avia- 
tion purposes — at least not this year. 
The Senate has rejected a bill pro- 
viding for the selling of part of the 
ground and establishing a town hoard 
to control the property. It would no 
doubt seem strange to many, includ- 
ing Newton people, to have the fa- 
mous "id Framingham muster field 
turned into a privately ownld avia- 
tion enterprise. Newton people re- 
member the muster days and former 
members of the National Guard can 
tell numerous interesting tales of the 
old field. 

As an example of how much cry and 
how little wool, to apply an old say- 
ing, can come of red hot dehate in 
the General Court, one need but look 
at the bill to permit Boston to bor- 
row $1. ""0,000 outside the debt limit 
with which to complete improvements 
already made in Dock Square, Knee- 
land, Cambridge and Tremont streets. 
The first mention of a favorable com- 
mlttee report started a screech about

Exchange street widening and so forth 
when ns a matter of fact there was 
no connection between the two mat- 
ters. The bill was finally passed ami 
when it reached the Governor he 
promptly signed it, proving thnt he 
knew what it was nil about and thnt 
many of them did not.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


With the building of the section of 
culvert to cover Laundry Brook be- 
tween Clarendon avenue and Harvard 
street, Newtonville. this brook is cov- 
ered its entire length from where It 
emerges out of the parkway nt Bul- 
lough’s Pond down to where It paral- 
lels Jackson rond nt Newton. For sev- 
eral years residents along Jackson 
rond and adjacent streets have been 
petitioning that the brook lie covered 
in tills section but little heed has been 
given to their requests. When Jack- 
son road was laid out and constructed 
a generation ago there were no dwell- 
ings along it between Washington 
street and Pearl street. Laundry 
Brook, paralleling the road was bor- 
dered by a wide grass plot which was 
kept mowed and in attractive condi- 
tion. 

During the intervening years a num- 
ber of dwellings have been built nlong 
Jackson rond and a number of new 
streets have been laid out in the vicin- 
ity of the open brook. The neighbor- 
hood has become thickly settled; many 
small children live nearby. The wide 
brook, swollen after heavy rains is a 
source of danger to these children. 
The bottom of the brook is littered 
with debris and in the summer months 
a slimy growth covers the stones in 
the stream. The grass in the plot 
between the brook and Jackson road 
is allowed to grow waist high and 
presents an unfavorable appearance 
when contrasted with the lawns on 
adjoining properties. 

For years property owners in this 
section have asked that the brook be 
covered along Jackson road. They 
have seen the brook covered where 
it travelled through the swampy area 
near Cabot Park. They have seen it 
covered where it passed by coal yards. 
They believe it is just as necessary, if 
not more so. that the brook he covered 
where it menaces the safety of little 
children and where it has become a 
liability rather than an asset to a ra- 
pidly growing neighborhood. They 
wonder when the Board of Aldermen 
will accord this district the same con- 
sideration which has been given to 
other districts through which Laundry 
Brook, and other brooks run.

It has been suggested to us thnt the 
little pond nt Farlow Park should be 
filled with water so that children may 
wade in it. The pond, in past years, 
afforded much pleasure to the little 
ones. 

The cupola on the new fire station 
at Newton Corner presents a drab 
appearance with its leaded finish. It 
is proposed to treat the dome of this 
cupola so that it will have a verdigris 
color, and to paint the remainder of 
tlie structure. The weather-vane will 
he gilded. It is a disappointment to 
many that the weather-vane is not 
of the type expected — a replica of 
the old one which formerly topped 
the belfry at the old fire station. That 
vane showed the outline of a steam 
fire engine. It could not he placed on 
the new building because it was out 
of balance and too large. It was found 
that to make a smaller replica of t his 
vane would entail too much expense. 


City Clerk Frank Grant had a 
unique, and thrilling experience very 
early Tuesday morning. Frank had 
been in attendance at the meeting 
of the Claims and Rules Committee 
of the Aldermen. It was 15 minutes 
after midnight when the meeting 
ended.

Food of Red Indians 

Among all the American Indians 
there were no pure hunter tribes. In 
Hie north portion of the continent the 
diet was three font ths nnlnial food. In 
the southern part It was three-fourths 
vegetable, and with the tribes of the 
const, mountains, lakes nnd plains it 
varied according to the food supply. 
As a rule the Indian women were 
cooks of considerable Ingenuity and 
contrary to popular belief the Indnins 
preferred cooked food. They were 
good at husbandry and after drying 
their vegetables they sometimes built 
granaries wherein to store them. Ani- 
mal food was often dried or frozen, 
but sometimes was smoked. Fruits 
were pulped or dried. Nuts were 
often ground before being stored, ns 
were also maize, grass seeds nnd the 
legumes. Potatoes and squashes fre- 
quently were stored in holes dug be- 
neath the frost line. The Indians 
liked salt to flavor their dishe9 and 
obtained It sometimes by evnpornting 
the water from salt springs and some- 
times by taking the crystals from salt 
lakes nnd eaves. Many of them were 
fond of chewing gum, which they got 
from spruce trees. Savors, flavors 
and condiments were valued highly.— 
Detroit News.

Old American Flag 

In 1775 a committee, under Benju 
min Franklin as chairman, designed 
the first flag of the United Colonies. 
This is said to have been the first offi- 
cial flag, nnd was hoisted by Wash 
Ington over Ids camp In Cambridge 
and by CnpL John Paul Jones over 
his licet early in 1770. It had 13 red 
and wldte stripes, representing the 13 
United Colonies, with tlie king’s 
colors, tlie crosses "f St. George and 
St. Andrew, In the blue canton. The 
presence of these crosses in the blue 
field meant that tlie Colonists were 
fighting for their rights ns English 
men. It has been called a “flag nm 
of separation but of protest." In 
those days It was often designated 
as tlie congress colors, or the Cam- 
bridge flag, and was officially known 
ns the Grand Union flag, nnd Is said 
to have been designed by Washing 
ton. 


Little Change in Scales 

There is tilth- or no difference be 
tween the scales used today aiul those 
U3ed In tlie days of ancient Egypt 
judging by an exhibition In the Science 
museum, South Kensington, London, 
recently. Illustrating the history of 
weighing as far hack as Is known, 
a steelyard used hy a Roman butcher 
identical with one of the present day 
was on show Modern scales ot nickel 
and enamel, with multi-colored dials 
on which Hie weight can he read In 
an instant, stood side hy side with 
models showing i Ini t centuries ago 
Leonardo da Vinci designed a sell 
indicating machine on exactly the 
same principle. 


Flemings in England 

Flemish weavers were tirst estab 
lislied in England by Henry I in Peru 
brokeshire at the beginning of tlie 
Twelfth century, and they seem eon 
stnntly to have come to England after 
thnt time. In Edward Ill’s reign Im 
migration was stimulated when the 
king offered special rights to the 
Flemish on condition thnt they teach 
Englishmen their trade. Later. In the 
Sixteentli century, the religious trou 
hies resulted in a substantial emigra 
tion ot Flemish weavers to—Englnnd 
These immigrants played an Impnr 
rant part in the birth of the Knglisl 
woolen Industry.

Vivian, tlie albino rat, continues, like 
Lindbergh, to hate publicity. A huge 
snapping turtle visited the Museum 
recently, permitted himself to he ob- 
served. and went away. 

A black-poll warbler, the first ever 
to be reported in this vicinity, as far 
as could he learned, was found dead 
outside the Museum recently. The an- 
nual migration of the warbler family 
is always of great interest to bird stu- 
dents. and many varieties have been 
reported by Museum observers.

Dogs Called Unclean 

by Biblical Writers 

Many people have a decided preju- 
dice against selling dogs. Some go 
so far ns to regard tlie sale of n dog 
ns positively sinful. One elderly 
woman, sn.vs tlie Pathfinder Magazine, 
severely condemned n man who en- 
gaged In the business of raising shep- 
herd dogs for file market. She 
branded bis business ns sinful nnd 
protested against her church accept- 
ing contributions of his “tainted” 
money. 

Tlie origin of this prejudice Is not 
known for certain. It tuny he based 
on the old Hebraic Scrlpturnl teach- 
ings. Deuteronomy 23:18 says In 
part: “Thou slialf not bring . . . 
the price of a dog into the house of 
the Lord thy God for any vow.” Many 
commentators, accepting “dog” here 
in the literal sense, state Hint Moses 
declared dogs unclean and prohibited 
traffic In them. 

Others take a different view of the 
passage. They say that "dog” here 
does not refer to the animal, but to a 
person who has prostituted himself by 
committing any abominable action. 
Tills opinion receives some confirma- 
tion from tlie context, especially tlie 
preceding verse. In Palestine the dog 
was looked upon with Innthlng and 
aversion, ns filthy nnd unclean. This 
nnlmnl Is mentioned in the Bible more 
than forty times nnd, with few excep- 
tions, it is mentioned with contempt, 
to remark either its voracious in- 
stincts. its fierceness or its loath- 
someness. 


Medici Family Crest 

Now Pawnbroker Sign 

In America there are hut few shop 
signs reminiscent of an old day. The 
one most fn use Is that of the pawn- 
broker nnd his sign of three globes 
With this is connected n varying nnd 
Interesting background. 

Averndo de Medici was a command 
er of fighting men under tlie great 
Charlemagne. During the course of 
his hnttles on behalf of Ills overlord 
he met nnd slew tlie giant Mugcllo. 
As the spoil of war, he took the giant’s 
club, to which for effective service in 
action were affixed three iron balls 
swinging upon a short chain. 

It can readily be understood that n 
well-placed blow from such a club in 
tlie hands of an angry giant would 
certainly, to use slang, “make the 
blrdie9 sing.” and tlie three effective 
additions tb tlie club would complete 
the picture. Therefore, Averndo might 
well have added tlie three globes to 
the family crest, in Inter years the 
Medici took to the gentle but effective | 
art of poisoning and ns a side line en- 
gaged in the business of loaning 
money, using tlie memory of Mugello’s 
bnttle-nx fixtures ns their insignia.— 
Kansas City Star. 


Substitutes for Gold 

Perhaps all the world Isn’t strug- 
gling for gold and silver, but it is only 
because those precious metals nren’t 
known In some of tlie out-of-the-way 
spots— and even there a substitute is 
found. 

In the South Sen islands, for in 
stance, porpoise teeth strung nround 
a native’s head indicate his wealth, re- 
counts tlie Farm Journal. On the 
Island of Yap (lie rich man is known 
by tlie number of cartwheel stones 
piled in front of Ids hut In the East 
Indies and throughout a large part of 
Africa beads and shells are used for 
money, nnd in t lie Polar regions, where 
fishing is tlie chief source of liveli- 
hood, fishhooks are a principal medium 
of exchange. 


Siamese Currency 

It tnkes loo salting to make n baht, 
the latter being tlie equivalent of 
0.00507 grams of fine gold. The baht, 
sometimes Just bat, is also tlie unit of 
weight. Eighty baht equal one cluing, 
and 50 cluing equal one hnph. One- 
eighth of a hnhr is called a fining, nnd 
two funng are n sailing. There are 
also walls, leaps and niews, ns well as 
sens, yotes, rnnlis and tnnans. Twenty 
tnnnns formerly equaled half a coco- 
nut shell. You will hove to keep that 
nil straight in your mind If you have 
financial Intercourse with Siam. But 
remember especially t tint the tlcnl is 
now out of use officially as a money 
unit. — New Orleans Times-PIcnyune.

Early Beils Not All 

Like Those of Today 

Some of the earliest bells were made 
four-sided and others looked more like 
funnels but all were small, the present 
accepted shape and the larger sizes 
not being made until the 120(>’s, some 
G50 years after their Introduction to 
Europe. In Scotland some of the most 
ancient ones were made by riveting 
thin Iron plates together, but thr ma- 
jority of the early hells were cast. 
About the latter part of the Seven- 
teenth century Iron works seemed to 
enter Into a competition to see who 
could cast the largest hell. Apparently 
a foundry In Russia won, or nearly 
so, for its entry crurked In casting 
and would not ring. It was 1ft feet 
and some inches high more than GO 
feet In circumference. Us sides were 
two feet thick and It weighed about 
180 tons. It lay buried in i lie earth 
for more than 100 years, then It was 
raised and now Is being used ns a 
chapel. 

Nuremberg. Germany, has an old 
bell that gives a curious note to one 
of the oldest restaurants In Europe. 
It Is culled the Bratwurstglockleln, 
and for as long us anybody can re- 
member has been rung every time a 
new hatch of sausage Is ready. — De- 
troit News.

“mammy” usually exercised her pre- 
rogative of being the first to kiss the 
bride und “mammy’s" osculatory evi- 
dence not only was sincere and genu- 
ine, but It was regarded as good luck. 

Often “mammy’s” own “white folks’’ 
became financially embarrassed and 
lost everything, hut "mummy" did not 
desert them. On the other hand, she 
Invariably stuck to them through 
thick and thin and was willing to 
share any reverses to which they 
might he subjected.

Her “white folks” might forgive an 
enemy, but “mammy” never forgot or 
forgave one who wronged any of her 
people. Often she took the family 
name with which she was so long 
identified und in death many of the 
old time “black mammies” sleep In 
the family burial plot in a grave re- 
served for them. In many graveyards 
the epitapli on her tombstone bears 
witness to the fidelity of some negro

There are two independent theories 
as to the origin of civilizutiou.

Now that our Burgomaster has dis 
closed the secret 1 shall expect to see 
before long a candidate for Mayor in 
every precinct of the city. Maybe two 
for that matter, one a woman and the 
other a man. His Honor made an im 
portnnt contribution to political 
science when he said, “Two things 
are necessary to realize this ambi- 
tion-first to annonce one’s candida- 
cy, and second, to get elected”. 

I doubt if anybody had thought it 
was such a simple matter until these 
words were spoken. Many of us. who 
have refrained from seeking a position 
which we knew we could easily fill 
but which he thought unattainable, 
will now reproach ourselves for hav- 
ing been so stupid. Had we known 
that it merely required a hare an- 
nouncement that one was running 
and. after that, obtaining the necessa- 
ry number of votes, not a few of us 
would have long since sought this dis- 
tinction at the hands of our fellovi 
citizens. 

I am disposed to think that the ef- 
fect of our Burgomaster's utterance 
will extend far beyond our own city. 
For the benefit of mankind I sincerely 
hope that it may. The Rockefeller Insti- 
tute is one of these splendid enter- 
prises that is gathering pearls of wis- 
dom and there is good reason to hope 
that it may seize upon this and broad- 
cast it among the unenlightened 
which would include, of course, every 
one with aspirations of a political na- 
ture. 

As I understand it this sage advice 
was given without urging. Instead of 
wasting time in answering the trivial 
query as to whether lie was to again 
be a candidate for the position. His 
Honor swept that unimportant ques- 
tion to one side and went right to the 
meat of things. It showed consider- 
ation for the other fellow inasmuch as 
it made clear a path that had hereto- 
fore seemed somewhat obscured. No 
such revelation has been made in my 
experience as a political writer. I 
have consulted men, longer by far in 
the game than I. and they assure me 
that no one had intimated such a 
thing. 

Personally I have already applied 
the lesson. Not that I shall be a 
candidate for office, but that when a 
question is asked me I shall strivj* 
to say something more than “Yes” or 
“No”. Taking a tip from our Bur- 
gomaster I handled a delicate situa- 
tion the other day, very nicely, in my 
own opinion. 

A friend of mine said. "I lent you 
a book and you promised to return it 
a month ago. Have you lost it? If 
not. why don't you give it back?" 

My answer was, “I think the New- 
ton Free Library is one of the best in 
the country”. 

It must be that men are shy. In 
fact I am ready to believe they are 
the shyer sex. They show it, I believe, 
in many ways but no more convinc- 
ingly than in t lie matter of dress. 
You haven’t noticed any marked 
changes in what men wear, have you? 
Styles in clothing, hats, shoes and 
neckwear remain much nearer what 
they were 50 years ago than those 
of the women. I am confident it is 
due to ill" fact that men are so modest, 
they will not permit violent innova- 
tions for fear of making themselves 
conspicuous 

It may go even deeper than that. 
Men like to joke each other about 
dress. Plain as one's attire may lie it 
is always the source of humor. Let 
a man appear in a new suit of clothes 
and every other friend he meets will 
ask him if he got it at Soandso’s, 
naming a well known store where 
prices are said to be so low as to be 
out of all proportion to the value of 
th" article purchased. 

Furthermore, the man who blos- 
soms out in golf trousers ( l for one 
am too cowardly) is sure to be thT 
butt of comic remarks. The word is 
| passed among his office-mates and 
I questions are soon fired at him such as, 
“How’s your game?” and “Where do 
we play today?” and other bits of wise 
cracking. An unusual piece of neck 
wear -unusual in color I mean — will 
Start the office humorists doing their 
: best stuff. 

But this Summer — it is Summer 
: now, isn’t it? — has been notable for 
the reluctance of our mule population 
to don straw hat-. May 15 was sup^ 

! posed to be the date, but the individ 
ual who dared wear one on that day 
found himself pointed at all along the 
i line. He knew that other men were 
1 grinning and saying things about him. 
Few men did have the courage to 
1 wear straw lids on that day. In my 
i own case I wouldn’t think of such 
tiling. Still, there were those who did. 
Now that two weeks have passed the 
male part of our population is getting 
more nerve and there are many more 
straw hats on the streets on windy 
lays and on men’s heads when the 
weather is calm. 

Women, as far us I know, do not 
make fun of each other for getting 
some new or different clothes. That 
seems to be a man's privilege. All 
of which seems to redound to the 
credit of the fair sex. My last yeur’s 
struw is off to tiie ladies. 

One of the readers of this column 
has done me the honor to ask tny 
opinion of the Boston Traffic Commis- 
sion. Inasmuch as that body has just 
come into being I am not prepured 
to express an opinion. However, since 
the same reader has expressed a de- 
sire to know how I feel about Newton 
having such a commission I am con- 
strained to write on traffic as I view 
it largely if not entirely from the 
sidewalk. 1 make tills point distinct 
tor I never view traffic from the street 
as I am too busy. I do have my eyes 
open, or try to, as a matter of "sate 
ty first”, not as a student of automo- 
biles and the manner in which they 
ure driven. 

Judging from the speed shown by 
those responsible for the installation 
of the police tower in Nonuutum 
square the problem is not uh serious 
as some of us muy think. It seems 
to me I huve heard for neurly a year 
reports thut Nonuutum Square was to 


expect to sco it’s operation almost 
any time. The foundation was built 
so long ago that I have no way of 
finding out the date. When the tower 
finally came there wore no lights and 
the poor traffic cop, ns he waved Ills 
arms, somewhat resembled a man who 
lmd gotten into u telephone booth and 
was trying to attract outside assist- 
ance because the door stuck or some- 
thing. 

I suppose we will have regulation 
of traffic in Newton by a commission 
and although in reasonably sound 
health I dare not prophecy that it will 
come in my time. There seems to he 
two matters to he considered. One is 
tiie driving of cars and the other park- 
ing. If nobody parked cars we might 
concentrate on the one. The idea 
might not appenl to motorists and cer- 
tainly proprietors of stores would not 
care to see all cars driving past. Still, 
that is the only solution of the park- 
ing problem I can see nt present. 

However, it does seem to me that 
we are headed toward some such 
thing as n traffic commission in New- 
ton. I think we might begin, and I 
am in earnest, by having a traffic 
squad of police officers under a ser- 
geant who had learned all the rules 
and imparted them to his men. It 
would at least he worth the trial. In 
larger cities it has long been the cus- 
tom to handle these matters by a se- 
lected group of police officers which at 
least seems to warrant us undertaking 
such an experiment here. 

In these closing days of our Great 
and General Court I trust that New- 
ton citizens will observe that Newton 
has not sought legislation affecting 
this municipality beyond two or three 
comparatively minor measures. One 
thing was shown to he a genuine need 
and yet the Legislature practically 
turned it down. I refer to the pro- 
posed parkway extension at Chestnut 
Hill. Here was something that New- 
ton should have had, or at least there 
should have been an appropriation set 
aside. The best that could be obtained 
was an authorization for the construc- 
tion of the proposed thoroughfare. 

Now that is not playing fair with 
Newton. We have a city of which we 
are proud and not without excellent 
reason. Our legislators are all of 
the highest type. They do not indulge 
in spectacular combats with those 
from other parts of the State such as 
was shown when Essex county mem- 
bers were assailed by their colleague 
from Somerville and Cambridge be- 
ause of differences over the appor- 
tionment of the cost of tiie Northern 
artery. 

Boston members of the General 
Court have no hesitation in going to 
the mat with their associates over 
comparatively unimportant matters 
as well as those of vital concern. Re- 
presentatives from other large cities 
frequently show themselves at odds 
and indulge in pretty strong words 
during debates. 

Newton is dignified because it has 
taken care to send the kind of men 
to represent it who will not give away 
desire to “scrap.” I suppose 
there are many who may feel that it 
might get Newton more if the fight- 
ing spirit were revealed now and then. 
That, however, is not my view and 
I think our members are sound in 
their attitude. They apparently be- 
lieve that they have been sent to 
Beacon Hill to pass on matters af- 
fecting the entire commonwealth and 
not to get all they can for their own 
little community. That they have per- 
formed their duty wisely is something 
for which this city should he grateful. 

Another source of satisfaction to 
Newton people should be the fact that 
no great public improvements in our 
city have been attended by any sort of 
scandal. Street widenings in at least 
one city have started tongues to wag- 
ging and if the witnesses before tiie 
authorized hoard of inquiry are to be- 
lieve there were things permitted 
which were far from savory to say 
the least, in Newton we never hear 
that this or that piece of public work 
brought undue profit to one or more 
individuals. 

The Legislature is always open to 
criticism but that is because it is 
part of representative government and 
no matter what you may say or think 
there is nothing better for the peo- 
ple. We are called upon to govern 
ourselves and if we make mistakes it 
is due to the general and well-recog- 
nized failings of humanity. Instances 
where this is hardly the case may 
spring up. hut frequently investiga- 
tion shows t hat all was not as black 
as painted. 

A check on the greed of individuals 
is provided by one bill passed this 
year and which only proves that the 
people are fully qualified to make 
their own laws. It may have been a 
little late in coming but now that it 
is here we should be satisfied. I re- 
fer to tli" tiiil that permits a city to 
withdraw from any plan of land tak- 
ing should it learn that the cost, 
either by the owners of through a jury 
award, is more than it cares to pay. 
That is not the legal phraseology but 
gives the intent. 

So, you see, wo may have to wait 
until the horse has been stolen be- 
fore providing a lock for the stable 
door, but as long as we do get around 
to it in plenty of time to frustrate 
other horse thieves wo have done 
something.

State Federation 

ANNUAL MEETING. The account 
of tlie Annual Meeting held at Swamp- 
scott on May 1 5t h-1 7th, ended in last 
week’s Column with the close of t lie 
morning b< sslon on Thur lay, I he 
16th. Resolutions read at that time 
by Mrs. Robert J. Culbert, < hairman 
of this Deportment, included those 
adopted in regard to Katherine Lee 
Hates, and the first reading of some to 
bo presented to the Biennial Council, 
w hich were adopted on Fi I A I 
n ay as well be 1 i s t « - < i here, for they 
may be of Value for future reference 
to Clubwomen. 

Homage to the late Katherine Lee 
Bates, author of "America the Beauti- 
ful” which has been adopted as t lie 
national Clubwoman’s song, was paid 
in resolutions; adopted unanimously, 
voicing tile esteem in which Miss 
Hates has been held by the Women’s 
Clubs of the United States, prompting 
an expression of appreciation for her 
perpetual gift of the words of their 
official song "America the Beautiful,” 
enlarging as it does the vision of the 
country as a whole. Also in apprecia- 
tion of her unfuiling generosity of 
time and thought and Iter interest in 
Club work, the resolution extended 
sympathy for a mutual loss to her 
relatives and to Wellesley College 
which site served so long. 

The group of 11 resolutions to )e 
presented at the General Federation 
Biennial Council the last week of May 
are briefly summed up as follows; 

1. A recommendation to President 
Hoover for t lie appointment of quali- 
fied women to administrative posi- 
tions. This is proposed by Mrs. John 
F. Sippel, national president. 

2. A resolve urging the study of 
cultural and domestic problems of the 
countries of the western hemisphere 
in the Interest of world peace. 

3. Proposal by Mrs. John D. Sher- 
man. chairman of the American Home, 
that the Sunday before Thanksgiving 
he designated as American Home Day, 
asking co-operation of the clergy. 

4. Support of the proposed plan 
for a national university at Washing- 
ton. 

5. Recommendation that the Gen 
eral Federation go on record favoring 
the sabbatical leave plan in elemen 
tary and secondary schools, now in 
successful operation in many States. 

6. Endorsement of the principle of 
the plan for preservation of the scen- 
ery along the Potomac river and the 
proposed establishment of the George 
Washington Memorial Parkway. 

7. Endorsement of the project to 
promote American art at the All 
American Exhibition of Sculpture in 
San Francisco. 

S. Recommendation of a protest 
against tariff on objects of art. 

9. Sponsorship of National Authors' 
lay on November tir.^t next, in con 
nection with Book Week. 

10. Protest against the use of out 
door advertising in scenic spots. 

11. Endorsement of the proposed 
additional appropriation for the use 
of the Indian Bureau. 

A note of interest Thursday morn 
ing. also was the change of name 
which will apply to the Department of 
Social and Industrial Conditions an 
other year, entitling this work Social 
Welfare. By this token, says Mrs 
Albert Bradley Carter, State chairman, 
no one will have the temptation to 
think that social conditions might 
possibly, by chance, apply to a social 
cup of tea. 

Presentation of a $20 gold piece to 
Mrs. Paul M. White of Arlington Wo- 
man's Club for the best of 43 Club 
stories submitted in the recent contest 
of the Department of Press and Pub- 
licity, was the lending feature in the 
luncheon of this Department Thursday 
in the new Colonial room of the New 
Ocean Hous-.-. Miss Carolyn J. Peck, 
of Wellesley Hills, chairman, who pre- 
sided, made the award to Mrs. White, 
whose article was entitled “The Sal- 
vage Bureau.” 

So excellent were many of the 
stories it became necessary for the 
judges to select seven to whom were 
given "honorable mention,” and even 
then the entire Committee were not 
in accord as to the order of excellence, 
so that the list does not represent the 
order in which the stories ranked; 
'Irs. Percy F. Wheaton, of the Man- 
chester Woman’s Club, for her story 
oil “Adopting a Veteran": Miss Mary 
Davis, of the Clinton Woman s Club. 

*r lu*r story ’ Finding the Common 
Denominator of Friendliness”; Mrs 
Charlotte Judd lnnis. of the Shel- 
burne Falls Woman’s Club, for her 
■tory "A Bridge of Flowers": Mrs. 
W. O. B. Little, of the West Hoxbury 
Woman’s Club, for her "History of a 
Club Program”. Mrs. Nelson Bourse, 
if the Barnstable Woman’s Club, for 
her story “VUliuge Hull": Mrs. Ernest 
F. Drew, of the Auburudule Review 
Club, for her story of the Club’s pro- 
grams for the year, entitled "Innova- 
tions”; and Mrs. J. G. Shaw, of the 
Thought ami Work Club of Salem, for 
her "Stroll Through Memory Lane." 

The luneheon attracted some 150 of 
the convention delegates who are in- 
terested in the business of spreading 
tlie news Guests of honor included: 
Mrs. Grate Morrison Poole. Mrs A/.el 
A Packard, Mrs Frederick G. Smith, 
Mrs. John H Kimball of Danvers, 
Miss Gwendoline Albee and Miss Alice 
F. Titus, each of whom brought brief 
greetings. 

The informal program centered 
around the active radio publicity, con- 
ducted by tin Federation, under the 
direction of Mrs. Leon E. White, of 


Chestnut Hill. Mrs. White presented 
Ralph Leroy Harlow, general manager 
of WNAC who touched upon the radio 
angle of Federation broadcasts; Rob- 
ert Burlen of WEEI, well-known for 
IiIh "Buddy and Blake" sketches; and 
Linus Travers, production manager of 
WNAC. who told how broadcasts are 
staged. Jean Sargent, formerly of this 
same station who has recently joined 
the Columbia system -taff in New 
York, sent her familiar salutation, 
"Greetings everybody!” 

The afternoon session opened in 
Convention Hall with the report on 
Co-operation with War Veterans — 
work that Is being so ably handled by 
Mrs. Paul A. Peters. Instead of look- 
ing back over the past year, she asked 
for the same hearty support in the 
coming one. Cases in the hospitals 
do not decrease, and will not for many 
years, so that women must “carry on,” 
in gifts and attentions, such as enter- 
tainments. playing cards with the 

cigarettes, writing pafoer, postcards, 
playing cards, stamps, new books, sub- 
scriptions to new books — just the little 
things one would do for their own at 
a hospital. Especially she pleaded for 
money, for the hospitals. Legion. 
Auxiliary, the store on Boylston street, 
all of whom know they can call on 
this Committee in emergency and re- 
ceive response. Think what this 
sentence means, and the satisfaction 
it may well be to the women of the 
State Federation! 

Mrs. Peters made more than one 
listener's eyes sting when she told of 
the aid extended in such timely fash- 
ion in two cases — one a little home, 
where the money was gone, a family 
of six, four of them children, and 
hungry, and too proud to a.-k for aid. 
How she found them she did not ex- 
plain, but that they were found, and 
t hat money was on hand in the State 
for tlie emergency proves what the 
Clubwomen should do in response to 
her appeal. In tlie other case the man 
hud been laid off from work, was be- 
hind in his rent, and expecting back 
compensation. He was loaned a little 
money, and when his compensation 
came, he repaid it the same day, paid 
other bills, banked the rest of his 
money, and soon secured work. That 
he appreciated and was honest was 
evidenced. 

"Conservation touches and effects 
every phase of our living. The beauty 
of our surroundings, tlie attractive- 
ness of our towns, the loveliness of 
our scenic highways are all wrapped 
up in the package Conservation," 
said Mrs. Daniel M. Goodrldge, chair- 
man of Conservation of Natural Re- 
sources. Then she enumerated among 
the "memorable accomplishments" of 
the year the establishing of sanctu- 
aries, parks created, waste places 
made useful, garden clubs formed, and 
school children’s activities started. 
For Summer interests she recom- 
mended the organizing of young 
people for fire patrols, with prizes for 
the greatest number discovered or ex- 
tinguished: and tiie same idea for 
freeing roadsides from picnic rubbish 
and the destruction of caterpillar 
nests. She revealed the really thrill- 
ing project for next year — the pur- 
chase of a State reservation. Having 
saved the "Old Man of the Mountain." 
and contributed to "Fair Monadnock,” 
she bespeaks equal enthusiasm for 
contributions either by Clubs or indi- 
viduals for a beauty spot in our own 
Massachusetts, worthy to be set aside 
for use and pleasure to stand as a 
memorial of the State Federation. 
The time limit for these contributions 
to the treasurer, Mrs. Frederick S. 
Davis, 146 Massachusetts avenue, Bos- 
ton. is April 15. 1930. A Committee, 
with Mrs. Packard serving on it. will 
decide the particular location for this 
Memorial Forest. 

Mrs. Ralph H. Reed, of Swampscott, 
State chairman of the American Home, 
made a plea for attention to the men- 
tal. moral, and spiritual phases of 
home life, as well as to the physical 
aspects of the house. 

“Stress those things which chal- 
lenge the minds of thinking people." 
counselled Mrs. Reed. For example — 
religious atmosphere in the home, 
rather than recipes: recreation in the 
home, rather than bridge menus; law 
observance in place of style shows. 

The use of the Mothercraft book 
• Children Well and Happy" is aiding 
the young mother, and Mothercraft

taught in the schools is being especial- 
ly of service to the young girls who 
have to care for younger brothers and 
sisters, and who can take information 
so gained home to their mothers, de- 
clared Mrs. May Dickinson Kimball, 
chairman of Motherchnft and Child 
Welfare. The General Federation, 
through its American Home Depart- 
ment. is urging the appointment of 
State Mothercraft chairmen, to co- 
ordinate the work already started, and 
it is the hope to do for all States what 
Massachusetts is doing for their girls. 
The value of pre-school and habit 
clinics, and the establishment of Nurs- 
ery schools and Day Nurseries, for the 
relief of weary mothers, and for 
tenching them how to correct habits 
of their children, was stressed. The 
happiness of children In the bed time 
hour was also brougt out, and the real 
success of playgrounds established in 
even the tiny back yard, by which the 
tragic danger of playing in the streets 
is offset. A model playground, with 
simple equipment, may be seen at 
Mothercraft headquarters, and was on 
display at the hotel— one of the most 
valuable suggestions for mothers that 
this Department could offer. 

Mrs. Kimball further reminded the 
Clubwomen of the exhibition of Amer- 
ican and English antiques at Dickin- 
son-Baggs Tavern, at Amherst, pro- 
ceeds from the sale of which go to the 
Mothercraft Maintenance Fund — this 
being the third season of this excellent 
method of procuring funds. 

Mrs. Fred B. Cross, chairman of 
Community Service, speaking of the 
appeal of her subject for women, 
urged that interest in such avenues as 
recreation and the right use of leisure, 
of fire protection, and of public and 
highway safety, and of motion picture 
problems be given especial attention. 
In this latter excellent work she was 
glad to report that already 188 Motion 
Picture Advisors have been appointed 
in the State to improve the class of 
pictures made and exhibited, “not by 
Censorship, hut by selection, to make 
the best pictures pay best." The basis 
of this program is selection and 
classification of pictures in advance of 
their release, and for the first time, 
through co-operation with the industry 
and tiie support of exhibitors, this ma- 
terial is available. In a recent letter 
from the Fox West Coast Theatres, it 
was stated "the time has passed when 
the Motion Picture Industry, and par- 
ticularly the Motion Picture Theatre 
oyrners of today can ignore with any 
degree of safety Clubwoman and other 
organized groups with welfare move- 
ments, and expect good will and co- 
operation in return.” 

Mrs. Cross, in discussing Community 
Service, further asked more attention 
to the splendid opportunities offered 
in Community Planning — for physical, 
mental, spiritual, and social health, by 
providing proper housing, proper edu- 
cation, and proper recreational facil- 
ities. 

No one report given Thursday held 
more interest than did that of Mrs. 
Arthur Devens Potter, General Federa- 
tion director for Massachusetts, who 
was received with warm applause. 
That she has been successful in link- 
ing up the clubs of the state organi- 
zation w(th the national body was 
shown in the list of Clubs joining the 
General Federation this year. 

This was due in part to the affection- 
ate place she gained in the regard of 
Clubwomen during her presidency of 
the State Federation. 

Mrs. Potter always succeeds in what 
she undertakes, and she does not do it 
aggressively or harshly, but with 
courtesy, dignity, and a real gracious- 
ness that is charming. Her thought 
just now is all for the Biennial Coun- 
cil meeting, the direction of which en- 
tertaining is under her chairmanship, 
and she has made delightful plans, and 


too much knowledge before the age of 
16. 

“These matters lie very close, in- 
deed, to my own heart, for I’ve come 
to learn that the human Hide of gov- 
ernment is important, not only to the 
taxpayers, lint to the Commonwealth 
Itself." 

He then went on the appeal to the 
members of the State Federation to 
use their Influence to mnke effective 
the program for raising the compul- 
sory school age from 14 to 15 years. 

Complimenting the Federation on its 
work of the past, the present and the 
future, Governor Allen continued: 

“Just so long ns people like you, 
coupled with other such organizations, 
take a proper interest in their fellow- 
men, and take a proper interest in the 
institutions handed down by our fa- 
thers, we need have no fear of the 
future. 

“I, for one. am an optimist,” de- 
clared His Excellency. "I have no 
sympathy and give no credence to 
fears we sometimes hear expressed in 
the stability of our country." 

Another capacity audience of nearly 
1700 filled Convention Hall on this oc- 
casion. notable also as “Past Presi- 
dents’ Night." In somewhat reminis- 
cent mood, five former leaders of the 
Federation brought personal greet- 
ings: Mrs. George \V. Perkins, Mrs. 
Herbert J. Gurney, Mrs Grace Mor- 
rison Poole, Mrs. Frederick Glazier 
Smith and Mrs. Arthur Devens Potter. 
Another honor guest was Mrs. Mur- 
ray L. Stanley, who, as president of 
the Florida Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, brought a friendly word from 
the 20,000 Clubwomen of that State. 

Mrs. Perkins reminded her audience 
that it was just 13 years ago when she 
stepped back into the ranks. She 
praised the Federation for its forward- 
looking policy and its potential power 
which has doubled numerically since 
her day. 

“I rather hnil these times when the 
past presidents are taken off the 
sheives and dusted and set up before 
you.” facetiously began Mrs. Gurney. 
Then turning to the serious, she chal- 
lenged a statement that the future of 
Women’s Clubs is doomed 

“The future of anything depends 
upon its past,” asserted Mrs. Gurney. 
“Anyone who knows anything about 
Women’s Chibs knows that they have 
changed. Women have entered poli- 
tics. women are in commercial life, 
and we have to adjust things to meet 
this change, and the Club that meets 
this is going to be successful. 

“The Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion rests upon three great fundamen- 
tal things, education, sociological 
progress and liumanitarianism, and 
while the Federation stands on that 
foundation its future is assured, for 
the future depends upon the past.” 

Mrs. Poole paid tribute to the pres- 
ent executive, Mrs. Packard, saying: 
“We call her the pretty Packard, but 
also she is able, she is courageous, she 
is kind, she is a righteous leader, she 
is a daring leader." 

According to Mrs. Smith, the great- 
est thing in the Club movement today 
is the youth movement and she looks 
to the younger women to carry on and 
take the lead. 

Mrs. Potter, filled with the details 
<»f the coming Biennial Council of the 
General Federation at Swampscott, as 
executive chairman, looked backward 
21 years when this great body was en- 
tertained in Boston. Then, she said, 
the newspapers found fault with the 
many clothes women wore, but at least 
they will not have that to say this 
year. 

An impressive part of the program 
was the presentation of the five Dis- 
trict directors retiring, each of whom 
reported for the past year, Mrs. He- 
man A. Harding, Mrs. Henry E. Rob- 
ert. Mrs. Bert S. Currier. Mrs. Walter 
A. Hall and Mrs. Abigail M. E. Wood- 
ward. 

Songs by Marion Aubeus Wise, Con- 
tralto. and Marjorie Warren Leadbet- 
ter. Soprano, both in solo and duet,

Mrs. Walter A. Hall, Ninth District 
director, in expressing her Joy in as- 
sociation with the Clubs of her dis- 
trict, made the point of the growing 
interest of Clubs in Federation work, 
citing increased attendance at Club 
Institutes and other Department Con- 
ferences. Her District has in the year 
turned over more money than ever 
before to educational work, started 
three new scholarships, mid extended 
work for the blind. As a guest she 
has made 38 Club visits. 

Mrs. Abigail M. E. Woodward, of 
the Thirteenth District, summed up 
the widening opportunities of women, 
where “nowadays one finds them 
welcome members on every commit- 
tee of investigation where formerly 
only men assembled, her true instinct, 
keen perception, and love of humanity 
lending a touch too long absent”, by 
advising Clubwomen “not to be a Club 
parasite, but to he a worker, a builder 
in the tabernacle of the Lord". With 
over 5,000 Clubwomen in her District, 
of 35 Clubs, it was evident that much 
was accomplished. Two outstanding 
meetings were the Conference which 
is an annual outlet for all Club mem- 
bers to become informed on all depart- 
mental work of the State Federation, 
and the Legislative Day which spe- 
cialized in this political and civic con- 
sideration. From the Athol Woman’s 
Club came the impetus for the entire 
district to. work for the improvement 
and beautifying of Doans Falls, on the 
State Road, a rustic bridge being con- 
structed to supplement the charm of 
natural scenery. Helping the boys at 
Rutland to find life more worthwhile, 
contributing to hospitals, dental clin- 
ics, and Fresh Air Funds gave token 
of thought for others. 

Friday morning’s session. May 17., 
which closed the 37th Annual Meeting 
of tlie Massachusetts State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, at the New Ocean 
house, Swampscott, was filled with 
all the excitement attending the retir- 
ing of trusted officers and the usher- 
ing in of their successors. Generous 
bestowal of flowers upon favored and 
honored ones was an eloquent and 
colorful tribute to their popularity. 
Announcement that the 1930 Annual 
Meeting would again convene at 
Swampscott. May 11. 15 and 16, was 
received with acclnim. 

The annual gift of $100 from the 
Shannon fund for the moral education 
of girls was voted to the Judge Baker 
Foundation. Mrs. Cnrl L. Schrader 
reported for this fund, held in trust 
by the federation. 

Other reports were of Headquarters, 
by Mrs. Frank P. Bennett Jr.; federa- 
tion Pin, Mrs. George F. Lang, and 
the Endowment Fund, Mrs. Joseph C. 
Otis. This Fund totals to date $24,- 
S96.79. Mrs. Edwin L. Pride was 
elected to serve as trustee of the 
Endowment Fund, succeeding Mrs. 
Otis, whose term expires.
